Kvery  change 
should  be  miide  in  strict  conformity  to 
the  general  policy,  which  we  call  "the 
historic  policy."  The  Republican  party 
has  had  but  one  definition  of  that  i)olicy.

labor  over  our  own   Ial>or.' 

•It  iS  vitally  impr>rtant  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  policy  of  protection,  to 
keep  the  definition  in  mind,  to  keep  the 
essential  <iualities  in  mind,  and  to  falter 
not  in  loyal,  intelligent  and  courageous 
service.  * 

'•We  have  not  passed  the  time  in  this 
country  or  anywhere  in  this  world  when 
contest  is  not  imperative  against  the 
immediate  and  changing  ;iim*  and  or- 
ganization of  selfish  interest.  What  wo 
need  to  do  is  to  meet  narrow  interest 
with  broad  interest,  giving  adiierence 
to  enduring  principle,  delfrmined  to  sub- 
ordinate the  few  to  the  will  and  welfare 
of  the  many.  This  we  may  insist  upon 
in   the  name  of  protection. 

•The  Republican  party  will  take  its 
record  with  it  into  tiie  campaign  of  thi.s 
year,  and  it  will  carry  it  a.s  an  open 
:)ook  into  the  campaign  of  next  year.  In 
all  that  record  there  is  no  history  of 
fo.s.-ilization.  and  upon  tiiat  will  be  bas- 
ed the  claim  that  fossilization  does  not 
await  the  party  in  the  immediate  fu- 
ture.   I 

'We  have  aocomplished  something  in 
behalf  of  reciprocity,  but  not  much 
measured  by  our  desire. 

•  The  Democratic  i)arty  has  been  able  to 
defeat,  in  tlie  main  the  application  of 
that  policy  in  the  development  of  our 
trade  relations  with  otlier  countries.  The 
Democratic  party  ma,y  be  able  to  de- 
feat treaties  reciuiiing  approval  by  the 
senate  bv  a  two-thirds  vote,  but  I  do 
not  anticipate  that  the  Democratic  party 
will  be  able  to  defeat  the  policy  of  re- 
ciprocity. \ 

•I  would  not  remove  a  single  safeguard 
to  American  labor.  I  would  not  put  out 
of  mind  for  a  moment  the  material  in- 
terests ot  our  increasing  armies  of  work- 
ers. I  would  not  lose  sight  for  a  day 
of  the  essential  need  of  supremacy  in 
our  own  markets.  If  the  policy  of  re- 
cjprocitv  is  not  compatible  with  the  wel- 
fare of  the  men  of  the  field  and  tlie  shop! 
then  to  pronounce  it  twin'  of  protection,' 
I  the  hand-maiden  of  protection,'  'the  na- 
[  tural  complement  of  protection,'  is  an  in- 
excusable  misnomer.  « 

"I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that 
prosperity  has  come  to  us  bayond  the 
dream  of  the  St.  Louis  convention,  nor 
am  I  unmindful  of  tlie  fact  that  our 
industrial  and  commercial  relations  at 
I  home  and  through<jut  the  world  have 
I  undergone  and  are  still  undergoing  mar- 
velous change,  liut  all  his  does  not  lessen 
I  our  responsibility. 

"I  take  it  in  readjusting  our  economic 
j  policy,  we  cannot  wisely  ignore  the  na- 
1  tural  law  of  competition.  Domestic,  com- 
petition has  made  us  powerful  at  home; 
we  eannot  wholly  cut  loose  from  com- 
petition in  the  safe  pursuit  of  our  am- 
bition, to  lead  in  tiie  trade  of  the  world. 
••But  we  cannot  place  our  whole  de- 
pendence on  competition  nor  can  we 
invo'te  competition  at  will.  Because  we 
cannot  tlo  this,  .some  of  us  are  disposed 
to  feel  resentful.  We  are  disposed  to  an- 
tagonize large  corporations  and  to  be- 
lievfc  the  worst  of  tb.em.  We  say  the 
law  in  some  way  should  bring  them 
down  to  our  level.  Not  much  of  benefit 
to  ourselves  or  to  society  can  be  hoped 
Mighty  forces  are  at 
be  diverted,  to  elim- 
n  the  large  business 
of  the  country  and  the  world.  These 
forces  are  engaged  in  cheapening  the 
cost  of  production  and  of  transporta- 
tion, and  to  that  extent,   we  must  agree

weekly  wage  law,  which  piovidts  that 
every  person,  company  or  corporation 
employing  labor  shall  make  weekly 
payjiit-i.ts  of  the  full  amount  due,  ami 
that  any  person  interested  may  briuia^ 
a  suit  in  the  name  ot  the  state  againsc 
any  emploj-er  refusing  to  comply  with 
the  provision,  is  not  only  an  im- 
proj  er  exercise  of  the  state's  police 
IM)\vtr,  but  is  unconstitutional  on  the 
grou!;d  that  it  infringes  the  right  of 
a    pi;v::te    contract. 

The  loggers  claim  that  the  decision 
Is  a  pohiter  for  those  Norther;i  Minne- 
sota operators  who  have  been  greatly 
hampeied  during  the  last  few  seasons 
throagh  neces.sity  «J,  conforming  to 
provisions  of  th-:^  Mc*'arthy  law,  which 
compels  them  to  p.iy  off  their  men  with 
cash,  on  demand,  whenever  the  men 
choose  to  quit  work.  The  logging  in- 
terests think  that  ii  the  supreme  court 
of  Inui;ina  refuses  to  uphold  a  laA' 
whif  h  requirt^s  the  payment  of  weekly 
wagfs,  the  highest  court  of  Minnesota 
Bhoukl  decline  to  rerrognize  the  validity 
of  a  law  in  this  state  v.hich  is  claimed 
to  be  e<iually  effective  in  abridging  the 
rights  of  private  contravt. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Indiana  court  has  estab- 
lished a  precedent  and  confirmed  a  fact 
that  it  is  not  the  proper  exercise  of  its 
police  power  for  a  st.'ite  to  step  in  be- 
tween the  employer  and  the  employed 
and  dictate  when  and  how  the  wages 
should    be   paid.  '

The  normal  school  board  will  furnish 
the  rooms  and  the  instructor  in  cooking 
and  sewing  will  maintain  the  department 
after  it  is  installed  by  the  women  of 
Duluth. 

A  representative  of  the  Woman's  coun- 
cil vi.-itcd  the  Superior  school  and  in- 
spected the  department  of  domestic  sci- 
ence, which  has  been  sccessfuliy  carried 
on  tnere  for  some  time.  The  women 
have  determined  to  use  this  as  a  model 
to  guide  them  and  will  Install  a  plant 
that  will  be  second  to  none  in  the  North- 
west. 


Aleck  Resburg,  Douglas 

County  Farmer,  Loses 

His  Life. 

Aleck  Re.sberg,  a  farmer  on  the  Wis- 
consin side  of  the  St.  Louis  river, 
opposite  New  Duluth,  was  accidentally 
drowned  in  the  river  while  tishing  last 
Thursday,  the  body  being  recovered 
yesterday.  No  knowledge  of  his  death 
was  had  until  the  body  was  found  float- 
ing in  the  river  yesterday. 

So  far  a?  known  by  the  Douglas 
county  avrthorities  Resburg  started  out 
alone  on  a  tisliing  excursion  last  week. 
He  v.as  subject  to  tits,  and  was  advised 
by  a  neighbor  not  to  go,  that  it  was  not 
a  proper  time  to  fish.  The  supposition 
IS  that  he  was  seized  with  a  lit  while 
lishing   and    fell    into    !he   river. 

Ret'burg  was  a  squatier  and  was  very 
thrifty,  having  nearly  $800  in  one  of 
the  bi'.nks  of  this  city.  He  is  also  said 
to  have  owned  a  valuable  claim  on  the 
Messaba  range. 

The  deceased  has  no  relatives  living 
in  this  country.  He  is  a  brother  of 
John  liesburg,  who  was  shot  and  killed 
by  Ada  Arlington,  near  New  Duluth, 
about  three  years  ago.  The  Arlington 
woman  was  acquitted  on  trial,  her  de- 
fense being  that  she  shot  Resburg 
when  he  was  attempting  to  force  his 
way  into  her  house.

North  Dakota  and  Minne- 
sota Grains  Have  a 
Bad  Week. 

The  crop  service  report  for  North 
Dakota  for  the  week  ending  Monday 
last  was  pessimistic  in  tone.  It  re- 
ports wheat  as  fast  going  backward, 
and   only  saved   by    the   cool   weather. 

Since  the  report  was  issued  there  have 
been  rains,  but  not  enough  as  yet,  how- 
ever. The  crop  has  been  considerably 
aided  nevertheless.  The  report  is  as 
follows: 

"The  past  has  been  another  dry 
week,  with  the  exception  of  showers  in 
portions  of  the  Missouri  valley  and 
Lower  Red  River  valley,  ranging  from 
a  trace  to  half  an  inch.  C)ver  the  rest 
of  the  state  quite  a  serious  drouth  pre- 
vails, and  crops  of  all  kinds,  except 
flax,  are  suffering  and  have  been  in- 
jured to  some  extent  by  lack  of  mois- 
ture. This  condition  is  almost  general, 
although  some  few  sections  report  that 
crops  in  their  respective  localities  are 
doing  well,  but  they  cannot  go  much 
longer  without  rain.  Some  fields  are 
now  entirely  destroyed,  and  in  som«; 
parts  of  the  Red  Kiver  valley  fields  are 
being  plowed  up. 

"Wheat  is  fast  going  backward;  fields 
are  turning  yellow  and  in  many  in- 
stances the  stools  are  dying  out,  leav- 
ing a  very  thin  stand,  while  weeds  are 
growing  very  fast.  Early  wheat  is  be- 
ginning to  head  out  with  very  short 
straw,  generally  not  c^er  a  foot  high, 
and  with  such  short  straw  it  is  expect- 
ed that  the  heads  will  be  short.  Had 
It  not  been  for  the  continued  cool  wea- 
ther that  has  prevailed  this  spring,  but 
little  of  the  wheat  crop  would  now  be 
left;  its  salvation  has  been  the  cool 
and  cloudy  weather. 

"Uats  are  not  doing  well;  the  straw 
is  short,  and  fields  are  suffering  for 
rain.  Barley  is  heading  out  in  all  parts 
with  very  short  straw  and  the  stand  is 
generally  poor.  Early  fliix  is  doing  the 
best  of  any  crop  .and  is  generally  re- 
ported in  a  very  good  condition,  but 
th.it  sown  late  has  not  come  up,  as  a 
rule,  and  where  it  is  up,  is  a  very  thin, 
uneven  stand,  and  quite  weedy. 

"Corn  continues  backward;  it  needs 
warmer  weather  and  has,  like  the  rest 
of  the  crop,  suffered  from  lack  of  mois- 


ture. It  Is  considerably  behind  the 
season. 

"Hay  promiseK  to  be  a  very  poor 
crop,  in  /act  no  good  reports  are  re- 
ceived from  any  section.  In  the  west- 
ern part  the  grr  ss  Is  fast  drying  up; 
is  very  thin  and  short,  and  will  be  a 
light  crop,  while  in  the  eastern  part, 
both  tame  and  wild  grass  are  very 
poor." 

The  Mlnnesotca  report  is  more  cheer- 
ful in  tone  though  complaining  of  the 
lack  of  rain.     It  is  as  follows: 

"The  week  opened  cool,  but  the  tem- 
perature rose  slowly  all  th6  week.  There 
was  hardly  any  rain  during  the  week, 
except  in  the  e:ttreme  southwest,  till 
the  scattered  showers  of  the  morning 
of  the  2Sth,  and  the  more  general  show- 
ers of  the  morn:ng  of  the  2ttth,  which 
latter  seem  to  have  been  heaviest  in 
the  middle  south  and  the  middle  west; 
in  the  dry  regions  the  rains  will  afford 
only  momentary  relief. 

"From  the  counties  of' the  Minnesota 
valley  northwart;  the  oals,  barley,  fiax, 
corn  and  grass  on  spring  plowed  land 
and  on  sandy  soil  are  injured  by  -^e 
drought,  or  they  are  in  danger  of  in- 
jury, but  on  the  fall  plowed  land  and 
on  clay  soils  these  crops  md  wheat 
are  m  good  conriltion  to  stand  the  dry 
weather,  though  they  are  not  progress- 
ing much;  on  a  1  fields  the  surface  is 
very  dry,  but  on  the  latter  soils  there 
is  moisture  belo>v  the  surface.  In  the 
poor  places  wheat  oi.ly  six  inches  high 
is  shooting  t6  head,  and  late  sown  bar- 
ley and  flax  are  unsprouted.  Grass  and 
pastures  are  poor. 

"In  the  Mlnnetsota  valley  and  south- 
ward there  is  plenty  of  moisture  in  the 
uplands,  and  in  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  state  the  lowlands  are  wet;  in 
the  middle  south  and  the  southeast, 
the  lowlands  need  rain  to  soften  the 
hard  surfa'-e  soil.  On  the  uplands  the 
small  grains  and  grasses  are  doing 
finely,  and  corn  is  beginning  to  grow 
well,  but  lowlard  ciops  are  generally 
poor.  There  is  some  rust  on  the  wheat 
and  oats  l.i  the  Middle  Minnesota  val- 
ley, but  the  dry  weather  has  checked  it, 
and  also  the  rank  growth  of  those 
grains.  Barley  is  generally  heading 
well,  and  oats  are  :oming  into  head. 
Clover  ar.l  timothy  hay  is  being  saved. 
Rye  is  ripening."

Columbus,  Ga-.  July  1.— John  Cash,  a 
white  man,  who  entered  a  negro  church 
in  Harris  county  and  tried  to  stampede 
the  congregation,  was  shot  to  death  by 

tht^  negroes. 

Cash  is  a  planter  and  the  negroes 
have  a  church  near  his  home.  A  re- 
vival haf.  been  in  progress  at  the  church 


and  there  v.as  a  great  congregation 
aiid  much  shouting.  The  noise  dis- 
turbed Cash,  and  he  decided  to  break 
1  up  the  meeting.  He  entered  the  churcli 
I  ni  a  threatening  manner  and  ordered 
the  negroes  to  get  out. 

"He's  profaning  God's  house.  Kill 
him!"  shouted  the  religion-frenzied  ne- 
groes. 

"Be  merciful,"  cried  the  preacher,  but 
the  negroes  were  overwrought  and  be- 
gan firing  at  Cash,  who  stood  near  tlie 
pulpit.  Probably  500  shots  were  fired 
many  of  them  striking  Ciish,  who  fell 
in  a  pool  of  blood  at  the  altar. 

All  during  the  fusllade  the  negroes, 
kept  shouting,  "Kill  the  profaner!" 
while  the  preacher  pleaded  "Be  mercl- 
fuT'  Only  one  negro,  Henry  White, 
has  been  arrested,  but  it  is  not  believed 
he  will  be  prosecuted.  Henry  White's 
father  once  killed  a  white  man,  who 
was  leading  a  whitecap  party.

Scattered  showers  fell  again  in  the 
Northwest  lust  night  and  brought  con- 
siderable relief  to  the  grain  that  iiai 
been  suffering  for  it.  In  Manitoba 
the  rains  were  quite  heavy,  Winnipeg 
rei>orting  more  than  half  an  inch. 
Southern  Minnesota  had  a  liberal  wet- 
ting down,  .several  places  reporting 
more  than  an  inch. 

The    portion    of   .*.he   Northwest    that 

needs  it  most,  however,  did  not  share 
in  the  distribution  of  moisture.  That 
section  is  the  portion  of  the  Ked  River 
valley  between  Fargo  and  Grand  Forks 
and  In  it  are  some  of  the  large.st  wheat 
growing  counties  of  that  great  state. 
This  is  the  great  wheat-growing  region 
of  the  country  and  it  has  hud  pnictic- 
ally  no  rain  for  weeks.  It  is  freely  ad- 
mitted that  considerable  damage  has 
been  done  in  that  section  but  hopej 
are  strong  that  there  v.ill  still  be  a 
goo  dcrop.  The  weather  map  gives 
much  reason  to  look  for  rains  in  f\,  few 
days  and  if  they  coniC  they  will  re- 
pair a  great  deal  of  the  harm  that  has 
been  done. 

(.hain  on  old  ground,  that  is,  ground 
that  has  raised  several  consecutive 
crops  of  wheat,  is  suffering,  whiL^  that 
on  good  strong  land  is  holding  well. 

The  trouble  with  the  rains  thus  far 
is  that  they  have  been  entirely  showers, 
ers.  In  the  present  condition  of  the 
ground  they  afford  only  temporary  re- 
lief for  they  dry  off  very  soon  after 
falling  and  do  not  penetrate  to  ths 
very  dry  ground  that  needs  the  mois- 
ture. Good  soaking  rains  are  needed, 
rains  that  will  thoroughly  moisten  tiic 
ground  to  a  depth  of  several  inches. 

Reports  received  by  William  Dal- 
rymple  from  the  Dalrymple  farms  say 
there  have  been  no  rains  there  and 
that  about  one-third  of  the  acreage- 
is  at  standstill.  All  hope  of  a  bumpei 
crop  there  has  gone  and  a  yield  of 
about  20  per  cent  less  than  the  first 
conditions  gave  hope  for  is  expected. 
This  means  a  good  crop,  but  not  a  big 
one. 

John  Miller,  of  the  John  Miller  com- 
pany, says  that  the  r«ports  received  by 
his  company  indicate  that  the  rains 
have  done  much  good  and  that  tho 
crops  will  be  good.  There  has  been 
s  )me  cause  for  alarm  in  different  sec- 
tuMis,  but  the  rains  that  have  fallen 
this  week  and  the  fine  outlook  for 
more  give  reason  to  be  cheerful  as  lO 
the  siutation. 

John  McCarthy's  reports  show  the 
i:.d  River  valey  between  Fargo  and 
t.rand  Forks  to"  be  badly  in  need  of 
:  in.  South  of  Fargo  and  north  of 
liiand  Forks  the  rainfall  has  been  fair- 
ly good.  Mr.  McCarthy  is  very  liop»- 
ful  as  to  the  situation  and  believes  the 
damage  will  not  be  nearly  so  heavy, 
as  some  of  the  reports  sent  out  claim.

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THE  IOWA  CONVENTION.

MANY  ARMY   SCANDALS. 

There  seems  lO  ue  sonictiiing  wrung  with  the  army 
officers.  .About  a  dozen  have  been  cashiered  from  the 
service  within  the  past  few  weeks,  while  others  have 
been  permitted  to  resign  under  a  cloud.  The  offenses 
range  all  the  way  from  embezzlement  of  army  funds 
down  to  persistent  neglect  of  duty.  One  of  the  most  re- 
grettable features  of  the  irregularities  is  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  culprits  are  youngsters,  first  and  second  lieu- 
tenants. The  older  officers  are  trying  to  account  for  the 
outbreak  of  scandalous  conduct  on  the  ground  that  the 
offenders  are  men  who  receive  appointments  from  civil 
life  and  had  never  been  through  the  military  academy, 
adding  that  thrs  is  what  might  be  expected  from  taking 
into  the  service  "scuff  from  the  volunteers."  This  slur 
is  hotly  resented  by  officers  who  owe  their  present  com- 
missions to  good  work  done  in  the  uniforms  of  volun 


Those  who  belie\e  in  tariff  revision  had  not  even  courage 
enough  to  vigorously  fight  in  the  convention  for  an  in- 
dorsement of  what  is  generally  termed  the  Iowa  idea  on 
the  t.infl,  and  the  "stand-patters"  have  scored  a  victory.

One  of  the  commonest  troubles  which  befall  young 
officers  is  getting  into  debt.  For  some  reason  they  seem 
to  find  it  impossible  to  live  within  their  income.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  officers  on  duty  at  Manila,  where, 
from  all  accounts,  they  lead  a  gay  life.  Complaints  are 
constantly  being  received  at  the  war  department  from 
tradesmen  and  hotel  proprietors  to  the  effect  that  they 
cannot  collect  money  due  to  them  from  young  officers. 
Matters  of  this  sort  are  always  referred  to  the  officer  in 
question,  and  he  is  called  on  for  an  explanation.  When 
the  complaints  against  a  particular  officer  are  numerous 
and  of  a  s^erious  nature  he  is  re(>uired  to  tell  just  how 
and  when  he  proposes  to  settle  the  accounts  against  him. 

A  new  kind  of  offense  has  lately  become  rather  pre- 
valent. Youngsters  with  newly  acquired  shoulder  straps 
appear  to  have  the  idea  that  life  in  the  army  is  one  lon^' 
soft  snap,  t^sA  there  is  no  such  thing  as  hard  work  and 
that  they  are  not  to  bother  about  studies  or  close  appli- 
cation to  duties.  Secretary  Root  takes  another  view  of 
Ihe  situation,  and  as  a  result  of  this  difference  of  opin- 
ion half  a  dozen  young  officers  have  lately  been  brought 
up  with  a  round  turn.  Within  the  past  two  weeks  three 
officers  have  been  tried  and  sentenced  by  courts-martial, 
charged  with  neglect  of  duty  while  at  the  Leavenworth 
military  school.  In  one  case  the  sentence  was  dismissal, 
and  the  others  are  now  before  Secretary  Root  for  ap- 
proval. 

Such  a  condition  of  affairs  is  to  be  sincerely  regret- 
ted, and  it  is  hoped  that  a  wholesale  discharge  of  these 
mistaken  young  men  may  result  to  the  "good  of  the 
service."

CRANE  AND   THE  CHAIRMANSHIP. 

To  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  business  condi- 
tions which  surround  ex-Governor  Murray  Crane  of 
Massachusetts,  the  rumors  that  he  will  manage  the  Re- 
publican national  campaign  next  year,  are  nothing  but 
rumors.  On  iccount  of  a  profitable  contract  which  the 
Cranes  have  in  furnishing  the  government  with  paper 
on  which  money  is  crinted,  Mr.  Crane  turned  down  a 
position  offered  him  in  the  president's  cabinet  and  there 
is,  of  course,  no  likelihood  of  his  assuming  a  purely  poli- 
tical position,  when  the  propriety  of  his  continuing  his 
contract  would  be  questioned,  if  nothing  more. 

The  Crane  people  have  enjoyed  a  monopoly  of  mak- 
ing paper  for  money  since  1879.  At  the  present  time  this 
contract  is  worth  about  $250,000  or  $300,000  a  year.  There 
is  a  large  margin  ol  profit  in  the  contract,  yet  the  Crane 
people  scoop  it  every  year  withotit  opposition,  and  at 
their  own  figures.  The  last  contract  was  let  only  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  by  the  terms  of  it  the  government  is  to 
pay  43^2  cents  a  pound  for  its  paper,  or  about  half  a  cent 
a  sheet.  Something  like  48,000,000  sheets  were  ordered 
from  the  company.  The  law  reouires  that  the  govern- 
ment must  advertise  for  proposals  for  furnishing  de- 
partmental t^upplies.  It  appears  that  the  law  has  been 
complied  with  in  this  case,  but  for  same  reason  or  other 
there  is  only  one  bid  each  year.  That  is  from  the  Crane 
company,  which,  of  ourse,  sets  the  contract.  Ten  or 
fifteen  years  ago  one  or  two  outside  firms  made  ef- 
forts to  break  up  the  monopoly  enjoyed  by  Crane,  but 
they  were  unable  to  come  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
department   and  one   after  another  dropped   out  of  the 

field. 

The  thing  that  makes  it  possible  for  the  Crane  people 
to  get  the  contract  so  regularly,  is  the  requirement  that 
the  paper  shall  be  of  a  peculiar  texture  and  composition. 
It  is  described  as  "distinctive  paper"  and  differs  from  all 
other  kinds  that  are  made.  Its  individuality  consists  in 
the  fine  threads  of  silk  that  run  through  its  fiber,  and  the 
use  of  which  is  forbidden  by  law  in  all  other  papers. 
These  bits  of  silk  may  be  seen  in  any  treasury  or  bank  I  Flammarion 
note.  The  Crane  people  control  the  machinery  for  dis- 
tributing these  tiny  threads  through  the  body  of  the 
paper,  the  device  having  t-en  developed  in  their  own 
fact.)ry.  The  inability  of  other  firms  to  get  hold  of  this 
machinery  or  a  suitable  substitute,  is  the  main  stumbling 
block  in  their  way  of  bagging  the  yearly  contract.  In 
addition  to  this  the  government  requires  that  the  very 
finest  quality  of  paper  be  furnished.  The  paper  comes 
in  sheets,  each  just  large  enough  for  the  printing  of  four 
bills.  This  paper  is  manufactured  in  a  special  factory  at 
Pittsfield.  Mass.,  and  the  government  has  a  representa- 
tive on  the  spot  to  see  that  every  sheet  that  is  manufac- 
tured is  accounted  for.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
have  any  of  this  paper  in  his  possession. 

The  people  do  not  take  kindly  to  these  monopolies  at 
best,  and  Mr.  Crane  is  wise  enough  to  attend  to  his  bus- 
iness and  let  national  politics  alone.

Stephens,  Ark..  July  1.— The  world  has 
always  listened  to  the  story  of  Rip  Van 
Winkle,    especially    when    told    by    the 
great    Joe    Jefferson,     and    of    Enoch 
Arden,     whose      checkered     career    in- 
spired the  poet's  fancy,  but  doubt  would 
creep  over  one  as  to  ttie  reality  of  such 
ch.iracter.s.

Washington.  July  1.— Intense  interest 
is  felt  in  Washington  circles  over  the 
organization  of  the  army  general  staff. 
Most  of  the  interest  centers  about  Gen. 
Corbin    and    his    relations    in    the    new 
staff.     It  is  realized  that  he  will  either 
I  dominate  the  staff  or  in  future  take  a 
comparatively  unimportant  place  in  the 
war  dei)artmeut. 
There  are  free  predictions  that   Cor- 
for  i  bin  will  dominate  and  that  he  has  this 
•     I  in  mind.     So  strong  was  the  desire  for 
j  him  to  be  out  of  the  way  that  it  has 
I  been  rumored  that  he  was  offered   the 
j  rank  of  lieutenant  general  if  he  would 
I  retire    instead    of    going    on    the    staff. 
I  This    cannot    be    established    as    a    ftct, 
I  although  it  is  generally  believed  by  offi- 
cers  wno   know   something   of   what   is 
going   on    inside    the    higher    circles    of 
the  army. 

"With  the  passage  of  Gen.  Corbin  from 
the    ofHce    of    adjutant    general    to    the 
general  board   much  of  his   power  will 
be  gone.

E.  Corey   Will 

For  the  Steel 

Trust. 

New  York,  July  1.— Reports  prevalent 
for  months  past  that  Charles  M, 
Schwab  would  retire  from  the  presi- 
dency of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration cuiminated  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  assistant  to  the  president 
of  W.  E.  Corey,  president  of  the  Car- 
negie .Steel  company.  The  formal  an- 
nouncement was  made  by  Richard 
Trimble,  secretary  of  the  finance  com-  ] 
mittee,  in  the  following  form:  I 

"In  consequence  of  the  continued  ill 
health  of  the  president,  he  has  request- 
ed the  appointment  of  an  assistant  to 
perform  the  active  duties  of  the  presi-  i 
dency,  and  at  today's  meeting  of  the  ' 
finance  committee  W.  E.  Corey,  presi- 
dent of  the  Carnegie  Steel  companj, 
was  appointed  to  such  position." 

Announcement  of  Mr.  Crey's  appoint- 
ment occasioned  no  surprise  in  financial 
circles,  where  it  had  been  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge  that  at  least  one 
important  change  was  pending  in  the 
personnel  of  the  steel  corporation's 
affairs. 

The  finance  committee  of  the  steel 
corporation  is  dominated,  according 
to  popular  belief,  by  Mr.  Morgan  and 
his  friends.  <  >ne  of  its  leading  mem- 
bers is  H.  C.  Frick,  who  was  induced 
by  Mr.  Morgan  to  accept  a  place  on 
the  committee.  The  strongest  pres- 
sure was  brouhgt  to  bear  upon  Mr. 
Frick  in  March  last  to  accept  the  presi- 
dency of  the  corporation,  but  Mr.  Frick 
resolutely  declined.  None  of  the  offi- 
cials of  the  steel  corporation  would  dis- 
cuss Mr.  Corey's  appointment  or  the 
causes  that  led  to  it.

Colombian  Consul  At 

London. 

Washington,  June  30.— The  state  depart- 
ment is  not  disposed  at  present  to  take 
any  notice  officially  of  the  utterances 
attributed  in  tlio  cable  di.spatch  to  the 
Colombian  consul  general  at  Ltindon, 
a.scribing  invidious  motives  to  the  United 
States  government  in  connectti'n  with 
tlie  Panama  cajial  project.  It  is  said  at 
the  department  that  while  there  would 
be  precedent  for  complaining  of  the  action 
of  the  Colombian  officials  located  in  the 
United  States  it  is  not  at  all  clear  that 
a  complaint  could  be  made  against  a 
Coloml/lan  official  in  another  country. 
The  department  also  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  alleged  utterances  are 
unofiiclal.  which  will  serve  to  excuse 
it  for  any  lack  of  action  in  this  case.  The 
statements  objected  to  have  already 
found  currency  in  American  newspapers, 
though  never  in  such  definite  form  as 
this,  and  some  of  them,  such  as  that 
the  United  States  governmont  is  foment- 
ing a  revolution  of  the  insular  provinces 
of   Colombia  have  been   explicitly   denied.

Washington,  July  L— The  Goddess  of 
Liberty,  the  heroic  figure  atcp  of  the 
dome  of  the  capitol  in  this  city,  has 
been  obscured  from  vision  for  ten  days. 
A  clumsy  looking  network  of  scaffold- 
ing greets  the  eye  at  the  place  where 
formerly  the  graceful  lines  of  the 
bronze  giantess  were  seen.  Thee  xpla- 
nation  is  found  in  the  fact  that  after 
thirty  years  of  exposure  to  the  ele- 
ments the  Goddess  of  Liberty  is  getting 
a  bath. 

It  is  a  big  undertaking  to  clean  up 
the  vast  proportions  of  the  figure.  At 
its  great  height  from  the  ground  it  ap- 
pears to  be  a  statue  of  life  size,  but  in 
reality  it  measures  twenty  feet  from 
the  crown  to  the  hem  of  the  flowing 
robe.  The  small  finger  of  the  left  hand 
is  a  foot  in  length  and  other  features 
are  in  proportion.  The  entire  capitol 
is  undergoing  a  renovating  process. 
Instead  of  dignified  statesmen  and  jur- 
ists patroling  the  corridors,  the  pass- 
ageways are  In  chaifee  of  a  bucket 
brigade.  Cleaners  and  painters,  armed 
with  brooms,  brushes  and  other  devices 
for  establishing  cleanliness  fairly 
swarm  over  the  building  "from  the  dome 
to  the  cellar. 

The  greatest  "public  interest  centers 
m  the  operations  about  the  statue. 
VVhe;i  the  workmen  first  began  con- 
structing the  scaffolding  about  the  fig- 
ure It  wa-s  reported  the  goddess  was 
to  be  painted.  Immediately  a  great 
outcry  arose  against  what  was  believed 
to  be  a  terrible  desecration  of  a  work 
of  art.  The  fears  of  the  populace  were 
quieted  when  Mr.  Wood,  superintendent 
of  the  capitol,  announced  that  the 
statue  was  not  to  be  covered  with  a 
coat  of  paint,  but  that  his  men  were 
merely  going  to  remove  the  collection 
of  dirt,  stain  and  rust.  Strict  orders 
were  given  to  use  only  hot  water  and 
soap,  no  acids  being  allowed  to  enter 
into  the  combination  for  fear  of  ruin- 
ing the  beautiful  bronze  tint  which 
years  alone  can  bring. 

At  some  time  in  the  back  years  a  big 
blunder  was  made  in  an  attempt  to 
beautify  this  bronze  figure.  Some  one 
climbed  to  the  top  of  the  dome  and 
covered  the  face,  neck  and  arms  of  the 
goddess  with  a  patent  preparation.  The 
men  had  haidly  removed  their  scaffold- 
nig  before  the  material  on  the  statue 
began  to  turn  white.  It  ate  its  way 
into  the  metal  and  left  a  thick  white 
powder  wherever  it  touched  the  bronze. 
The  metal  was  not  permanently  In- 
jured, but  Mr.  Woods  decided  this  year 
that  no  patented  washes  would  be  em- 
ployed in  restoring  the  figure.  The 
hot  w.ater  and  soap  do  not  effect  the 
verdigris,  care  being  taken  to  preserve 
th"  deep  green  color. 

The  scrubbers  found  several  changes 
in  the  figure  since  it  was  last  inspect- 
td.  In  the  first  place  a  pair  of  venture- 
fonio  birds  had  taken  \x\^  their  abode 
in  a  slight  recess  foimed  by  the  pro- 
jecting plumes  which  adorn  the  head- 
piece of  the  figure.  There  the  birds  had 
built  a  nest  at  the  highest  point  in  the 
city,  .=!ave  the  top  oi  the  Washington 
monument,  and  had  raised  successive 
broods.  The  little  home  was  rude  y 
(jestroyed  by  the  scrubbers,  who  tore 
out  the  twigs  and  leaves  that  formed 
the  nest  and  cast  them  below.  Only  one 
mark  of  injury  was  discovered.  This 
was  on  the  very  apex  of  the  figure.  One 
of  the  plumes  had  been  buined  by 
lightning,  two  or  three  inches  of  metal 
being  badly  scarred.  The  men  found 
that  the  pieces  of  platinum,  which  had 
been  set  up  years  ago  as  lightning  con- 
ductors, were  all  gone.  These  were 
renewed  so  as  to  avoid  further  damage 
from  electric  bolts  from  the  skies. 

The  v.ork  of  the  cleaners  was  atten- 
ded with  considerable  danger,  suspen- 
ded as  they  were  several  hundred  feet 
above  the  ground.  The  construction  of 
the  platform  about  the  base  of  the 
figure  was  also  a  ticklish  task,  but  It 
was  completed  without  serious  mishap. 

The  extreme  elevation  of  the  goddess 
gave  an  opportunity  for  Senator  Hoar 
of  Massachusetts  to  make  his  trite  re- 
mark that  liberty  comes  high. 

A  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  is 
being  spent  this  summer  in  repairs 
about  the  capitol,  for  it  costs  a  pretty 
penny  to  keep  in  apple  pie  order  the 
national  legislative  house.  When  the 
members  of  the  Fifty-eighth  congre.>s 
gather  here  next  November  they  wi'l 
view  a  far  grander  capitol  than  any 
congress  has  yet  convened  In.  The 
main  building  is  of  Virginia  freestone 
and  is  susceptible  of  the  weather.  Con- 
sequently it  is  neces.sary  to  cover  it 
with  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  every  two 
years.  The  painters  have  nearly  fin- 
ished their  task  of  administering  the 
white  and  glistening  garment,  using 
fifty-seven  barrels  of  paint  In  the  pro- 
cess. 

Considerable  money  is  to  be  expended 
in  interior  decorations.  Probably  $."0,- 
0(10  will  be  disposed  of  in  this  way.  The 
suite  of  rooms  belonging  to  <^harles  G. 
Bennett,  the  secretary  of  the  senate, 
is  being  beautifully  flecorated.  The 
private  office  is  almost  finished,  and 
when  ready  it  will  rival  in  sumptuous- 
ness  the  room  occupied  by  the  senate 
finance  committee,  which  is  a  model 
for  elegance  and  good  taste.  The  upper 
and  lower  corridors  of  the  senate  are 
to  be  freed  vif  their  gaudy  and  multi- 
tudinous colors  and  clear  .=:olid  tints  will 
appear  In  their  stead.  The  crazy  quilt 
effect  is  said  to  have  annoyed  more 
than  one  of  the  senators  with  esthetic 
tastes.  Kvery  large  picture  in  the  en- 
tire building  is  to  be  regilded.  Sev- 
eral are  badly  in  need  of  repairs  and 
will  require  the  attention  of  an  expert 
artisan. 

The  senate  is  to  have  a  new  boiler. 
The  present  7,^-horse  power  boiler  was 
found  to  be  iiiade<iuate  and  a  larger 
one  of  125-horse  power  is  being  in- 
stalled in  its  place.  The  marble  room 
of  the  .senate,  which  is  said  to  be  the 
most  substantial  room  in  the  building, 
will  receive  no  repairs  beyond  a 
general  scrubbing  of  its  floor  and  iour 
walls. 

Over  on  the  house  side  some  radical 
changes  are  under  way.  One  of  the 
most  pleasing  to  the  public  is  the  en- 
largement of  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  galleries.  The  same  change  is  to 
be  made  on  the  senate  side,  but  the 
number  of  additional  seats  will  be 
larger  over  in  the  house,  where  the  big- 
gest crowds  of  visitors  are  always 
found.  About  two  years  ago,  when  the 
new  system  of  ventilating  was  installed, 
opera  chairs  were  placed  in  all  the 
galleries.  Since  then  members  have 
been  harrassed   with   complaints   from

The  water  and  light  department  has 
planned  a  number  of  improvements  and 
extensions  for  this  summer,  some  of 
which  are  nearly  completed,  others  are 
under  construction,  and  others  are  yet 
to  be  taken  up. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes 
consists  ill  giving  the  Fifth  avenue 
wholesale  district  and  the  Garfield  ave- 
nue sawmill  and  elevator  section  larger 

water   mains   exclusively   for  fire   pro- 
tection. 

Another  change  of  importance  is 
that  by  which  a  large  portion  of  the 
East  End  residence  district  is  to  be 
supplied  with  water  from  the  Woodland 
system.  At  present  the  pressure  is  such 
that  in  many  East  End  homes  the  oc- 
cupants are  barely  able  to  get  water 
into  their  basements. 

Still    another    change    that    will    be 
generally    interesting    is    an    improve- 
ment to  the  gas  system,  costing  about 
110,000.      This    consists    in    attaching   a 
system    of     weights    to    the     holder    by  j 
which    the    pressure    can    be   increased  j 
and   a    large    volume   of   gas    supplied.  I 
Thi.s    involves    the    purchase    and    in-  j 
stallation  of  about  thirty  gas  governors 
at    the    intersections    of    branch    line.^.  I 
With  the  holder  as  it  is  now,  at  cer-  { 
tain    times   of    the    day    last    winter    it  i 
was  impossible  to  give  sufficient  pres-  ; 
sure  to  provide  an  acceptable  gas  ser-  t 
vice,   on  account  of  the  increasing  d*^-  I 
mand   for  gas  and   the   large  supply   it 
is     now    necessary     to     furnish.       The 
changes  will  obviate  this  difficulty  en- 
tirely and  provide  an  ample  supply  and 
pressure  of  gas. 

To  show  how  the  demand  for  gas  nas 
increased.  Superintendent  Case  said  this 
morning  that  thuugh  the  price  of  gas 
was  reduced  Jan.  1  from  $1.15  to  $1, 
the  receipts  from  gas  patrons  from 
January  to  July  of  this  year  were  $10.- 

000  more  than  for  the  same  period  last 
year. 

For  the  East  End  .service  1000  feet  of 
10-inch  water  pipe  are  being  laid  from  , 
Twenty-first  avenue  east  in  the  Wood- 
land district  south.  There  will  also 
be  an  extension  on  East  Second  street 
from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-third 
avenues,  and  down  on  Twenty-third 
avenue  to  First  street.  When  this  work 
is  completed,  which  will  be  shortly, 
the  service  from  the  lower  mains  will 
be  cut  olf  and  the  supply  obtained  from 
the  Woodland  di.^trict. 

To  improve  fire  protection  facilities 
on  South  Frfth  avenue  west  10-inch 
pipe  will  be  laid  from  Michigan  street 
to  Ccnimerce  street,  connecting  with 
the  old  6-inch  pipe^,  which  will  be 
allowed  to  remain.  This  covers  a  dis- 
tance of  about   900  feet. 

Along  Garlield  avenue,  with  a  similar 
end  in  view.  317G  feet  of  12-inch  water 
pipe  will  be  laid,  replacing  the  old  6- 
inch   and   8-inch   mains. 

Other  improvements  are  as  follows: 

At  Twenty-first  avenue  east  an^ 
London  road,  1191  leet  of  6-inch  water 
pipes  and  10-inch  gas  mains. 

On  .Superior  street  from  Ninth  ave- 
nue east  to  London  road,  1300  feet  of 
10-inch  gas  pipes.  This  and  the  pre- 
ceding extension  are  along  the  line  of 
carrying  out  the  plan  of  running  the 
main  supply  pipes  for  Lakeside  along 
London  rad.

than  six  gallons  of  gasoline  or  ben- 
zine in  a  can  unless  the  can  is  painted 
a  bright  red  and  labeled  with  the  name 
of   its   contents. 

It  is  also  made  a  misdemeanor  to 
sell  kerosene  or  other  illuminating  oils 
in  quantities  of  more  than  a  pint  and 
less  than  six  gallons  in  a  bright  red 
can.

GRAIN  GOSSIP. 

Logan  &  Bryan,  Ch'cago— The  wheat 
market  is  again  heavy  and  lower.  There 
has  been  further  general  liquidation  on 
both  here  and  in  other  markets.  The 
deliveries  on  July  contracts  were  fair 
and  more  seem  likely.  This  made  con- 
siderable pressure  en  the  July  and  a 
weak  feeling  in  the  deferred  futures. 
Cables  are  not  following  the  decline 
but  on  the  other  hand  they  did  not  fol- 
low in  the  recent  advance.  No  activity 
has  yet  developed  in  the  cash  position. 
There  is  no  material  change  in  crop 
advices.  The  movement  of  new  winter 
wheat  so  far  is  nominal.  The  market 
has  had  a  five  cent  break  from  the  top 
and  should  in  any  event  have  some  re- 
action. Any  further  weakness  should 
develop  a  cash  demand.  We  see  no  rea- 
son to  cVhange  our  views  that  wheat  Is 
worth  tJie  money.  Over  speculative 
buying  is  partly  responsible  for  the 
break.  At  the  moment  we  are  not  be- 
lievers  In   low    priced   wheat. 

Com— Market  has  been  irregular  and 
closed  rather  weak.  There  has  been  a 
good  deal  of  effort  to  advance  prices 
by  prominent  local  operators  last  day  or 
two  but  the  weakness  in  wheat  has  been 
to  their  disadvantage  and  the  weather 
thrtaiphout  the  wfst  is  most  favorable 
fjr  the  crop.  This  is  developing  also 
more  or  less  bearish  feeling.  Receipts 
are  fair  and  the  demand  moderate.  We 
stni  feel  that  the  price  of  corn  is  high 
and  we  do  not  like  to  advi.se  its  pur- 
ciiui-e.

"The  Work  of  improving  the  harbor 
entrance  at  Port  Wing  (Flag  river),  Wis- 
consin, south  shore  of  Litke  Superior, 
will  consist  of  the  building  at  the  east 
side,  of  a  pier  about  8(iO  feet  long  and 
deepening  tJie  entrance  by  dredging.  A 
white  light  will  be  shown  at  the  outer 
end  of  the  pier  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
during  the  progiess  of  the  work. 

"Vessels  drawing  lo  feet  may  get  in 
and  out  of  the  harbor  without  difficulty, 
quotations  j  the  dredging  for  the  sea.«on  having  been 
completed.  Vessels  drawinr  16  feet  may 
pass  through  the  entrance  and  fifteen 
feet  may  be  depended  upon  in  most  of 
the  channel  and  at  a  greater  part  of 
the    dock. 

"The  ci.ai  n<l  js  dredged  to  a  width  of 
75  feet.  The  entrance  lies  just  to  the  east 
of  the  vessel  range  established  some  vears 
ago  by  private  parties;  the  west  bank 
of  the  present  channel  is  on  the  line  of 
the  vessel  range.  Vessels  entering  the 
channel  are  retiuired  to  keep  tlie  range 
open   a    little   to    the    east. 

"The  work  of  building  the  east  pier 
w.as  to  be  begun  June  15.  1903.  The  old 
dock,  a  landmark  for  m.asters  of  vessels, 
has  lieen  removed  to  make  room  for  the 
new  structure.  The  building  of  the  east 
pier  will  lessen  the  shoaling  in  the  chan- 
nel and  when  the  west  pier  is  built 
this  shoaling  will  disappear  altogether.

;  The  manner  of  arranging  the  stars  in 
I  the  union  of  the  American  flag  ha^s  never 
i  been  prescribed  by  an  act  I'f  congress, 
:  and  in  consequence  there  has  been  a 
striking  lack  of  uniformity  in  this  mat- 
ter, savs  the  Philadelphia  Record.  De- 
signs of  the  lag  in  the  keeping  of  the 
!  government.  however,  show  that  the 
early  custom  was  to  insert  the  .-^tars  in 
parallel  rows  across  the  blue  field.  This 
custom  has.  it  is  believed,  been  observed 
in  the  navy  .since  ISIS,  at  which  date  an 
order  from  the  president  directed  such 
an  arrangement  to  be  made  of  the  stars. 
In  the  armv.  too.  the  stars  have  always 
been  arranged  in  horizontal  rows  across 
the  blue  field,  but  not  always  in  vertical 
rows;  the  peneral  effect,  however,  be- 
ing about  the  .same  as  the  naval  flag. 
Hereafter  there  will  be  no  difference  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  stars  between 
the  armv  and  navy,  as  an  agreement  has 
been  arrived  at  l>etween  the  war  and 
navy    departments.

If  the  county  commi.ssioiurs  again  rec- 
ommend tliat  the  application  of  the  rall- 
v.-.ay  company  for  the  reduction  and 
abatement  be  granted,  and  tl- j  applica- 
tion is  made  out  in  the  legal  form,  the 
c<  unty  auditor  has  no  alternative  but 
to  also  recomend  It  to  the  state  auditor, 
either  favorably  or  unfavorably.  His 
recommendation  will  not  necessarily  bo 
the  same  a.s  that  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners. Tlie  county  board  may  recom- 
mend the  reduction  of  taxes,  but  the 
county  auditor  may  recommend  that  the 
reduciii>n    be    not    allowed. 

The  petition  thus  recommended  will 
go  to  the  state  auditor,  who  will  act  aa 
he  deems  best  in  the  matter.  The  im- 
pression that  the  application  for  the  re- 
duction of  taxes  gets  no  further  than 
the  county  auditor,  if  that  officer  is  in- 
clined to  turn  it  down,  is  wrong,  for  all 
aplications.  if  in  the  legaf  form,  must 
reach  the  state  auditor  whose  decision 
in    the   matter    is   final. 

Some  opposition  to  the  application  of 
the  r.iilway  companv  was  expected  to 
develop  at  the  meeting  this  afternoon, 
but  if  there  were  any  commercial  or  pH- 
vate  interests  that  intended  to  put  In  n. 
ple.a  against  abatement  of  the  railway 
company's  taxes,  tliev  have  been  very 
quiet  about  it.  The  city  will  protest 
against   any   reduction.

LONG  BICYCLE  TRIP. 


German    Wheeling*    Around 
World  to  Win  Wager. 

San  Francisco,  July  L'.— The  German 
steamer  Herodt,  released  from  quaran- 
tine at  the  end  of  a  long  passage  from 
Hamburg  and  Southern  ports,  carried 
from  Callao  to  Ocos  young  bicyclist 
Willy  Schwiegorshausen,  who  has  been 
riding  around  the  world.  He  enter- 
tained the  officers  and  passengers  with 
thrilling  accounts  of  his  travels,  which 
took  him  from  Berlin  through  Europe, 
part  of  Egypt,  Asia,  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  and  by  steamer  across  the 
South  Pacific  to  Callao.  He  will  ride 
his  wheel  through  Central  America, 
Mexico  and  the  United  States  to  New- 
York,  and  upon  crossing  th*^  Atlantic 
will  have  ended  what  has  been  In  some 
respects  the  most  exciting  bicycle  jour- 
ney ever  undertaken. 

In  Arabia  he  was  pursued  by  a 
number  of  fierce  men,  and  to  save  him- 
self he  was  compelled  to  kill  a  man. 
He  escaped  without  being  overtaken. 
He  was  in  great  peril  in  remote  parts 
of  Australia,  where  his  wheel  repeatedly 
gave  out,  and  in  two  or  three  places  in 
China  he  was  laid  out  for  months  by 
sickness.  In  all  his  journeys  he  has 
kept  away  from  railroads  and  has  made 
his  way  by  giving  entertainments. 
Upon  leaving  Berlin  he  was  bound  by 
agreement  to  circle  the  world  in  six 
years,  making  his  own  way.  and  upon 
returning  to  Germany  he  is  to  receive 
2.'j,000  marks,  or  about  $6000.  He  con- 
siders the  money  as  good  as  won.

Returned  American  Tells 

of  Observations  Made 

In  Islands. 

>hiladelpl»ia,  July  2.— The  customs 
art"  habits,  the  life  and  manners  of  the 
Fill)ina  were  described  by  Verne  E. 
Milly,  who  re-cently  returned  to  his 
home  in  this  city  from  two  years  spent 
amont  them  as  a  teacher,  before  the 
congr^alion  of  Calvary  Presbyterian 
church  last  night.  Mr.  Miller  wa3 
sent  ou  in  1901  by  the  United  States 
governnent  in  company  with  1000  col- 
lege gratuates.  with  instructions  "to 
teach  tht  Filipinos  how  to  read  an-l 
>\-rite  anu  speak  English,"  and  was 
assigned  t»  the  town  of  Santa  Cru"., 
on  the  northeastern  coast  of  the  Island 
of  Luzon.  The  speaker  was  intro- 
duced by  tie  Rev.  Dr.  I.  li.  Hop- 
wood,  who  giive  a  brief  resume  of  the 
manner  in  whV:h  the  islands  came  into 
the  possessioi.  of  the  United  States, 
and  declare*',  (he  urgent  need  among 
the  natives  wat  education  not  only  of 
the  intellect,  but  of  morahs.  Mr.  Miller 
prefaced  his  adiress  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  islanuB  as  a  whole,  speak- 
ing of  their  geographical  location  and 
the  general  topography. 

"There  are  in  al.  about  1400  Islands 
in  the  group,"  he  sUd,  "some  of  them 
mere  rocks  in  the  ovean  and  some  of 
them  as  large  as  the  state  of  Connec- 
ticut, which  is  about  the  size  of  Luzon. 
In  some  places  the  mountains  rise  up 
straight  from  the  edge  of  the  water, 
thousands  of  feet,  and  then  again  there 
is  a  level  stretch  of  coast,  with  a 
sand  beach. 

"Up  among  the  mountains  are  the 
wild  men— the  people  are  :ust  as  un- 
civilized, just  as  savage  as  the  in- 
habitants of  Fidjl  or  any  other  of 
those  South  Sea  islands.  They  know 
nothing  of  civilization.  Their  dress 
is  the  wildest,  in  fact,  some  year  no 
clothes;  they  worship  the  sun,  the 
stars,  the  crow,  and  the  dove,  and 
they  fight.  Their  one  idea  is  simply 
to   kill   all   the  neighboring  tribe?. 

"The  towns  lie  along  the  coast  and 
one  is  so  like  the  other  that  one 
description  will  answer  for  them  all. 
Without  exception,  as  in  Spanish  cities 
all  over  the  world,  there  is  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  town  a  plaza  and  about  the 
plaza  are  grouped  the  church,  the 
tow  building  and  the  school.  Above 
leverything  else,  and  predominating 
over  all  the  other  buildings,  is  th.i 
church,  which  is  the  one  thing  which 
absorbs  the  entire  resources  of  the 
people.      Into  its  coffers  goes  all  their

United  States,  like  her  sister  ships, 
Hellig  Olav,  wliich  is  now  on  her 
maiden  voyage  to  New  York,  and 
Oscar  II,  which  wiss  put  into  service 
jn  1902,  is  a  well-equipped,  modern 
.steamship.  She  ai.'commodates  131 
first  cabin,  seventy-six  second  cabin 
and  1302  steerai^re  passengers,  or  a 
total  of  1509.  Her  gross  tonnage  is  10,- 
085;  net  tonnage,  6019;  horsepower, 
SS50,  and  speed,  tlfteen  knot.  She  is 
500  feet  long,  58  feet  wide  and  41  feet 
deep.

For  Him. 


Local  sportsmen  and  the  friends  of 
Oscar  I.  Olson,  manager  of  Emile  Pet- 
erson's drug  store,  at  the  corner  of 
Twenty-third  avenue  west  and  Superior 
street,  are  greatly  interested  over  the 
record  which  he  made  at  the  Franco- 
American  International  Revolver 
Bhoot  at  Woburn.  Mas?..  Tuesday.  He 
made  the  highest  Individual  score. 

Mr.  Olson  has  had  a  local  reputation 
for  .some  time,  not  only  with  the  re- 
volver, but  with  ride  and  shotgrun,  and 
has  any  number  of  medals  which  he 
won  {'s  sharpshooter  when  in  the  Na- 
tional CJuurds  of  this  state.  He  is  said 
to  have  one  of  the  finest  collections  of 
revolvers  in  the  Northwest,  one  of 
the  finest  weapons  being  a  Smith  «& 
Wesson  revolver  which  was  exhibited 
at  the  World's  fair  in  Chicago,  and 
which  coat  $4.').  The  revolver  has  the 
Bonii*»ur  picture  of  the  horse  fair  en- 
graved on  its  handle. 

Two  years  ago  Mr.  Olson  went  East 
to  attend  a  national  revolver  shot 
match,  and  was  successful  in  landing 
the  se.-ond  prize,  being  only  three 
points  behind  the  winner  of  the  first 
prize.  It  was  his  lirat  appearance 
among  the  crack  professional  revolver 
snots,  and  his  shooting  created  quite  a 
sensation.  One  of  the  prominent 
sporting  jjournal.'s,  in  an  editorial  at 
that  time,  remarked  that  Mr.  Olson 
had  come  from  the  cool  climate  of 
Minnesota,  and  after  riding  continually 
on  the  cars,  without  rest,  entered  a 
contest,  shooting  under  an  artifiical 
light,  where  the  other  contestants  were 
used  to  tho  conditions  and  had  been 
practicing, steadily  for  weeks.  It  pre- 
dicted at  that  time  that  Mr.  Olson  was 
the  best  revolver  shot  in  the  country, 
and  would  continue  as  such  for  the 
next  fifteen  years. 

Last  year  Mr.  Olson  was  unable  to 
attend  the  national  meeting  of  revolver 
shots,  aiid  many  of  the  sporting  jour- 
nals made  inquiries  as  to  what  had  be- 
come of  Minnesota's  champion. 

■This  year  he  entered  the  contest 
again  under  circumstances  not  very 
favorable,  having  to  purchase  a  new 
revolver  after  leaving  Duluth,  that 
would    conform    to    the    regulations    of 


'  the  contest.  His  friends  .claim  that  he 
i  has  not  fired  500  shots  in  practice  this 
spring,  and  all  preparation  he  has 
taken  preliminary  to  the  contest  was 
to  diet  and  to  take  long  walks  to  the 
hilltop  buck  of  the  West  End  every 
morning  before  commencing  his  duties 
at  the  drug  store. 

Mr.  Olson,  who  is  a  young  man  and 
has  a  family,  is  said  to  be  ambitious 
to  enter  the  field  of  the  professional  re- 
volver shots.  His  friends  here  believe 
that  his  splendid  showing  at  the  inter- 
national shoot  will  open  the  way  to 
him  for  a  ^ood  offer  from  some  of  the 
prominent  gun  manufacturers  o£  the 
country.

Superior  Consolidation  Is  Now 
In  Effect. 

Beginning  this  morning,  the  post- 
offlce  address  of  the  city  across  the  bay 
will  be  known  as  Superior  instead  of 
West  Superior.  The  consolidation  of 
the  various  postoffices  of  that  city 
went  into  effect  lest  evening,  and  today 
there  is  but  one  postoffice,  with  the 
others  as  outlying  sub-stations.  Kirby 
Thomas  becomes  postmaster  of  Super- 
ior, and  the  other  postmasters  are  re- 
tained in  charge  of  the  sub-stations. 
The  change  carries  with  it  free  mail  de- 
livery to  all  parts  of  Superior,  but  this 
innovation  will  hardly  be  in  operation 
for  a  few  days  until  all  the  carriers  are 
appointed  and  have  had  time  to  fa- 
miliarize themselves  with  their  dutiss. 

The  change  is  a  very  desirable  one 
and  will  do  away  with  much  of  the 
confusion  that  has  arisen  in  the  past 
over  the  fact  that  there  were  so  many 
postoftices  in  the  city  of  Superior,  and 
letters  intended  for  what  was  formerly 
West  Superior  often  went  to  Old  Super- 
ior, or  vice  versa. 

It  is  likely  that  the  names  of  the  sub- 
postal  stations  will  be  changed  to  con- 
form with  the  consolidation  of  the 
offices.

New  Tork,  July  2. — Sergt.  Cram,  for- 
mer president  of  the  dock  board,  ex- 
plains that  his  letter,  addressed  to 
•'Dear  Colonel,"  and  saying:  "I  will 
make  Charlie  call  on  you  in  a  day  or 
two  to  agree  upon  the  price,"  was 
written  to  the  late  Col.  Michael  C. 
Murphy.  "Charlie"  wsa  Charles  F. 
Murphy,  then  treasurer  of  the  Cock 
board  and  now  leader  of  Tammany 
Hall.  The  city  was  trying  to  buy  half 
of  a  pier  m  which  Murphy  was  inter- 
ested in  behalt  of  a  constituent.  A  price 
was  arranged,  approved  by  the  dock 
board,  but  defeated  by  the  sinking 
fund  commission.  Later  Comptroller 
C  oler  recommended  bujing  half  the 
pier  for  $25,000.  This  was  done.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Cram,  there  is  nothing 
mysterious  about  the  transaction  or 
the  letter.

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Walker  apparently  ^thinks  that  cop- 
per has  had  about  enough  of  a  decline 
for  he  thinks  consumers  will  buy  heav- 
ily at  prices  a  little  lower.  In  his 
weekly  letter  he  says: 

Copper  has  had  a  further  fractional 
decline,  and  lake  and  electrolytic  are 
now  quoted  H^A  cents  bid  and  14% 
cents  asked.  There  are  quite  free  offer- 
ings at  the  price  given.  The  sellers, 
however,  have  very  little  spot  copper  to 
sell,  and  are,  as  a  rule,  helping  to  de- 
press prices  by  their  efforts  to  make 
contracts  for  deliveries  two  or  three 
months  in  advance.  There  are  several 
consumers  who  are  known  to  be  watch- 
ing the  market  closely;  but  their  pur- 
chases, recently  made,  have  been  for 
spot  or  nearby  deliveries.  These  con- 
;  sumers  are  talking  the  price  of  the 
metal  down  and  refusing  all  proposi- 
\  tions  to  buy  for  delivery  in  the  early 
fall.  There  is  reason  for  the  belief, 
however,  that  if  prices  go  a  little  lower 
these  consumers  will  buy  on  a  large 
scale. 

The  foreign  demand  for  copper  is 
showing  improvement.  The  net  result 
of  the  past  week  in  the  London  market 
was  an  advance  of  £1  in  spot  and  £1 
7s  6d  in  futures.  European  advices  tell 
of  improving  business  conditions  in 
those  lines  in  which  copper  is  con- 
sumed. 

The  sagging  tendency  of  prices  in  the 
domestic  market  is  traceable  to  the 
recent  financial  disturbance  and  the  de- 
cline in  investment  securities.  In  the 
first  place  this  has  weakened  the  con- 
fidence of  manufacturers;  and  in  the 
second,  has  tended  to  discourage  the 
continued  investment  of  capital  in  new 
undertakings.  Some  street  railway  ex- 
tensions in  New  England  are  known  to 
have  been  held  up  by  an  unwillingness 
on  tne  part  of  the  banks  to  advance 
the  ready  capital  needed;  and  steam 
railroads  have  deferred  important  im- 
provements because  of  the  very  low 
price  at  which  they  would  have  to  sell 
new  issues  of  stock  in  order  to  raise 
money.  Labor  troubles  have  also  con- 
tributed their  part  toward  checking  in- 
dustrial growth:  and  the  result,  on  the 
whole,  has  naturally  been  a  slightly  di- 
minishing consumption  of  copper. 

If  the  copper  mining  and  selling  in- 
dustry Avas  sutflciently  organized  to 
make  possible  a  10  per  cent  reduction 
of  sales  by  all  producers  for  two  or 
three  months  to  come,  it  would  be  an 
easy  matter  to  maintain  prices  at  14 Va 
cents.  All  Indications  are  that  copper 
IS  now  being  consumed  as  rapidly  as  it 
IS  being  produced,  the  weakness  of  the 
market  being  chiefly  due  to  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  some  producers  to  sell 
copper  that  has  not  yet  been  mined. 
This,  if  persisted  in,  may  cause  the 
price  of  the  metal  to  break  fraction- 
ally below  14  cents  per  pound;  but 
I  fhould  a  decline  occur,  it  promises  to 
be  followed  by  a  recovery,  which  will 
carry  the  peice  above  15  cents  ag.iin. 
Producing  interests  have  great  confi- 
dence in  the  future  of  the  metal,  and  a 
j  little  lower  prices  will  cause  some  of 
the  large  sellers  to  withdraw  from  the 
market.

New  York,  July  2.— The  United  States 
Mortgage  and  'TrtKt  company  has 
leased  from  the  Ijlatlian  estate,  12  West 
Twenty-third  street,  running  through 
to  1  West  Twenty-Second  street.  The 
property  consists  of  a  four  and  a  one- 
story  building,  v/ith  a  Twenty-third 
street  frontage  ef  3|.8  and  a  Twenty- 
second  street  froi;ita^  of  20,  and  a 
depth  of  197.6.  Tlie  lease  is  for  twenty- 
one  years,  beginrting;  in  1905.  The  Na- 
than estate  has  been  holding  the  prop- 
erty at  $25,000  a  >  ear  net.  The  property 
is  now  occupied  Ijy  the  Adams  Express 
company,  whose  J'eas^  expires  in  1905.

Mrs.   Neilson  Writes  a 

Patlietic  Letter  to  Life 

Partner. 

New  York,  July  2.— Leaving  a  letter 
to  her  husband  on  her  dressing  table, 
in  which  she  had  written:  "You  love 
Katie.  I  hope  you'll  marry  her  and  be 
happy,"  Mr^  Ida  Neilson,  clasping  her 
3-year-old  baby,  Christiaj>  asphyxiated 
herself  and  the  child  with  illuminating 
gas  recently.  The  young  woman  and 
the  child  were  found  dead  in  bed  in  the 
two-story  frame  house  at  354  Forty- 
eighth  street,  Brooklyn. 

One  of  the  neighbors,  William  Burg- 
man,  who  had  detected  the  odor  of  gas 
coming  from  the  house,  ran  to  the 
Fourth  avenue  police  station  and  in- 
formed the  police.  Policeman  Calla- 
han went  back  with  Burgman  and 
broke  in  the  frontidoor. 

Mrs.  Neilson  had  stuffed  up  the  key- 
hole of  her  bedroom  door  and  hung 
dre.^ses  m  front  of  the  windows.  The 
child  was  pressed  tightly  to  her  breast. 
Amublance  Surgeon  Mobre  of  the  Nor- 
wegian hospital  said  they  had  been 
dead  several  hours. 

From  the  tenor  of  the  letter  the  police 
think  the  young  woman  was  partially 
insane  through  worry  over  the  ill  health 
of  her  baby. 

"I  wanted  to  die  long  ago,"  she  had 
written,  "but  couldn't  without  taking 
little  Christian  with  me.  If  you  had 
known  what  was  to  come,  long  ago,  you 
would  have  got  a  divorce.  Your  fate  is 
a  sad  one.  Ask  mother,  brother  and 
sister  to  forgive  me." 

Christian  Neilson,  the  woman's  hus- 
band, who  is  a  salesman,  when  he  re- 
turned home  and  learned  of  the  tra- 
gedy, was  incoherent  with  grief.  He 
refused  to  tell  the  police  anything 
about  his  domestic  affairs.  The  Neil- 
eons  were  apparently  in  goo'^  circum- 
stances and  had  lived  in  their  house  for 
about  a  year.

A  BLANK  CARTRIDGE  VICTIM. 

The  first  victim  in  Dtihith  this  year  of  the  dangerous 
blank  cartridge  is  announced.  A  little- boy  died  this 
morning  at  a  hospital  from  lockjaw  caused  from  injuries 
received  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  a  blank  cartridge. 

Every  Fourth  of  July  fatalities,  the  result  of  tetanus- 
infected  blank  cartridge  wounds,  are  reported.  These 
deaths  from  one  of  the  most  horrible  forms  of  disease 
are  largely  due  to  careless  treatment  of  the  v.ounds.  By 
many  persons,  blank  cartridge  injuries  are  regarded  as 
o.f  minor  consequence,  and  as  a  result  of  unskillful  or 
superficial  surgical  treatment  tetanus  follows  and  death 
claims  the  victim. 

Parents  should  exercise  great  care  at  this  time  in 
preventing  their  children  frum  discharging  blank  cart- 
ridges and  the  equally  dangerous  toy  pistols,  and  in 
case  of  accidents  therefrom  they  should  not  delay  in 
securing  the  best  surgical  treatment  in  order  to  guard 
against  lockjaw. 


380,267 — an  excess  over  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year 
of  $137,854,230.  The  operating  expenses  increased  dur- 
ing the  year  from  $85,851,477  to  $1,116,248,747. 

The  total  amount  of  dividends  declared  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $185,391,665,  which  is  an  average  of  5.55 
per  cent  on  the  s*ock  that  yielded  anything  to  the  hold- 
ers. Of  the  mortgage  bonds,  3.48  per  cent  paid  no  inter- 
est— nor  did  31.15  per  cent  of  the  income  bonds.  During 
the  year  twenty-seven  railway  companies  went  into  the 
hands  of  receivers,  being  eighteen  more  than  suffered  a 
like  misfortune  during  the  previous  year,  but  owing  tc  the 
winding  up  of  old  receiverships,  there  was  a  smaller 
aggregate  of  railway  property  in  the  custody  of  the  courts 
than  there  was  in  June  1901.  The  total  railway  mileage 
of  the  country  at  the  date  of  the  report — nearly  a  year 
ago — was  202,471,  exclusive  of  side-tracks  and  double 
tarcks;  but  including  these  adjuncts  the  miles  of  track 
were  274,195. 

It  is  significant  that  during  a  year  of  great  pros- 
perity, 44.6  per  cent — nearly  one-half — of  the  capitaliza- 
tion of  railways  pays  no  dividends,  and  that  the  stock 
which  did  yield  a  return  to  the  investor  produced  only  a 
moderate  income  on  the  par  value  of  the  stock.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  for  a  solid,  permanent  investment,  one  must  be 
careful  in  selecting  a  good  dividend-paying  road  or  the 
securities  will  not  prove  very  lucrative.

JAPAN'S  SCHOOL   SYSTEM. 

The  majority  of  the  Japaucac  people  with  whom  the 
average  American  comes  in  contact  impress  one  as  be- 
ing intelligent,  oright  and  well-educated.  When  the 
truth  is  known  this  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  for  the 
school  system  of  the  Japanese  empire  is  one  of  much 
merit  and  the  griduatca  go  into  the  world  well  equipped 
intellectually  for  life's  battle.  According  to  the  report 
of  the  Japanese  minister  of  education,  the  percentage  of 
children  of  school  age  receiving  the  prescribed  course 
of  elementary  instruction  was  90.35  for  boys  and  7L75  for 
girls.  The  total  number  of  elementary  schools  was 
nearly  27,000.  The  number  of  teachers  fell  but  a  little 
short  of  93,000,  and  the  total  number  of  children  in  the 
schools  exceeded  4,683.000.  As  regards  the  next  higher 
grade  of  instruction  there  are  now  seven  secondary 
schools,  in  different  parts  of  Japan,  which  are  intended 
as  preparatory  for  the  universities.

nese  and  Korean.    The  Tokyo  fine  arts  school  provides 
five  courses  of  study,  including  painting,  designing,  sculp- 
ture, and  industrial  fine  arts.     The  Tokyo  academy  of 
music   furnishes   complete   instruction   in  both  Japanese 
and  foreign  music.    There  are  technical  schools  intended 
to  prepare  men  to  take  charge  of  industrial  operations. 
Thus  the  agricultural  school  at  Supporo  is  designed  to 
train  agriculturalists  for  the  island  of  Yezo,  which  is  to 
Japan  what  Alaska  is  to  the  United  States.    The  Tokyo 
technical  school  trains  managers  and  foremen  of  factor- 
ies, and  a  similar  institution,  already  fully  equipped,  has 
been  started  in  Osaka.     Even  the  commercial  aspect  of 
education    is    not    overlooked;    the    higher    commercial 
school  in  Tokyo  h?s  fifty-three  instructors  and  666  pupils. 
There  are  in  Japan  two  universities,  namely,  the  Im- 
perial university  of  Tokyo  and  the  Imperial  university  of 
Kyoto.     The  former  comprises  a  university  hall  and  six 
colleges    of   law.   medicine,   engineering,    literature,    sci- 
ence,  and   agriculture.     The   college   of   engineering   of- 
fers nine  courses,  to-wit:     Civil  engineering,  mechanical 
engineering,    electrical    engineering,    naval    architecture, 
technology  of  arms,  civil  architecture,  applied  chemistry, 
technolr)gy   of   explosives,   and   mining   and   metallurgy. 
The  total  number  of  resident  instructors  is  ^22,  and  there 
are  35  assistant  professors  now  studying     in       foreign 
countries.    The  students  number  2880,  and  include  eleven 
foreigners,  one  of  them  a  native  of  the  United  States. 
The   university    of    Kyoto,   though    founded   much   later 
than  that  of  Tokyo,  includes  besides  the  university  hall, 
colleges  of  law,  of  medicine,  and  of  science  and  engineer- 
ing.    The   college  of  science  and  engineering   provides 
courses  in  mathematics,  physics,  pure  chemistry,  chemi- 
cal technology,  civil,  meclianical,  and  electrical  engineer- 
ing, and  mining  and  metallurgy.  There  are  already  twen- 
ty-five professors  and  186  students. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  opportunities  for  the 
education  of  the  Japanese  are  great  and  it  is  no  wonder 
that  the  subjects  of  the  mikado  are  well  educated,  intel- 
ligent people.

THE  RAILROAD  BUSINESS. 

When  it  is  considered  that  tlicre  arc  men  and  women 
alive  today  who  can  remember  the  time  when  there  were 
no  railroads  m  the  United  States,  the  figures  presented 
by  the  interstate  commerce  commission  of  the  business 
done  by  the  railroads  of  this  country  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1902.  are  simply  marvelous.  This  great  bus- 
iness has  been  developed  within  a  lifetime  and  the  re- 
sults accomplished  reflect  most  favorablj-  upon  the  in- 
genuity and  strong  capabilities  of  the  American  citizen. 

During  the  year  covered  by  the  report,  the  railroad 
corporations  gave  employment  to  1,189,315  persons.  A 
review  of  the  classification  of  the  employes  shows  that 
48,318  were  engineers,  50,651  firemen,  35.070  conductors, 
and  91.383  "other  trainmen."  There  were  50,489  switch- 
tenders,  crossing  tenders  and  watchinen.  There  are  four 
general  divisions  of  employment  and  the  number  of  per- 
sons engaged  in  each  wms  41.071  for  general  administra- 
tion; 399,59-2  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures; 
228,280  for  maintenance  of  equipment,  and  518,390  for 
conducting  transportation.  The  amount  of  wages  paid 
to  the  employes  aggregated  $676,028,592,  which  was  $65,- 
314,891  in  excess  of  those  paid  during  the  year  1901.  The 
wages  paid  amount  to  39.16  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings 
of  the  road,  and  to  60.56  per  cent  of  the  operating  ex- 
penses.

So  long  as  a  union  is  forced  to  fight  or  be  ready  to 
fight,  the  walking  delegate  will  retain  his  autocratic 
powers.  It  is  a  matter  of  experience  that  the  remark- 
able growth  of  certain  unions  and  their  success  in  forcing 
wages  up  to  the  top  notch  are  mainly  due  to  the  absolute 
power  over  strikes  given  their  delegates.  With  a  cessa- 
tion of  the  fighting  policy  the  status  of  the  walking  dele- 
gates becomes  quite  another.  When  a  union  is  firmly  es- 
tablished both  its  members  and  its  employes  are  essen- 
tially for  peace.  Then  conciliation  boards  or,  as  they 
more  often  arc  called,  "boards  of  arbitration."  are  created 
and  work  is  continued  pending  investigation  and  re- 
port by  this  board. 

The  walking  delegate  or  "business  agent."  as  he  is 
sometimes  dubbed,  may  have  powers  really  autocratic, 
but  they  cannot  be  waived  until  the  members  of  a  union 
are  recognized  by  the  employer.  Good  unionism  is  a  good 
thing;  bad  unionism  is  worse  than  useless.  The  time 
will  undoubtedly  come  when  unions  vvill  be  recognized 
everywhere  and  the  walking  delegate  will  cease  to  exist.

The  annual  payment  on  the  fitty-year 
contract  until  the  ore  is  mined  will  be 
$100  per  section,  and  on  all  ore  mined 
the  state  will  get  a  royalty  of  25  cents 
a  ton.  For  five  years  after  a  railroad 
is  completed  within  one  mile  of  the 
property,  the  lessee  must  pay  royalty 
on  at  least  1000  tops  a  year.  As  soon 
as  the  fifty-year  contract  Is  made  the 
lessee  must  pay  the  taxes  on  the  land 
as  If  he  owned  It  in  fee. 

The  income  from  leases  of  lake  beds, 
unlike  incomes  from  other  mineral 
leases,  will  go  to  the  general  revenue 
fund,  instead  of  trust  funds. 

Those  who  have  investigated  the 
matter  sate  that  many  of  the  lakes  in 
the  Mesaba  and  Vermilion  ranges  are 
rich  in  Iron  ore.  The  lake,  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  lease,  must  not  be 
drained,  nor  its  level  lowered.

The  Chisholm  Townsite  company 
owns  the  west  shore,  and  claims  the 
western  portion  of  the  lake-bed.  M.  H. 
Alworth.  of  Duluth.  owns  the  east  shore 
line,  and  lays  claim  to  an  interest  in 
the  lake-bed  on  that  side.

Cleveland,  July  2.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review,  discussing  market  conditions ' 
in  its  current  issue,  says:  There  is  a  ' 
better  feeling  in  the  volume  of  business  ; 
placed.  The  large  rail  contracts  of  last 
week,  the  additional  business  done  by 
Western  roads  in  the  past  week,  and 
the  pending  inquiries  for  rails,  amount- 
ing to  about  250,000  tons  of  standard 
rails  and  standard  sections,  have  in- 
spired confidence  in  the  continuance  of 
demand  from  that  source  on  a  liberal 
scale  for  another  year.  Some  improve- 
ment in  the  prospect  for  crops,  as  con- 
tained in  reports  from  along  important 
granger  roads,  has  aLso  helped  to  make 
sentiment  in  the  iron  trade.  So  far  as 
specifications  for  the  more  important 
forms  of  finished  material  are  con- 
cerned, large  producers  report  that 
there  has  been  little  if  any  difference  In 
the  past  two  months  from  the  rate  of 
the  preceding  months  in  the  present 
year. 

Some  mistaken  inferences  have  been 
made  from  the  reports  of  the  bookings 
of  some  of  the  important  steel  interests 
that  have  appeared  from  time  to  time. 
These  indicated  full  employment  of  the 
capacity  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration, for  example,  until  November 
of  this  year,  and  allowing  for  lines  in 
which  bookings  were  not  so  far  ahead, 
the  inference  was  that  In  other  materi- 
als the  entire  output  for  this  year  was 
taken.  Such  estimates  have  been  mis- 
leadign,  that  in  some  cases,  thougn  not 
iu  rails,  they  represented  estimates  of 
large  consumers,  builders  of  steel  cars, 
for  example — whereas,  it  was  well 
known  that  s^peciflcations  could  not  be 
forced  from  such  buyers  if  their  re- 
quirements were  not  up  to  the  level  of 
the  estimates. 

That  new  business  is  not  being  placed 
in  the  volume  of  last  year  at  this  time 
is  not  as  significant  as  has  been  con- 
sidered in  some  estimates.  Consump- 
tion continues  very  heavy,  but  the  par- 
ticular change  that  has  come  over  the 
trade  is  that  buyers  are  relieved  of  the 
necessity  of  looking  so  far  ahead  in 
arranging  for  their  supplies.  So  far  as 
pig  iron  is  concerned,  the  situation  is 
not  changed,  except  for  some  further 
settling  in  price.  Buyers  and  sellers 
alike  are  hunting  for  the  level  on  which 
business  can  be  done  freely,  but  have 
not  found  it,  and  may  not  for  some 
weeks.

SALYCILIC  ACID. 

The  Next  Preservative  Fed  to 
Wiley's  Boarders. 

Wa.shlngton.  July  2.— Calyclllc  acid  will 
be  the  next  chemical  used  in  experiment- 
ing upon  the  cla,ss  of  young  men  to  de- 
termine the  effects  of  adulterated  food. 
The  first  series  of  experiments  ended  with 
dinner  yesterday  and  the  "students"  will 
be  given  a  rest  during  the  hot  months. 
During  the  interim  they  are  expected  to 
get  In.  the  best  trim  for  future  experi- 
ments." 

The  experiments  began  last  December 
and  have  proceeded  continuously  ever 
since  under  the  personal  direction  of  Dr. 
Wiley,  chief  of  the  chemical  bureau,  who. 
during  the  entire  time  has  spent  twelve 
hours  a  day  at  the  bureau  headquarters, 
where  three  meals  a  day  have  been 
served.  He  has  taken  his  own  meals 
with  the  "boarders."  but  has  not  experi- 
mented on  himself  with  the  chemicals 
used. 

The  preservatives  used  thus  far  are 
borax  and  boracic  acid,  and  while  it  is 
the  intention  to  continue  the  investiga- 
tion after  a  rest  of  three  months,  it  is 
not  now  considered  that  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  further  use  of  either  borax 
or    the    acid. 

Neither  Dr.  Wiley  nor  other  authori- 
ties of  the  agricultural  department  will 
consent  to  give  out  the  results  obtained 
until  there  shall  be  time  to  get  the  facts 
together,  so  as  to  present  them  in  official 
form;  to  do  this  they  say  will  require 
several    weeks. 

"We  have  not."  said  Dr.  Wiley,  "ad- 
ministered the  preservative  with  the  food 
but  have  given  It  separately,  generally  In 
capsules.  I  may.  sav  in  a  general  way 
that  we  found  that  fully  nine-tenths  of 
the  chemicals  pas.sed  out  through  the  kid- 
neys and  most  of  the  remainder  In  the 
perspiration."  .  «*  «

The  insects  chosen 
for  propagation — a  dozen  of  them,  which 
were  imported  alive  from  China  more  than 
a  year  ago- were  so  precious  that  a  single 
specimen  could  not  have  been  bought  for 
$100.  This  will  be  better  understood  when 
It  is  explained  that  this  batch  of  bugs,  with 
their  progcuy.  I)id  fair  to  rid  the  United 
States  of  a  pest  which  at  the  present  time 
Is  causing  a  loss  of  $10,000,000  a  year. 

The  pest  is  the  San  Jose  scale— o.-ginally 
brought  from  China  or  Hawaii  to  California 
—  which  has  spread  over  a  large  part  of  the 
fruit  growing  regions  of  the  T'nited  States 
and  threatens  to  wipe  out  the  horticultural 
Industry.  Once  It  gets  a  foothold  in  an  or- 
chard. It  swe^'ps  through  the  latter  as  de- 
structively as  Are.  leaving  only  dead  tr^es  in 
its  [latiu  Its  rate  of  propagation  is  some- 
thing fabulous,  juder  favorable  conditions, 
and  the  twigs  a'ld  branches  it  attacks  are 
quickly   covered    with  a  sort  of  gray  scurf 


conBlstlng  of  the  waxy  etccretloQS  of  an  in- 
calculable multitude  of  m  croscopic  Insects. 

By  good  luck  Mr.  Marlitt,  one  of  Uncle 
Sam's  most  skilled  entomologists,  happened 
to  be  traveling  in  Northern  China  about 
IS  months  back  and  founil  there  this  very 
plague.  But  the  mischief,  though  obvious 
enough,  was  not  speciall.r  destructive  be- 
cause of  a  peculiar  insect  much  resembling 
a  miniature  hedgehog  when  viewed  under  a 
magnifying  glass,  which  preyed  upon  the 
pest,  gobbling  the  scaly  things  wholesale.  It 
seemed  evident  that  this  was  the  enemy  pro- 
vided by  nature  for  keeping  down  the  scale 
insect,  and  Mr.  Marlatt  piomptiy  proceeded 
to  capture  a  few  hundred  specimens,  which 
lie  brought  to  this  countr;-  in  tin  boxes. 

Nearly  all  of  them  died  on  the  way,  l>nt 
on  reaching  Washington  the  dozen  hardy 
ones  that  survived  wore  pat  into  a  wire  net 
cage  outdoors,  being  placed  upon  the 
brandies  of  a  pear  tree  thjt  was  thoroughly 
infested  with  the  scale  injects.  Without  a 
miuuie's  delay   k.hc  Chinese   bugs  went  to 


work  preying  upon  the  scale  Insects  and, 
what  was  more  Important,  they  proceeded 
to  multiply  their  own  kind  rapidly.  Pretty 
soon  a  second  cage  ci>ctaiuii:g  another  fruit 
tree  had  to  be  built  to  receive  the  overflow 
aud  today  there  are  more  than  a  dozen  simi- 
lar cages. 

Many  thoiisands  of  the  hedgehog  bugs  thus 
nrtiflciaily  bred  are  now  available,  aud  dur- 
ing the  coming  summer  and  In  subsequent 
years  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will 
distribute  them  among  fruit  growers,  who 
will  place  them  on  the  trees  in  their  or- 
chards. The.v  are  expected  to  multiply  at  a 
great  rate  and  to  wipe  out  the  scale  insects 
by  wholesale,  eventually  reducing  the  num- 
bers of  the  latter  to  a  point  where  they  will 
be  pra-.-tically  harmless  and  thus  doing  away 
with  the  greatest  danger  that  has  ever 
threatened  the  orchardlsts  of  the  United 
States.

There  are  many  curious  formation.s  of 
nature  among  the  mouutains  of  the  West, 
but  perhaps  none  is  more  remarkable  than 
what  is  known  as  the  Mountain  Mother, 
which  is  located  in  the  State  of  Washington, 
In  the  Cascades.  Thl.s  is  a  gigantic  peak, 
whose  top  bears  a  wonderful  resemblance 
to  the  face  and  neck  of  a  woman  lying  upon 
her  Lack.  The  hair,  forehead,  nose,  mouth, 
chin  and  ucck  can  be  distinctly  traced.

July  2.— A  mountain  sixty- 
five  miles  southwest  of  here,  in  the  coast 
range,  has  snk.  raising  the  bed  of  Los 
Gatos  creek  from  eight  to  twelve  feet 
and  laying  bare  a  ledge  of  what-  is  sup- 
uosed  to  be  cinnabar.

The  four  tugs  swept  through  the  canals 
piers  at  full  speed  with  tne  Carpenter 
slightly  in  the  lead  and  the  Merrill  bring- 
ing up  the  rear.

Trans-Pacific  Cable  Which  Makes  Direct  Connection 
Between  San  Francisco  and  Manila  Reaches 
Honolulu  and  Will  Be  Connected  at  Once. 


Honolulu,  July  3.— The  cable  ship  An- 
glia  arrived  here  this  morning  bearing 
the  Honolulu  end  of  the  trans-Pacific 
cable,  now  extending  from  Manila,  via 
Guam  and  Midway  islands,  to  this  port. 
The  cable  will  be  landed  at  once,  and 
conr^eted  with  the  section  of  the  line 
from  Honolulu  to  San  Francisco,  al- 
ready in  operation.    Unless  some  unto- 


ward event  should  occur  the  complete 
line  will  be  in  operation  by  tomorrow 
morning,  in  accordance  with  the  an- 
nouncement made  long  since  by  Clar- 
ence McKay,  president  of  the  Pacific 
Commercial  Cable  company. 

No  hitch  m  the  arrangements  is  ex- 
pected, and  the  first  message  over  the 
new  line  will  almost  certainly  be  trans- 
mitted by  President  Roosevelt  to  Gov- 
ernor Taft  promptly  at  noon  tomorrow.

Masked  Men  Nearly  Kill 

Minister  Wbo  Informed

Roanoke,  W.  Va..  July  3.— Lewis  W. 
Keeton,  a  rural  m-ail  carrier  from  Floyd 
county,  on  liis  arrival  here  stated  that 
the  Rev.  R.  Cauley,  a  Baptist  minister 
residing  in  Vinton,  a  .suburb  of  Roanoke, 
but  who  has  a  charge  in  Floyd,  near 
Copper  Hill,  was  attacked  on  the  high- 
way by  six  masked  men,  fearfully  beat- 
en, and  left  for  dead.

The  campanile  Is  designed  by 
Henry  Hornhostel,  who  prepared  the 
plans  to  form  the  inner  corner  group 
of  the  municipal  buildings.  It  stands 
m  Center  street,  opposite  the  present 
hall  of  records,  on  the  site  of  the  Staatg 
Zeltung  building,  and  extending  from 
Chambers  street  to  Duane  street. 

From  the  base  line  to  the  thirty-fifth 
3tory  it  rises  as  a  straight  granite 
shaft  120  feet  square.  From  this  point, 
which  is  relieved  by  four  turrets  at  the 
corners.  It  is  extended  upward  lu  the 
form  of  a  pyramid  to  the  roof. 

The  plarfs  are  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
city  at  an  ultimate  expense  of  approxi- 
mately $50,000,000,  in  order  that  the 
various  city  departments,  courts  and 
officials  may  be  properly  housed,  and 
that  the  bridge  terminal  and  rapid 
transit  terminal  facilities  may  be  of  the 
best. 
The  plans  look  to  the  immediate  ap- 
priation  of  $9,925,825  for  the  great 
city  department  building  and  the  rail- 
road station.  Of  this  amftunt  $4,580,000 
is  the  estimated  cost  of  the  land  to  be 
acquired,  and  $4,445,825  is  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  buildings. 

The  tower,  three  fioors,  and  basement 
of  the  east  section  of  the.se  buildings 
are  to  be  used  exclusively  as  terminal 
stations  for  the  subway,  surface  and 
elevated  railroads  and  the  Brooklyn 
traffic.  Above  the  station  floors  are 
five  office  floors,  with  36.000  square  feet 
in  each,  or  about  180,000  square  feet 
altogether.

Beware  of  safe  blowers  and  fires! 

The  Glorious  Fourth  does  not  mean 
much  of  a  holiday  for  members  of  the 
lire  and  police  departments.  They  have 
to  be  on  extra  duty  and  constantly  on 
the  alert. 

There  is  always  a  great  deal  of  noisy 
celebrating  the  night  before  the  Fourth 
and  frequently  safe  crackers  seize  the 
noisy  opportunity  to  break  into  safes 
and  strong  boxes,  the  noise  of  explod- 
ing caps  and  dynamite  not  attracting 
any  special  notice  when  there  is  so 
much  shooting  going  on. 

It  is  therefore  a  good  idea,  according 
to  the  police,  for  people  to  promptly 
investigate  or  report  to  the  nearest  po- 
lice officer  or  headquarters  any  sound 
of  explosion  that  seems  to  come  from 
the  interior  of  a  building. 

It  is  also  considered  a  good  scheme, 
where  watchmen  are  not  employed,  to 
leave  as  little  money  or  other  valuables  , 
in  a  safe  as  possible.  Last  year  a  gang  ; 
of  apparently  amateur  safe  blowers  did 
several  bad  jobs  while  good  citizens 
were  exploding  cannon  crackers  and 
bombs.  They  did  not  secure  i»uch, 
shattering  a  door  in  the  Barrett  &  Zim- 
merman building,  near  the  postoffice, 
and  carrying  a  small  safe  up  back  of  a 
tent  across  the  street,  where  it  was 
blown  to  pieces,  but  very  little  cash 
secured.  An  effort  was  made  to  blow 
open  the  big  safe  in  the  Duluth  Candy 
company's  ofRce,  on  East  First  street.

Facrificing  personal  preference  for

for  East  Superior  street  as  against  bi- 
tuniinuus  macadam.  Asphalt  was  not 
givtii  the  slightest  consideration. 

The  incUvdual  aldermanlc  preference 
was  almost  entirely  for  the  bitulithic 
material,  but  persons  owning  a  major- 
ity of  the  property  to  be  assessesd 
asked  for  brick,  and,  as  they  had  to 
pay  for  the  improvement,  the  aldermen 
were  not  disposed  to  oppose  their  pref- 
ence.

P.  S.  Anneke.  of  the  firm  of  A.  Fit- 
gor  &  Co..  representing  nearly  10  per 
cent  of  the  property  to  be  assessed, 
said:

Alderman  Sang  characterized  bitum- 
inous macadam  as  more  or  less  of  an 
experiment,  and  did  not  believe  that  the 
council  had  any  right  to  experiment 
with  money  of  the  taxpayers,  especially 
when  the  property  owners  effected 
were  in  such  a  majority  for  brick. 

Alderman  Moore  said  he  would  vote 
for  brick,  because  most  of  the  property 
owners  to  be  assessed  desired  it, 
though  he  consldeerd  that  tar-macadam 
would  prove  a  more  satisfactory  paving 
than  brick  in  the  long  run. 

Attorney  Victor  Steifrns,  represent- 
ing the   macadam   petitioners,   said,   in

Message  to  Re  Sent  By  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

Oyster  Bay,  July  3.— Clarence  H. 
Mackay,  president  of  the  Pacific  Com- 
mercial Cable  company,  visited  the 
president  yesterday  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  a  fitting  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  in  connection  with  the  formal 
opening  of  the  Pacific  cable  to  Manila. 

It  is  now  the  intention  to  have  the 
president  write  a  cable  message  to  him- 
self and  send  it  from  here  around  the 
world  by  way  of  the  new  line. 

The  cable  from  Honolulu  to  Manila,  a 
distance  of  6r.00  miles,  will  be  used  for 
the  first  time  in  the  sending  of  the  pres- 
ident's message. 

From  Oyster  Bay  the  message  will  go 
to  San  Francisco.  Honolulu.  Manila, 
Hong  Kong.  Vladlvostock,  Moscow.  St.

Thirty  operators  will  take  part 
in  the  transmls.slon  of  the  message.

Members  Opposed  to  Cham- 
berlain's Tariff  Policy  Meet.  | 

London.  July  3.— Fifty-four  Unionist  ! 
members  of  parliament  who  oppose  the 
taxation  of  food  for  protection  pur- 
poses, met  in  one  of  the  committee 
rooms  of  the  house  of  commons  to  dis- 
cuss the  question  of  v^hat  action  .should 
be  taken  regarding  Mr.  Chamberlain's 
tariff  proposals. 

Viscount  Goschen,  '.vho  was  specially 
Invited  to  attend,  and  Sir  Michael 
Hicks-Beach,  both  of  whom  were  for- 
merly chancellors  of  the  exchequer, 
made  striking  speeches  in  which  they 
reiterated  their  objections  to  Mr. 
Chamberlain's  proposals,  but  declared 
their  loyalty  to  ihe  Unionist  party, 
which,  they  said,  it  was  their  duty  to 
save  from  defeat  by  preventing  it  from 
being  committed  to  protection.  They 
claimed  to  be  friends,  not  enemies  of 
I  the  government,  which  they  seek  to 
'  save  from  itself. 

i  A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed appointing  a  committee,  of  which 
Sir  Michael  Hicks-Beach  is  chairma^i, 
to  examine  into  the  probable  effect  of 
the  proposed  tariff  changes,  and  to  edu- 
cate the  electorate  so  as  to  prevent 
voters  fr'^m  being  misled.

Yet  all  seem  very 
familiar  to  me,  as  if  1  had  been  absent 
only  a  few  months.  The  language  is  as 
familiar  as  English.  Words  that  have 
not  been  in  mind  for  years  come  up  just 
when  wanted.  How  and  when  have 
there  words  been  kept'.'  Who  can  solve 
this  as  yet  unsolved  question"?  Eternal 
memory,  our  doomsday  book  of  good 
and  ill,  of  heaven  and  hell! 

I  left  New  York  Feb.  25  on  the  steam- 
er Cedric,  700  feet  long  and  of  21,000 
tons,  the  largest  vessel  afloat  and  one 
that  will  affect  my  future  voyages  on 
any  inferior  ship.  Though  the  sea  was 
rough  at  times,  and  vessels  that  we  met 
were  putting  their  noses  into  the  water, 
ours  never  even  bowed  to  the  waves, 
and  no  cne  was  seasick. 

From  New  York  to  Liverpool,  2934 
nilles;  time,  7  days,  9  hours  and  21  min- 
utes. Liverpool  to  London,  by  rail,  201 
miles.  A  delightful  visit  with  wife, 
daughter  and  son-in-law,  with  sight- 
seeing and  business.  Then,  leaving 
Charing  Cross  station  at  9  p.  m.,  via 
Dover  and  Calais,  reaching  Paris  the 
next  morning  at  6.  A  cab  ride  across 
the  city  for  the  train  at  7.  Down  the 
valley  of  the  Dijon,  the  garden  of  the 
world,  past  Dijon,  Macon,  Lyons,  ar- 
riving at  Marseilles  at  midnight,  826 
miles  from  London.  The  next  daj'  at 
12,  March  20,  took  the  P.  &  O.  steamer, 
past  the  isle  famed  in  Monte  Cristo, 
through  the  straits  of  Bonegecio,  past 
the  volcanic  island  of  Stromboli,  by 
Mesina  and  the  snow  clad  peaks  of 
Crete  to  Port  Said,  1508  miles  from 
Marseilles. 

Coaled  and  took  on  mails  from  Brin- 
disl,  seventy-five     miles     through     tht 
canal.    A  fine  shower  was  very  refresh- 
ing,  the  first  I  ever  saw  in  the  canal. 
Tied  a  number  of  times  to  let  steamers  I 
pass,  as  they  had  the  right-of-way.  be-  I 
ing   first   in   the   stations,   each    station  I 
being  about  eighty  miles.     A  desert  of 
sand    on    either    side    that    some    d:xy, 
when  wanted,  will  be  a  garden  luxuri- 
I  ant.    Every  eight  miles  the  French  em- 
I  ployes  of  the      canal      have      beautiful

j      Only  water,  and  at  first  fertilizer.  13 
I  needed    to   make    this    lower    Egypt    a 
I  bud  of  beauty  and   of  wealth.     Passed 
I  Suey  and  down   the  Red  sea.     A  stiff 
wind  from  the  north  made  the  passage 
i  very  comfortable.     Through  the  straits 
of   Babul   Mendeb,    the   Gate   of   Tears, 
where  often  vessels  are  wrecked  when 
a   storm    from    the   south   occurs.     Tiie 
Island    of   Perisn    is    in    the    straits.      I 
have  passed  this  island  when  there  was 
neither  tree    or  plant,     bird    or    insect 
there,   nothing   but   a   barren    sunburnt 
rock.     An  English  garrison  of  100  men, 
with  a  small  fort  and  guns,  was  placed  i  cents 
upon  it  to  hold  possession,  then  a  Euro- 
pean  com.pany   located   a   coal   yard   to 
supply      passing      steamers,  and      now 
there  is  quite  a  little  town. 

A  story  is  told  that  once  a  steamer 
was  stopped  by  a  man  in  a  boat  from 
the  shore.  When  he  reached  the 
steamer  he  said  that  as  it  was  Christ- 
mas day,  and  he  had  nothing  to  bless 
himself  with,  he  hoped  they  would  give 
him  something  for  a  Christmas  dinner, 
which  was  done,  not  without  some 
strong  words  from  the  captain.  An- 
other story  is  that  once  the  man  in 
charge  left  his  subordinate  to  look  after 
affairs  while  he  went  home,  i.  e.,  to 
England.  The  monthly  reports  were 
sent  to  him,  and  he  signed  and  for- 
warded them  to  the  home  office  in  Lon- 
don. He  returned  after  some  months, 
and  it  v.as  not  known  until  years  after 
that  he  had  been  absent  a  day. 

On  to  Aden,  90  miles  from  Pekin 
and  1395  from  Port  Said.  Coaled  and 
left  mails  for  Africa  and  Arabia.  An- 
chored four  miles  from  the  quay,  and 
as  it  was  a  dark  night  with  a  stiff 
breeze,  no  passenger  ventured  ashore, 
lest  he  could  not  be  returned  in  time. 
On  to  Bombay,  1664  miles  from  Aden, 
across  the  Arabian  sea.  Reached  Bom- 
bay April  4  at  8  i.  m..  making  fourteen 
days  from  Marseilles,  fifteen  from  Lon- 
don or  twenty-two  from  New  York  — 
quite  a  contrast  to  my  first  voyage. 

Bombay  is  a  city  of  about  1,000,000 
people,  with  fine  buildings,  well-paved 
streets  and  lighted  with  electricity,  the 
most  European  city  in  Asia.  The  lead- 
ing class  of  its  citizens  are  the  Parsees, 
fine  specimens  of  physical  manhood, 
most  capable  in  business,  cultured,  and 
very  benevolent.  It  is  said  that  among 
them  there  are  no  beggars,  no  drunk- 
ards and  no  prostitutes.

BRIEF  TI5LEGRAMS. 


The  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
St.  Louis  county  has  recommended  that 
the  state  auditor  act  favorably  on  the 
application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  com- 
pany for  a  reduction  of  Its  assessment 
and  an  abatement  of  its  taxes  on  unused 
railroad  property  in  this  city. 

County  Auditor  Halden  has  dlsipproved 
of  the  application.  Last  evening  Jie  f(  r- 
warded  the  application  to  Sxate  Auditor 
Iversou  at  St.  Paul,  together  with  the 
county  board  s  reommenJation  ai;d  his 
own   disapproval. 

Just  what  action  the  st;it-3  auditor  w*ll 
take  In  the  matter  is  Jou'j.ful  and  will 
be  watched  with  interest.  The  general 
sentiment,  however,  seems  co  be  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  county  board 
and  the  county  auditor  cannot  agree  on 
a  recommendation  for  tax  reduction. 
Auditor  Iverson  will  refuse  the  applica- 
tion. He  has  already  expressed  himself 
decidedly  against  tax  reduction  or  abate- 
ment in  tlie  city  as  indicated  by  his  ac- 
tion relative  to  the  applications  fixim 
West  Duluth  property  owners  where  the 
assessments  and  taxes  are  confessedly 
higher  than  the  valuations,  and  In  the 
case  of  the  Northern  Pacific  company  the 
city  claims  that  some  of  the  land  taxed 
Is  among  the  most  valuable  of  bay  front 
tracts  in  Duluth. 

The  reduction  recommended  by  the 
county  commissioners  varied  from  20  to 
40  per  cent  on  about  $500,000  worth  of  prop- 
erty and  tne  total  abatement  asked  In 
taxes  was  about  11500. 

The  new  application  for  tax  abatement, 
when  presented  yesterday  was  acted  on 
immediately  instead  of  being  referred  to 
the  tax  committee  and  then  laid  over 
until  the  next  regular  meeting.  This  was 
done  because  the  application  was  identical 
in  its  items  with  the  former  application 
which  the  county  auditor  held  was  faulty 
in  Its  form.  The  board  voted  four  to 
two.  Commissioners  Kauppi  and  Berg 
voting  against  the  recommendation  to  the 
state  auditor.

Urges  Conservatism  and 
Fears  Slump  In  Ex- 
port Trade. 


New  York.  July  3.— Marshall  Field,  be- 
fore sailing  for  Europe  on  the  Oceanic, 
discussed  the  business  outlook,  especially 
In  the  West,  from  a  standpoint  which  is 
not  entirely  hopeful,  according  to  the 
Evening  World,  which  prints  an  extend- 
ed interview  with  him.  "I  should  say," 
said  Mr.  Field,  "that  the  word  precari- 
ous is  the^  one  that  would  best  flt  the 
situation  as  it  stands  at  present.  While 
I  have  no  desire  to  discouiage  the  public, 
I  am  afraid  that  we  have  reached  the 
topmost  point  of  our  great  prosperity, 
and  that  for  a  lime  at  least  there  wnl 
be  need  for  the  reatest  care  among  busi- 
ness  men. 

"The  chief  danger  to  the  great  inter- 
ests of  the  country  lies  in  the  attitude  of 

organized  labor.  Strikes  have  Leeu 
carried  to  such  an  extent  that  no  one 
knows  what  to  figure  on.  Contracts  have 
been  violated,  strikes  have  l>een  ordered 
on  the  most  llimsy  pretexts  and  rules 
have  been  enforced  that  have  caused 
serious  embarrassment  to  capital. 

••The  result  of  this  is  already  seen  in 
the  curtailing  of  expenses  by  the  great 
railroad  corporations.  improvements 
that  were  planned  long  ago  are  being 
abandoned,  and  the  result  must  be  tnat 
many  men— thousands.  I  should  say— will 
be   thrown   out   of  employment. 

••You  of  New  York  have  already  seen 
the  result  of  the  arbitrary  demands  on 
the   part   of   labor. 

Another  menace  is  to  our  export  trade. 
It  follows  that  if  \c.n  force  wages  be- 
yond a  certain  point  and  shorter  hours 
at  the  same  time,  you  run  the  risk  of 
increasing  the  cost  of  production  to  a 
point  where  you  cannot  compete  in  the 
markets  of  the  world. 

•'Another  grave  danger  lies  in  the  cro^ 
situation.  It  is  impossible  as  yet  even 
to  hazard  a  guess  an  to  what  the  pro- 
duction of  the  Western  farms  will  be. 
We  hear  all  sorts  of  reports,  but  I  am 
crnfident  that  none  of  them  can  be  relied 
upon.  There  are  so  many  factors  to  be 
considered.  No  doubt  much  damage  h.-uj 
been  done  by  the  floods,  and  the  crops 
are  backward  because  of  the  cool  weath- 
er. With  an  Ideal  season  from  now  on 
we  might  produce  a  grain  crop  of  huge 
proportions,  and  that,  of  course,  would 
be  of  immense  benefit  to  the  Western 
grain-carrying  roads. 

'I  hope  and  Tjelieve  that  we  will  escape 
misfortune,  and  V>e  able  to  continue  as 
we  have,  hut  I  must  repeat  that  the  time 
ha.s  come  for  the  exercise  of  the  great- 
est conser\'atism.  Labor  leaders  shduW 
rescognize  this  as  well  as  business  men. 
and  call  a  halt  to  indiscriminate  disturb- 
ances. If  they  will  do  this  they  will  be 
acting  not  onlv  for  their  own  best  in- 
terests, but  for  those  of  the  general 
public   as   well. 

"Still  another  peril  is  in  the  lack  of 
confidence  in  some  new  Industrial  com- 
binations. When  a  great  corporation 
like  the  shipbuilding  trust  is  forced  into 
the  courts  it  causes  investors  to  fight 
shv  of  others,  and  the  result  is  bound 
to    be   a   disturbance    of    financial    condi- 


basls.  But  In  the  meantime  some  one 
is  bound  to  suffer,  and  the  nubll'^  faith 
is  sure  to  receive  a  shock  that  will  hav« 
an    inilcfinite   effect."

On  July  4,  1863,  Pcmbertun  surrendered  Vicks- 
burg  to  Grant.  On  the  battlefield  at  Gettysburg  is  a 
tablet  marking  the  spot  at  which  the  high  tide  of  the 
rebellion  was  reached.  Here  it  was  that  the  gallant  First 
Minnesota  regiment  made  its  heroic  stand,  which  will 
ever  be  recalled  as  one  of  the  spectacular  features  of  the 
great  contest  between  the  North  and  the  South.  It  was  ef- 
fective in  turning  the  tide  of  batle,  and  when  Lee  was 
beaten  there,  the  fortunes  of  the  Confederacy  began  to 
decline,  and  it  was  seen  that  the  government  of  Jefferson 
Davis  was  doomed.  Thus,  Gettysburg  will  always  hold 
a  place  in  the  world's  decisive  battles. 

But  of  great  consequence  in  the  civil  war  was  Pem- 
berton's  defeat  and  the  capture  of  Vicksburg.  That 
victory  made  the  Fourth  of  July  of  1863  a  memorable  day 
in  American  history.  Coming  immediately  after  the 
overthrow  of  Lee  at  Gettysburg,  the  Vicksburg  triumph 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  for  the  Confederacy. 
Davis  and  Lee  believed  that  if  a  victory  were  gained  by 
the  rebels  at  any  point  in  Southern  Pennsylvania,  the 
copperheads,  who  were  especially  numerous  in  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  would  flock  to  Lee's  standard,  the 
peace  men  would  bring  pressure  to  terminate  the  war 
on  the  South's  terms,  and  Lee  could  find  an  open  road 
to  Philadelphia,  and  possibly  to  New  York.  The  whole 
current  of  history  might  have  been  changed,  had  Lee 
been  victorious  at  Gettysburg.

instance,  Cuba  has  not  paid  the  enormous  claims  of  the 
insurgent  army,  and  has  taken  no  steps  to  raise  the 
money  for  sewering  the  city  of  Havana.  There  are  two 
liig  propositions  which  sooner  or  later  will  have  to  be 
taken  up  and  disposed  of,  and  which  will  call  for  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  large  sum  of  money.  Some  months  ago 
the  republic  proposed  to  have  a  bond  issue  of  $35,000,000 
to  pay  the  army  and  install  a  new  and  modern  system  of 
sewering  for  the  capital.  The  expected  indorsement  of 
this  proposal  by  the  Washington  authorities  was  not 
forthcoming  and  the  plan  was  temporarily  laid  aside. 

The  tariff  law  which  the  .\mcrican  army  officer,  Gen. 
Tasker  Bliss,  drafted  and  put  into  operation  in  Cuba 
some  years  ago,  is  still  in  effect  with  ver>  little  change. 
It  has  proved  a  savior  for  the  little  republic,  nettinjr 
enough  revenue  to  maintain  the  government  while  prac- 
tically nothing  was  being  received  from  internal  taxa- 
tion. Word  comes  that  Cuba  is  preparing  to  amend  her 
present  tariff  by  adding  to  the  duties  about  ^5  or  40  per 
cent.  This  is  proposed  as  an  offset  for  the  concessions 
which  Cuba  is  to  give  to  products  from  the  United  States 
in  return  for  the  reduction  of  the  duty  on  sugars  roming 
into  this  country  from  that  island. 

The  net  effect  of  this  alteration  in  the  law  will  be  that 
the  rates  now  prevailing  on  shipments  of  goods  from  this 
country  to  Cuba  will  remain,  while  goods  from  other 
countries  will  have  to  pay  the  additional  rates.  It  is 
thought  that  the  great  majority  of  Cuba's  foreign  trade 
will  be  controMed  by  the  United  States.  Cuba  could  not 
afford  to  cut  down  the  duties  on  commodities  from  the 
United  Stales  to  the  extent  provided  for  in  the  proposed 
treaty,  as  the  loss  in  revenues  would  be  too  much.  By 
this  simple  plan  she  will  retain  the  customs  receipts  at 
the  present  standard,  while  American  shippers  will  also 
*njoy  the  current  duties  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time. 
Cuba  seems  iestined  to  become  highly  prosperous. 
From  present  indications  there  seems  no  doubt  about 
it,  and  no  one  will  rejoice  more  heartily  over  her  suc- 
cess than  the  United  States.

sentatives.  The  European  governments  will  send  gov 
eminent  officials  entirely,  but  the  United  Stat'^s  will  in- 
clude one  representative  of  the  business  interests  of  the 
country.  The  officers  of  the  Marconi  company  asked 
permission  to  be  represented  in  the  conference  by  an 
agent,  but  this  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  con- 
ference was  to  be  strictly  a  government  affair.  No 
objection  was  mad<;,  however,  to  sending  agents  to  Ber- 
lin, who  win  be  heard  before  anything  definite  is  done 
by  the  delegates.  No  instructions  have  yet  been  issued 
to  the  American  delegates  by  this  government,  but  it  is 
known  pretty  well  what  policy  they  will  advocate.  Gen. 
Greely  believes  that  it  is  a  matter  of  much  importance 
that  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  the  various  wireless  tel- 
egraphy companies  from  monopolizing  the  desirable 
coast  sites  with  commercial  stations.  He  thinks  that  the 
needs  of  the  go',  ernmcnt  should  be  first  satisfied,  and 
that  the  private  interests  should  come  second. 

This  question  came  up  a  few  months  ago,  when  the 
Marconi  people  established  a  station  on  Cape  Cod.  An 
enormous  plant  was  put  up,  which,  as  Gen.  Greely  says, 
pre-empts  all  the  air  for  a  great  radius,  so  far  as  the  re- 
ceiving and  sending  of  wireless  telegraphy  goes.  If  this 
thing  goes  ahead  the  entire  coast  line  would  sooner  or 
later  be  in  possession  of  private  companies,  leaving  the 
government  no  place  for  the  location  of  a  military  sta- 
tion. It  is  said  that  private  companies  are  following  the 
same  course  in  Germany,  England  and  France,  and  that 
the  governments  there  are  as  much  concerned  as  are  our 
military  authorities.  It  is  proposed  to  impose  certain 
restrictions  on  the  operations  of  wireless  companies  and 
to  regulate  the  use  of  receiving  and  sending  stations  in 

time   of  war. 

While  naturally  the  private  interests  are  seeking  to 
acquire  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  the  various  govern- 
ments are  determined  they  shall  not.  and  hence  the  con- 
ference. It  is  well  that  certain  restrictions  should  be 
placed  on  this  wonderful  invention.

Washington,  July  3.— Two  or  three 
official  defalcations  at  the  capital  re- 
cently have  furnished  food  for  serious 
reflection.  The  amount  of  public  money 
thus  lost  has  not  been  alarming,  even 
if  we  aggregate  all  the  defalcations  of 
the  last  doezn  years.  But  the  fact  has 
apparently  been  demonstrated  that 
there  are  no  absolute  checks,  as  many 
presume,  to  prevent  an  unbonded  $1300 
clerk  from  stealing  if  behave  oppor- 
tunity and  be  so  minded,  and  this  is  a 

matter  of  deep  concern. 

Since  the  Howgate  episode  of  thirty 
years  ago  perhaps  the  most  spectacular 
j  embezzlement    or    series    of    embezzle- 
!  ments    is    that    discovered    recently    of 
the  clerk  Watson,  accomplished  through 
reckless   forgeries.     But   while  Watson 
has  apparently  appropriated  to  his  own 
i  use    nearly   $100,000    of   public    moneys, 
I  his  operations  in  some  of  their  features 
'  are  by  no  means  so  disquieting  as  those 
:  of   the   late   William  S.    Yeatman,   dis- 
1  bursing  clerk  of  the  war  department. 
I     While  it  may  be  that  Yeatman  secured 
j  less  money  than  is  now  credited  up  to 
I  Watson's  operations,  his  methods  were 
I  far  more  dangerous  and  his  opportuni- 
ties greater.     The  most  serious  aspect 
,  of  the  Yeatman  embezzlement  was  thef 
I  fact  that  it  could  be  accomplished  in  a 
;  fiscal  office  handling  millions  of  dollars 
ut  treasury  money  annually,  and  pre- 
'  sumptively  so  safeguarded  by  account- 
ing and  auditing  checks  as  to  practical- 
ly make  misappropriations  impossible. 
Yet   Yeatman   did    the   trick,   and   so 
cleverly  that  his  robberies  were  not  dis- 
covered until  death  laid  low  the  cunning 
of   his  brain   and   hand.     He    was  ap- 
pointed disbursing  clerk  of  the  war  de- 
partment in  1886  by  Mr.  Cleveland's  first 
secretary  of  war.  William  C.  Endlcott. 
having  been  a  clerk  in  various  bureaus  j 
of  the  department  for  a  quarter  of  a  j 

century.  | 

He  was  disbursing  clerk  about  fifteen 
years,  and  it  was  roughly  estimated 
that  in  that  period  he  drew  from  the  ] 
treasury  department  and  paid  out  over 
the  counter  of  the  war  department  dis- 
bursing office  over  $35,000,000.  Besides 
this  great  sum  in  currency  and  gold,  he 
annually  disbursed  large  sums  by 
check,  so  that  the  annual  aggregate 
disbursements  amounted  to  between  $2,- 
500,000  and  $3,000,000.  Yet  he  bore  all 
this  weight  of  responsibility  for  a  sal- 
ary of  $2000  per  year. 

He  was  always  attentive  to  his  duties 
and  most  people  thought  he  was  rather 
punctilious  in  their  discharge.  Nothing 
was  done  loosely  nor  carelessly.  The 
disbursing  clerk  had  no  extravagant 
habits,  so  far  as  known.  He  did  no' 
speculate  or  busy  himself  with  outsid* 
affairs  of  any  kind.  His  long  record  ol 
usefulness  in  the  department  and  his 
excellent  reputation  raised  Yeatman 
above  all  suspicion. 

His  death  was  very  sudden  and  en- 
tirely unexpected.

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Imports  Show  Total  of 

$50,000,000  In  Past 
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In  Marked  Contrast  With 
Conditions  In  Re- 
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The  First  Fatal  Accident 

Occurs  on  the  Big 

Yachts. 

Newport.  R.  I.,  July  3.— For  the  first 
time  in  the  hisnory  of  American  90- 
footers  a  fatal  accident  occurred  yes- 
terday. Carl  B.  Olsen,  a  seaman  on 
the  old  cup  defender  Columbia,  was 
washed  from  tht;  bowsprit  just  before 
the  yacht  reached  the  first  turn  in  the 
race,  and  was  drdwned.  When  the  yacht 
lifted  from  the  b  g  wave  into  which  she 
had  plunged,  Olsen  was  seen  almost 
under  the  stem,  clinging  to  the  bobstay, 
but  before  assistance  could  be  given 
him  the  sloop  dipped  into  another  great 
comber  and  he  was  not  seen  after- 
ward. 

Out  of  respect  to  the  dead  man  the 
Columbia  withdrew  from  the  race. 

At  9  o'clock  last  night  the  committee 
posted  the  followingf  bulletin  at  the 
club  station:  "The  Newport  series  for 
90-footers  will  not  be  finished." 

There  will  be  no  more  racing  until  the 
yacht  start  on  the  New  York  Yacht 
club's  cruise. 

Yesterday's  race  was  also  marred  by 
a  mishap  to  the  Constitution.  Soon 
after  the  start  she  carried  away  the 
jaws  of  her  gait,  and  the  great  steel 
spar,  swinging  forward,  buckled  in  the 
center. 

The  mainsail  was  ripped  clear  across 
several  times  and  rendered  practically 
worthless.    It  was  tlie  best  mainsail  the 
boat  had  spread  this  season  and   was 
the  third  that  had  b-en  tried  this  year. 
The    Reliance    received    the    severest 
buffeting    she    has     had      since    being 
launched.     The  sea  was  a  terrific  one 
for  racing  yachts,  and  when  the  yacht 
reached   her   moorings    it    was   noticed 
that  she  had  a  tig  dent  five  feet  long  in 
the  bronze   plating  close  to  the   water 
line  on  the  port  bov.    The  indentation 
was  similar  to  that  which  the  Consti- 
tution  sustained   two   years  ago.     The 
Reliance    sailed    splendidly    in    yester- 
day's event.    The  wind  blew  more  than 
twenty    miles   an   hour,    and    ail    three 
yachts  found  that  tl.ey  could  not  even 
carry  small  working  topsails  to  wind- 
ward, so  they  v.'ent  off  under  the  three 
lower  sails   only.     It   was   the   stlffest 
breeze  and  harie&l  sea  that  the  boats 
have    been    out    in    since    the    season's 
racing   began,   and   had   there   been   no 
accidents,  the  record  for  a  thirty-mile 
triangular  course  would  have  been  cut 
down  considerably.    As  It  was.  the  Re- 
liance, with  no  craft  to  push  her  and 
I  with  only  a  No    1  jib  topsail  hoisted  in 
addition  to  the  three  lower  sails,  came 
to  the  finish  lire  from  the  second  turn 
in   47   minutes    10  seconds,    the    fastest 
10-mile  leg  ever  sailed.

The   bureau 

of  statistics   figures   show   for  11   months  , 

an  importation  of  $47,000,000  worth  of  iron 

and  steel  manufactures,  against  $23,000,00ii  j 

in   the   corresponding  months  of  1902  "and 

$16,000,000  in  the  same  months  of  1901.    The  j 

total    for   the   month   of  May,     1903,     was 

$3,679,821,  and  unless  the  June  figures  fall 

materially  below  those  of  May,  the  grand 

total  for  the  year  will  be  over  $50,000,000.  ^ 

This  Is  in  marked  contrast  with  condi- ' 
tlons  In  recent  years.  The  total  Importa- 
tion of  iron  and  steel  manufactures  in  18!fe 
was  $1J,500,000;  in  lK9n.  $1J.OOO.OOO:  in  1900. 
$20,000,000;  in  19«j2,  $27.000,CW,  and  in  1903. 
as  already  Indicated,  will  be  about  $o'),000,- 
000. 

The  high  water  mark  of  Iron  and  steel 
imports  is  closely  a.ssociated  with  periods 
of  prosperity  and  business  activity.  An 
examination  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
tables  of  iron  and  steel  imports  shows 
that  the  imports  of  iron  and  steel  made 
their  high  records  in  the  years  1891,  1882 
and  1873.  In  1870  the  importations  were 
only  $32.000.0<X).  From  that  points  they 
gradually  increased  until  1873,  when  they 
were  $59,0O0.O0<3;  then  they  dropped  to  $9,- 
000,000  in  1877,  1878  and  1879;  then  suddenly 
Increased  again  to  $53,000,000  in  1880  and 
$67,000,000  in  18.82;  tlien  again  moved  down- 
ward to  JSS.OXJ.OOO  in  1885;  then  mounted 
again  to  $.">3.000.000  in  1891.  and  from  that 
time  steadily  decreased  until  they  reached 
$12,000,000  in  1898  and  1899.  only  to  once  more 
move  upward,  until  in  1903,  they  will  again 
pa.s3  the  $50,000,000  line.

THE  GHOST 
AGAIN 

Appears  and  Causes  Ches- 
ter Citizens  to  Look 
For  Tragedy. 

Weird  Story  of  the  Re- 
volutionary Days  Is 
Recalled. 


Chester,  Pa.,  July  3— After  an  ab- 
sence of  some  years  the  spectral 
horseman  has  suddenly  reappeared  on 
Fourth  street.  As  all  the  people  who 
f-gured  in  the  drama  that  took  a  hu- 
man life  have  long  since  gone  into  the 
shades  of  the  departed,  it  would  be 
natural  to  assume  that  the  silent  rider 
of  the  v.hite  steed  would  commune 
■with  them  there,  and  not  harrow  up 
the  souls  of  the  living  by  galloping 
along  an  ancient  highway  at  an  un- 
canny hour  of  the  night;  but  "ghosts" 
that  cannot  haunt  the  places  of  th*? 
living  are  no  use  to  society,  so  the 
spectre   has   come   back   to   earth. 

Fourth  street,  east  of  Welsh,  is  an 
autocratic  (juarter,  and  that  section 
scouts  the  story  of  the  ghost,  but  the 
speechless  rider  of  the  silent  horse  is 
never  seen  on  the  patrician  end  of  that 
highway,  always  coming  into  view  at  i 
Welsh  street,  riding  like  a  Jehu  oyer  > 
Market  street  and  disappearing,  liki 
a  flash  at  the  market  house,  the  site 
of  the  old  jail  of  Colonial  days. 

The  section  of  Fourth  street  west  of 
Market  is  not  patrician,  but  on  the 
contrary  full  of  Plebs,  and,  all  believe 
In  the  "ghost,"  for  they  swear  that 
they  have  seen  the  horse  and  rider. 
Tinderbox  Row,  a  blotk  of  houses  in 
a  court  opposite  the  site  of  the  old 
Jail,  has  often  figured  in  local  police 
annals  and  has  a  big  roster  of  ghosts 
of  its  own,  has  likewise  seen  the  resur- 
rected specre  that  was  a  terror  in  other 
years,  and  colored  people  are.  there- 
fore, safelv  housed  before  midnight. 
If  not,  thev  quake  in  their  shoes  in 
the  short  walk  off  Market  street  to  the 
old    court. 

It  may  not  have  any  bearing  on  the 
ghost  story  that  the  distance  from 
Tinderbox  Row  to  a  half  dozen  saloons 
is  limited,  or  that  a  pipe  line  from  the 
brewery  would  siive  valuable  time,  but 
the  ghost  is  seen  to  disappear  in  th3 
street  opposite  that  point,  and  affi- 
davits thereof  will  be  taken.  The  ap-

11am   Wilson,    who   lived   in   the   period  , 
of  the  American  revolution.    Klizabeth  I 
"Wilson,  a  pretty  girl  from  East  Brad-  j 
ford,   Chester  county,  came  to  Chester  i 
to  visit  relatives  at  the  Indian  Queen,  1 
and   there  met   a  gay  boarder,   an   ex-  ' 
colonel    of    the    American    army,    who 
paid    her    marked    attention.       But    he 
■basely  rejected  his  vows  and  deserted 
the    fair    voung    woiiian    and    her   twin 
baby   boys. 

A  fev.'  months  later  the  bodies  of  the 
Infants   were   found  in   the   woods,   and 
Elizabeth  Wilnn  was  tried  for  murder  j 
In  Chester's  old  court   house  and  con-  . 
victed.    Not   a   word   in   explanation    of  I 
the   death   of  her   children   could       the 
prisoner    be    urged    to    utter,    and    the 
court  fixed  Wednesday,  Dec.  7,  1785,  as 
the  day  of  execution. 

Everybody  deserted  the  young 
mother,  save  one  young  man.  That 
■was  William  Wilson,  her  brother.  He 
■was  a  farm  hand  in  Lancaster  county, 
and  late  in  the  fall  of  1783  he  suddenly 
became  im  ressed  with  the  feeling  that 
he  must  go  to  Chester.  He  knew  not 
■why,  but  yielded  to  the  impression, 
and  upon  reaching  thp  county  seat 
along  the  Delaware  river,  heard  for 
the  first  time  the  story  of  his  sister's 
arrest,  trial  and  conviction.  His  en- 
treaties unsealed  her  lips,  and  she  told 
him  that  the  father  of  the  children 
■was  the  murderer. 

A  respite  from  the  court  stayed  the 
execution,  and  Wilson  hastened  to  lay 
the  story  detailed  by  his  sister  before 
the  executive  council  of  Philadelphia. 
He  was  unable  to  secure  an  intt-rview 
until  the  m.orning  of  the  day  set  for 
the  execution,  when  he  secured  a  re- 
rrleve  signed  by  Dr.  Franklin.  Jump- 
ing into  the  saddle  on  Chestnut  street, 
!         Wilson    began    a    memorable    ride    to 


Chester.  Heavy  rains  had  greatly  ; 
f:wollen  the  streams,  and  the  ferry  was  j 
not  being  operated  over  the  Schuylkill, 
but  horse  and  rider  plunged  in,  and 
after  a  heroic  struggle  reached  the 
other  shore.  All  the  creeks  had  to  be 
forded,  and  Wilson's  progress  was 
everywhere  retarded. 

In  the  meantime  the  procession  was 
preparing  to  move  to  the  place  of  exe- 
cution. The  sheriff  delaj'ed  his  grim 
aeputles  until  the  last  minute,  while 
sympathetic  men  and  women  posted 
themselves  along  the  Queen's  road  to 
signal  Wilson's  coming.  Noon  came 
and  the  wagon  that  formed  Lho  scaffold 
was  pulled  beneath  the  unhappy  wo- 
man, but  as  she  fell  a  signal  came  from 
a  far  off  watcher,  and  a  few  minutes 
later  William  Wilson,  on  a  mud-stained 
horse,  rode  up  waving  a  paper  frantic- 
ally  and   calling  "Reprieve!" 

Then  with  a  heartrending  cry  as 
his  eyes  caught  the  sight  of  the  limp 
form  dangling  from  the  rope,  he  fell 
in  a  swoon  from  which  he  was  aroused 
an  hour  later,  gray  haired,  an  old  man 
in  a  day.  Years  afterward  a  long- 
bearded  hermit  died  in  his  cabm  on  a 
mountain  in  Dauphin  county.  He  was 
William   Wilson. 

For  years  the  people  of  Chester 
talked  of  the  double  tragedy,  and  upon 
th**  anniversary  of  the  trial  the  super- 
<.lltious  saw  a  spectral  rider  gallop  at 
midnight  on  Fourth  street  and  disap- 
pear at  the  old  jail.  At  long  intei- 
vals  he  was  seen  on  the  same  fruitless 
journey,  but  the  story  and  the  ndir 
would  have  remained  forgotten  or  un- 
known by  the  great  majority  of  Ches- 
ter people  had  not  the  spectre  re- 
sumed his  ghostly  dash  a'.ong  the  street 
upon  which  once  stood  the  old  jail  irt 
which    Elizabeth    Wilson    was    a    pns- 

i  ""singularly  enough,  after  the  visit  of 
I  the  "ghost"  on  a  white  horse  an  arrest 
i  for  some  deed  of  blood  has  always  fol- 
lowed in  that  neighborhood.  Two  Phi- 
ladelphia murderers  were  found  taking 
refuge  there;  a  dozen  shooting  and 
stabbing  affrays  have  occurred  on  the 
strtet  and  Albert  West  came  from  a 
house  in  that  Quarter  a  few  minutes 
before  he  shot  and  killed  OfTicer  Mark 
W  Allen.  In  view  of  these  coinci- 
dences the  assertion  that  the  spectre 
of  William  Wilson  has  reappeared 
gives  a  strong  flavor  of  police  interest.

Samuel  thought  that  the  old  way  w^xs 
i  God's   way   of  ruling   the   nation.     His 
Uvas   the   religious   point   of   view,    and 
i  indoubtedly  there  was  "ght  on  h        ^e^ 
■  He    may    have    been    unselfish    in    his 
^disnleasure     but    the    matter    is    open 
to  somrquestion  and  well  deserves  the 


thoughtful  attention  of  the  student. 

Samuel     had     been   accustomed  from 
childhood  to  the  voice  of  <3od.     His  su- 
preme resort  in  any  perp.exity  was  to 
the  God  who  had  spoken  to  him  in  the 
temple.     So  he  carried   this  trouble    to 
God  as  soon  as  it  had  been  presented  to 
him;    "Samuel   prayed  unlo  the   Lord." 
It  is   beautiful    to   read  how   the   Lord 
corrected    Samuel's    mistaken    attitude 
and  at  the  some  time  comforted  the  old 
man's   wounded   feelings.     He   was   di- 
rected to  attend  to   the  request  of  the 
people;    but   first   to   warn   them    what 
sort  of  a  person   their  king  would   be. 
He    was   assured    that   the   people   had 
nothing    against    his    rule    over    them; 
they  had  not  rejected  hirri  as  ruler,  for 
the   days   of   his   rule   were   by   nature 
nearing  an  end;   but  they  had  rejected 
the  Lord,   who  had  been  directing  the 
I  life    of   the    people     through   his    voice 
!  spoken  to  the  judges  and  prophets.  The 
'  Lord     recalled     to     Samuel    the    many 
j  ways   in   which   the   peope  had   shown 
[their    unfaithfulness    to    Him    since    he 
I  had  brought  them  out  of  Egypt.     That 
'  the   Bible   teaches   by   example  is   weU 
!  manifest  in  this  passage;  for  here  is  a 
(single   case   where   treatment   of   God's 
!  servant  is  definitely  accounted  as  treat- 
iment  of  God.  The  person  who  is  clothed 
1  with  authority  to  »peak  (Jod's  messace 
imus  the  treated  alp  the  ambassador  of 
I  God,  no  difference  hov»  humble  be  may 
have   previously   been,   just   as   a  man 
1  from  the  humblest  walk  of  life  may  oe 
!  clothed  with  police  or  military  author- 
1  itv,  whereupon  he  re  immediately  cloth- 
■  ed    with   the   dignity   of    the   state   and 
must    be    respected    by   even    the   most 
prominent   men    because  he   represents 
the  majesty  of  the  Btate     an  insult  ao 
him    is    an    offens^   against    the    state, 
punishable  by  law.-Everj'where  in  both 
the  Old  and  New  Testani'Snts  the  rejec- 
tion  of  God's  servant  is  accounted   as 
equal  to  the  rejection  of  God.    Jesus  up- 
braided  the   Pharisees   by  saying,    "ie 
build    the   sepulchres   of   the   prophets, 
and  garnish  the  tomb?  or  the  righteous, 
and   say,  if   we   had   beei  in   the  da>s 
of  our  fathers  we  shorfld  not  have  been 
partakers  with  them  "f  the  blood  ol  the 
prophets.      Wherefore    je    witness    to 
yourselves  that    ye   are    sons    of   them 
that  slew  the  prophets."      The  rejection 
1  by  the  Jews  of  Jesu?  and  his  work  was 
I  accounted    a    fresh    rejection    of    God, 
even  as  the  rejection  of  Amos  and  the 
other  prophets  of  righteousness  in  the 
eighth  century  befor.^  Christ  had  been 
accounted  a  rejectioi.  of  God. 

The  people   sought   from   Samuel   tne 
gratification    o    a    strong    worldly    de- 
sire,  but   about   the   first   thing       they 
gratification    of   a    f-:rong    worldly    de- 
sired was  the  tyrani.y  he  would  impose 
upon    them.       Samu -1    had    the    Lord  s 
word  for  it  in  his  d.-scription  of     how 
the  new  king  would  tyrE.nnize  over  the 
young  men  ot  the  land  by  forcing  them 
Into    his    service    in    su<:h    duties       as 
charioteers,    horsemen,    runners,    mili- 
tary captain.-,  and  labprers  in  field  and 
\  vineyard;   how  the  yourg  women  like*  | 
wise    would    be    imprtsued    as    confec- 
tioners   and    cooks    and    bakers;     how 
their    fields    ands    vineyards    would    he  , 
confiscated   for  royal  uses;   how   taxes 
would    be    levied    for    the    support       ol  i 
loyalty:    In   fact,   the   new   king  would 
make   them  all   his   servants  and   they  ; 
would    see    the    day    when    they    wouht 
cry  out  against   the  oppression  of  the  ■ 
king  they  w^ere  asking  for.       But  they  . 
were  not  to  be  put  off.  The  cry  arosc^ 
•Nay    but  we  will  have  a  king.      And  | 
the  Lord  gave  them  a  king,  according  ■ 
to  their  des're. 

"Desire"  is  a  proper  action  of  the  hu- 
man   emotions   when     carefully       con- 
trolled   and    directed    into   right    chan- 
nels,  but   m.ay  easily  b.^come  a   tyrant 
aand    the    foe    of    all    personal    liberty. 
We   sometimes   let   an   evil   desire   lead 
us  into  a  wrong  deed  Ihat  wheii  done 
does   not  seem   so  bad,    in   fact   direct- 
ly comes  to  appear  rather  good  to  us, 
a"nd  we  approve  it  only  to  augment  Us 
hold  upon  us.   Men  are  often  heard   to 
declare  that  some  eveil  thing  is  neces- 
I  sary,  that  they  cannot  get  along  witn- 
I  out   it.    No   dou'Ot   these   evil   things   do 
!  seem  necessary  to  ihetn;  but  that  fact 
only  Incrtfises  the  wrong.      They  have 
i  become  slaves  to  the  tvll   thing.   They 
i  are  on  longer  able  to  look  at  the  thing 
1  wlLh  a  clear  vision  of  a  good,  pure  con- 
I  science.       Their  standard   of  right  has 
1  been  lowered  to  the  pl{.ne  of  the  appe- 
!  tites  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  corrupted 
i  mind.       It  presages   ill  for  certain   so- 
i  clal  circles  of  our  land  to  note  some  of 
I  the  things  which   those  circles  do  and 
I  approve.      Things  are  right  to  them  if 
I  they   are   useful  and   pleasureable       in 
their  life  of  idle,  yet  laborious,  search 
i  after  novel  and  exciting  pastimes.  God 
j  does    not    m.ake     these    wicked    things 
!  unattainable,   but   warns  against   their 
use  in  order  that  no  one  may  enter  m- 
I  to   such   habits   without    knowledge   of 
;  the  danger  ot  which  they  are  subject- 
ing themselves. 

Some   changes  are  iirepresslble.   The 
statesman    was    acurate    who    referred 
to   our  civil    war   as   the    "irrepressible 
conflict."       The  chang.'  of  Israel  from 
a   theocracy  to  a   kingdom   was  bound  , 
to  come.      It  was  according  to  the  na- 
tural   progress    of    the    world    and    the  ^ 
general  environment  ol  that  day.  There  \ 
was  nothing  intrinsically  wrong  m  de-  j 
siring  a  king,   except   that  it   involved  ; 
the   rejection   of    the   divinely   planned  j 
method  of  governing  Israel,  which  was  i 
then  barely  becoming   i  nation.      "True, 
there   was   often   oppression   by   kings,  i 
but  there  were  many  advantages  in  a 
kingdom,  and  they  outweighed  the  dis- 
advantages.     To  these  advantages  the 
people  appealed  in  sujport  of  their  de- 
sire        If.    ho .V ever,    the    people    had 
gone  on  with  their  duties  to  God,  mak- 
ing the   best   of   the  i  iconveniences  of 
their  fon.i  of  government.  In  His  own 
Rood  time  and  way  God  would      have 
;  given  them  the   improvements  in  gov- 
lernment    as    they    weie    really   needed^ 
I  Some  changes  that  come  are  to  be  de- 
'  plored;  others  are  gret.t  and  unmitigat- 
ed  blessings.       The  kingship  m   Israel 
proved  a  blessing  in  :zeneral.  although 
there   were   many   evi  s  that   grew  out 
of   it        The    title    "king"    came   to   be 
representative    of   certain    great    spir)- 
tual   ideas   of   the   eternal   kingdom    oi 
God.       Christ  is  our  Iting,  eternal,  im- 
mortal, invisible.      Tfe  words  prophet, 
priest  and  king  h£^e  been  used  to  sum 
up    the    functions'    p^formed    by    our 
Savior,    who    shall    subdue    all    things 
unto  himself   that  he   may   return    the 
whole   creation    ir,  viol  ate    to    the    King 

of  kings  and  Lord   o'  lords.

DIAMONDS  ARE  LIKE  MEN. 

Some  Uninterestingfly   Good, 
While  Others  Conlain  Flaws. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  thai  ;i  dia- 
mond is  composed  of  one  of  the  most 
common  elements— carbon— and  that  It 
has  always  been  a  puzzle  to  scientists 
how  nature  made  the  transformation 
from  carbon  into  the  beautiful  gem, 
says  the  Kansas  City  Journal.  But 
rarely  does  one  think  that  with  every 
breath  exhaled  there  passes  into  the 
atmosphere  the  only  thing  (carbonic 
acid  gas)  a  diamond  yields  when  it  is 
consumed  by  extreme  heat. 

The  natural  form  of  the  rough  dia- 
mond is  octahedron,  or  that  of  two 
four-sided  pyramids  united  ut  their 
bases,  but  there  are  many  outward 
variations.  Diamonds  have  a  grain,  or 
cleavage,  along  the  lines  of  which  they 
can  be  split  as  wood  is— it  is  for  this 
reason  that  they  sometimes  break  so 
easily. 

A  diamond  is  the  hardest  substance 
Kogn.  The  knowledge  of  Its  extraordi- 
nary hardness  gave  rise  to  an  error 
years  ago,  which  exists  to  some  extent 
even  now.  It  was  said  that  it  was  .so 
hard  one  could  be  laid  upon  an  anvil 
and  struck  with  a  hammer  without 
danger  to  the  stone.  Many  beautiful 
stones  were  destroyed  by  this  test,  for, 
although  very  hard,  they  are  brittle. 
As  rocks  are  worn  away  by  constant 
washing  of  water,  so  would  friction 
with  other  substances,  if  persisted  in, 
eventually  wear  even  upon  a  diamond. 
Diamonds  vary  in  hardness,  those  of 
South  Africa  being  softer  than  those  of 
India  or  Brazil.  It  has  been  found  in 
cutting  that  the  outside  of  a  diamond 
Is  harder  than  the  inside. 

The  great  brilliancy  of  the  diamond 
IS  due  to  the  fact  that  a  ray  of  light 
striking  an  inner  facet  at  a  greater 
angle  than  twenty-four  degrees  13  min- 
utes is  totally  reflected.  It  is  for  this 
reason  that  precision  of  cutting  is  sa 
necessary  in  order  to  secure  a  maxi- 
mum of  the  reflective  power  of  the  gem. 
The  diamond  is  superior  to  all  other 
gems  in  refractive  power.  The  power 
of  dispersion  is  very  high  In  he  dia- 
mond, and  gives  to  it  the  fire  which 
makes  the  stone  so  fascinating;  this  is 
the  power  which  decomposes  a  ray  of 
common  white  light  and  splits  it  up 
into  the  various  colors  of  which  it  is 
composed. 

Nature  has  made  the  diamond,  like 
other  things,  on  the  pyramidal  plan,  in 
which,  tier  by  tier,  it  decreases  in  Quan- 
tity as  it  improves  in  quality.  These 
are  but  few  at  the  apex.  Gem  dia- 
monds are  rare.  The  ideal  stone  is  sel- 
dom, if  ever,   found. 

"The  public,  however.  Is  constantly 
and  rapidly  climbing  to  a  knowledge  of 
the  finer  qualities  of  precious  stones," 
said  Walter  Jr.ccard,  of  the  Jaccard 
Jewelry  company,  before  he  went 
away  last  week.  "A  comparison  of 
what  was  'fine'  twenty-five  years  ago 
with  that  consid-^red  so  now  will  show 
how  much  more  critical  the  public  is 
now  than  then.  With  every  year  peo- 
ple demand  greater  excellencies  in 
quality  and  cutting,  even  at  greater 
cost.  There  are  diamonds  like,  whose 
qualities  are  all  negative;  they  have  no 
striking  flaws;  they  do  not  impress  one. 
Avoid  them.  Others  are  faulty,  but 
somehow  one  likes  them.  They  have 
character— some  distinguishing  trait 
which  makes  them  desirable,  notwith- 
standing the  faults.  Such  stones  sat- 
isfy. 

"Fev/   people   realize   that   there   is  a 
gradign  of  'qualit.v'  quite  distinct  from 
and  independent      of      color 
Some  off-color      stones      have 


win  not  be  as  brilliant  as  the  lighter 
stone.  This  would  be  the  comparative 
cost  of  the  two  stones  of  the  same  size 
and  material  If  the  thick  stones  were 
sold  for  6  per  cent  Jess  per  carat. 

"One  diamond,  one  carat,  at  $100  per 
carat— $100  for  the  stone. 

"One  diamond,  1%  carats,  at  $96  per 
carat— 1106.33  for  the  stone. 

"In  other  words,  $6.83  more  is  paid  for 
a  poorer  stone  with  less  life  of  the  same 
(surface)  size  as  the  finer  cut  stone,  be- 
cause It  weighs  more. 

"The  diamond  symbolizes  purity,  pre- 
serves peace,  prevents  storms.  It  is 
April's  birth  stone."

'quality'  than  whiter  goods,  and  some 
diamonds  cannot  be  cut  to  the  bril- 
liancy and  beauty  of  others  which  are 
similar,  because  they  lack  quality. 

"In  selecting  a  diamond  the  chief 
quality  sought  for  Is  its  brilliancy. 
Sometimes  want  of  brilliancy  arises 
from  impurity  of  color,  imperfections  or 
poor  cutting;  sometimes  from  lack  of 
'native'  power  to  reflect  and  disperse 
light.  The  eye  cannot  at  all  times  dis- 
tinguish fine  shades  of  color,  nor  can 
ordinevy  flaws  be  seen,  but  if  a  dia- 
mond has  fire  and  life  It  will  please  and 
fascinate,   though   otherwise  faulty. 

A  stone  properly  proportioned  shows 
an  equal  distribution  of  light  and  bril- 
liancy. If  the  stone  be  too  shallow  0/ 
too  deep,  the  light  entering  the  stone  is 
not  thrown  sufficiently  into  the  body, 
leaving  a  dead  center.  If  a  diamond 
shows  a  full  voFume  of  brilliancy, 
both  when  held  near  by  and  at  arm's 
length  from  the  eye,  its  proportions 
cannot  be  far  wrong. 

"After  brilliancy  comes  color.  Begin- 
ning with  the  most  valuable,  the  ordin- 
ary colors  are  'bluish  white'  and  'white.' 
Below  this,  by  almost  Imperceptible  de- 
grees, the  color  loses  Its  purity  by 
j  deepening  shades  of  yellow  and  browu. 
]  As  these  various  shades  deepen  they 
pass  from  the  realm  of  'off  color'  to 
'fancy  stones' — color  then  becomes  de- 
sirable and  more  valuable  as  it  is  in- 
tensified. 

"Cutting  and  perfection  are  the  next 
two  qualities  to  consider  in  the  choice 
of  a  diamond,  bul  if  due  regard  has 
been  given  to  the  quality  of  brilliancy, 
these  two  Items  are  comparatively  un- 
important. A  stone  which  is  properly 
brilliant  cannot  be  very  badly  cut  or 
very  imperfect.  However,  if  a  brilliant 
stone  be  imperfect,  it  would  be  still 
better  without  the  Imperfection. 
Flaws  which  do  not  hurt  the  brilliancy 
of  a  stone  are  immaterial,  though  they 
materially  affect  the  price,  because  by 
Inspection  they  can  be  recognized  as 
faults. 

"Large  cracks,  imperfect  crystalliza- 
tion and  holes  in  the  surface  are  all 
serious  objections,  and  reduce  value 
considerably;  but  slight  grain  marks, 
needle-point  bubbles  or  specks  should 
not  weigh  In  the  slightest  degree 
against  the  more  Important  Items — 
brilliancy  and  color. 

"There  are  certain  angles  and  ar- 
rangements of  the  facets,  suited  to  its 
refraction,  which  hold  and  embody  the 
light  falling  upon  it.  and  best  assist  the 
natural  power  of  the  stone  also  to  re- 
flect and  disperse  rays  of  light.  The 
nearer  It  is  cut  to  that  Ideal  the  bet- 
ter. 

"Years  ago  diamonds  were  cut  for 
weight  rather  than  beauty,  and  the 
results  were  'lumpy,'  ill-shaped  stones 
of  little  brilliancy.  It  remained  for  an 
American  cutter  to  make  the  daring 
sacrifice  of  weight  to  proportion  neces- 
sary to  attain  the  perfection  of  the 
modern  brilliant  cut  diamond.  He  did 
not  hesitate  to  sacrifice  material  in  or- 
der to  make  the  finished  stone  as  per- 
fect and  beautiful  as  possible.  His 
work  was  appreciated,  and  European 
cutters  were  gradually  obliged  to  con- 
form more  and  more  to  it.  The  result 
Is  that  the  proportions  of  the  American 
brilliant  have  been  generally  adopted, 
and  right  here  I  may  state  that  the 
Americans  demand  finer  cut  stones 
than  any  other  people.  The  brilliant 
cut  has  32  facets  above  the  girdle  and 
24  below:  in  all  56,  exclusive  of  the  table 
and  culet.

SOME  ODD  GUARDIANS. 

The  natives  of  Venezuela  and  adjoin- 
ing countries  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river    Amazon   often    avail    themselves 
of    the   services   of   a    native    crane    to 
care  for  their  poultry,  and  also  in  the 
place   of   collies   or   shepherd   dogs,    to 
guard  and  herd  their  domestic  animals, 
says    the    Brooklyn    Eagle.      This    re- 
markable bird,   which  the  Indians  call 
yakamik,   and    the   ornithologists    Pijo- 
phia  crepitans,  is  found  in  a  wild  state 
in  the  great  iorests  which  lie  between

I  Venezuela    and    British    Guiana.      The 
I  birds  never  leave  the  forests  unless  shot 
or  captured.

I  night.    A  yagamik  soon  learns  to  know 
j  and  obey  the  voice  of  his  master,   fol-

I  goes,  and  appears  delighted  at  receiving 
j  his  carresses.

WITH  CABLE  OPENING 

Cable  Ship  Could  Not  Pick 
Up  Honolulu  End. 

The  President's  Message 
Around  World  Delayed. 


Oyster  Bay,  JuJy  4.— President  Roose- 
velt's opening  of  the  cable  from  San 
Prpncisco  to  Manila  has  been  deferred, 
owing  to  the  interposition  of  the  ele- 
ments. A  furious  storm,  which  raged 
near  Honolulu  yesterday,  prevented  the 
cable  ship  from  taking  up  the  terminus 
of  the  cable  there  and  making  connec- 
tions with  the  Manila  line.  It  was  in- 
tended to  start  the  president's  message 
on  its  globe  encircling  journey  about  9 
o'clock  this  morning.  AH  arrangements 
for  transmitting  the  message  from  the 
executive  offices  here  have  been  com- 
pleted. The  Postal  Cable  company 
has  placed  a  set  of  instruments  in  the 
ottice,  and  not  having  its  o\\  a  wires  be- 
tween here  and  New  York,  connected 
the  instruments  with  a  long  distance 
telephone  wire. 

Presidetii  fioosevelt  wrote  his  mess- 
age to  Governor  Taft  yesterday,  and 
also  prci-ared  that  which  is  to  be  sent 
around  the  world  to  President  Clarence 
Mackay  of  the  Commercial  Cable  coni- 
pany.  Just  as  everything  was  in  readi- 
ness this  morning,  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  New  York  announcing  that 
the  opening  of  the  cable  had  to  be  de- 
ferred, at  least  temporarily,  on  account 
©r  the  trouble  at  Honolulu.  It  was  an- 
nounced by  Secretar>'  Loeb  than  the 
officials  of  the  cable  company  hoped  to 
have  the  line  connected  in  time  to  start 
the  message  at  3  oclfick  ihi.s  afternoon. 

President  Roosevelt  was  disappomted 
at  the  dt;-lay.  as  he  was  particularly 
anxious  that  the  opening  of  the  direct 
cable  between  the  I'nitt-d  States  and  its 
possessions  in  the  Phiiijipines  should 
occur  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  as  the 
completion  of  the  line  would  mark  a 
distinct  effort  in  the  history  of  this 
country.  Assurance  is  given  that  no 
further  delay  will  occur,  and  that  the 
messages  will  be  st-nt  surely  this  after- 
noon.

cable  to  Honolulu,  to  Midway,  to 
Guam  and  to  Manila.  From  Manila 
ic  Hong  Kong  the  message  passed  by 
the  cable  which  was  lifted  and  cut  by 
Admiral  Dewey  in  15598.  From  Hong 
Kong  it  weiit  to  Saigon,  to  Singapore, 
to  Penag,  to  Madras,  to  Bombay,  to 
Aden,  to  Suez,  to  Alexandria,  to 
Malta,  to  Gibraltar,  to  Lisbon  and  to 
the  Azores.  Between  Hong  Kong  and 
the  Azo'-es  it  passed  by  foreign  cables. 
At  the  Azores  the  message  v>as  taken 
up  again  by  the  Commercial  cables 
and  sent  to  Canso,  to  New  York  anl 
to  Oyster  Bay. 

A 'message  starting  at  5  a.  m.  today 
would  arrive  at  Honolulu  at  11  p.  m. 
yesterday,  at  Midway  a«.  10  p.  m.  yes- 
terday, at  Guam  at  7  p.  m.  today 
and  at  Manila  at  6  p.  m.  today.  It 
would  pass  through  India  at  3  p.  m. 
today  and  would  return  to  New  York 
before  6  a.  m.  Thus  it  would  have 
made  an  excursion  from  today  into 
yesterday  and  have  arrived  back  at 
New  York  within  an  hour  of  the  time 
it  started. 

Another  message  leaving  New  York 
at  5  p.  m.  today  would  arrive  at  Guam 
at  7  a-  m.  tomorrow,  apparently  four- 
teen hours  after  it  starte.l.  Continu- 
ing its  journey  around  the  world  it 
would  arrive  at  Suez  at  midnight  to- 
day and  back  at  New  Y'ork  this  morn- 
ing.

5— Section  of  the  first  trolley  circuit 
put  up  at  the  histoiic  Richmond,  Va., 
electric   railroad   by    F.    J.    Sprague. 

6— Section  of  the  wire  through  which 
the  current  of  electricity  was  sent  by 
President  Cleveland  when  he  opened 
the   World's   fair  at   Chicago. 

7_Section  of  the  wire  through  which 
the  electricity  was  sent  to  illuminate 
the  headciuarters  of  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Electrical  Engineers  by 
Moore's  system  of  vacuum  tube  light- 
ing, this  being  the  first  room  in  the 
world   so  lighted.

EX-SENATOR  TOWNE  ADDRESSES 

TAMMANY  SOCIETY  MEETING 

Makes  a  Strong  Plea  For  "The  Old  Americanism" 

Declaring  That  the  Government  Has  Departed 

From  High  Ideals  of  Its  Founders. 


DENVER  SMELTERMEN  QUIT 
WORK  WITH  ORE  IN  FURNACES 

The  Managers  Were  Taken  Completely  By  Surprise 
— If  the  Ore  "Freezes"  In  Furnaces,  It  Will 
Have  to  Be  Blasted  Out. 


New  York,  July  4.— The  usual  Fourth 
of  July  celebration  was  held  in  Tam- 
many hall  today  under  the  auspices  oi? 
the  Tammany  society.  Grand  Saxhem 
James  A.  O'Gorman.  justice  of  the  su- 
preme court,  delivered  the  address  of 
welcome.  After  patriotic   songs  by  the 

Tammany  Glee  club,  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  read  by  Col. 
Franklin  Bartlett.  There  were  two 
"long  talks."  the  first  by  former  Sena- 
tor Charles  A.  Towne.  of  Minnesota, 
the  other  by  Senator  Joseph  W.  Bailey, 
of  Texas.  Mr.  Towne  made  a  plea  for 
"the  old  Americanism."  He  held  th  it 
the  government  had  departed  from  the 
high  ideal  of  its  founders  and  commit- 
ted a  crime  against  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  and  the  constitutioii 
by  its  treatment  of  the  Filipinos.  The 
constitution,  he  contended,  nowhere 
provided  for  a  colonial  system.  He 
said: 
"This   new    policy   or   colonization    is

trying  t#  masquerade  In  the  borrowed 
garments  of  Democrdcy.  It  has  labeled 
itself  "expansion,"  but  the  disguise  -s 
transparent.  The  new  policy  is  not 
expansion.  Expansion  is  the  natural 
and  healthful  growth  of  an  organism. 
The  process  of  enlargem<^nt  is  by  the 
extraneous  grafting  (f  alien  and  un- 
sympathetic tissue  between  whith  and 
the  parent  life  there  can  never  be  any 
organic   relation. 

"The  tendencies  that,  under  the  party 
in  poucr,  have  led  f^  a  repudiation  of 
the  Dcrlaration  of  Independence  and  to 
a  partial  imperiallzation  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  Setates,  have  nat- 
urally produced  a  corresponding  revo- 
lution in  the  tradition  and  maxims  of 
the  g«vernm.ent.  The  corruption  dis- 
covereil  in  our  colonif  1  administration, 
bad  as  it  was.  has  been  completely 
overshadowed  by  the  recent  revela- 
tions #1  systematized  and  confederated 
fraud  in  the  postcfRce  department, 
which  has  astounded  the  country  and 
arraigned  the  administration  at  the  bar 


of  public  opinion.  It  Is  the  natural  re- 
s^ult  of  long  continued  irresponsible 
power. 

"We  are  at  the  parting  of  the  ways. 
The  American  people  must  choose,  and 
choose  soon,  whether  to  abandon  these 
traditions  of  a  century  and  a  quarter 
to  enter  upon  the  road  trodden  to  their 
doom  by  so  many  natlojis  that  have 
gone  before  us,  or  to  Tnake  a  rededica- 
tion  of  this  government  to  the  sublime 
principles  of  its  founders." 

lieplies  to  the  secretary's  invita- 
tions from  Grover  Cleveland,  Judge 
Alton  B.  Parker,  Dr.  Francis.  David 
B.  Hill.  William  J.  Bryan  and  others 
were  read.  Ex-Senator  Hill  predicted  a 
political  revolution  in  the  near  future. 
He  said  the  election  of  a  Democratic 
mayor  in  this  city  next  fall  would  be 
the  opening  gun  for  a  Democratic  vic- 
tory in  the  state  and  nation  in  1904. 
The  program  ended  with  "short  talks" 
by  Champ  Clark,  o*'  Missouri,  and  Con- 
gressman William  Sulzer,  among 
others. 


SWINDLERS  WORK  COFFEE  SCHEME 


Washington,  July  4.— The  government 
today  joined  with  the  citizens  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  a  general  com- 
memoration of  Independence  day.  The 
feature  of  the  celebration  was  a  mili- 
tary procession,  in  which  all  arms  of 
the  regular  service,  the  army,  jiavy  and 
marine  corps  were  represented,  together 
with  the  National  Guard  of  the  District 
and  the  high  school  cadets,  and  a  pub- 
lic meeting,  m  which  Admiral  Dewey. 
Secretai-y  «f  the  Navy  Moody,  and  M. 
Jusserand,  the  French  ambassador, 
took  part. 

The  parade  was  witnessed  by  large 
crowds  and  was  reviewed  by  Gens.  M. 
B.  Young,  the  grand  marshel.  It  start- 
ed shortly  after  9  o'clock  this  morning 
from  the  capitol  and  was  disbanded 
after  passing  the  White  House.  The 
public  meeting  immediately  followed, 
under  the  shade  of  the  great  trees  on 
the  northeast  lawn  of  the  White  House. 

The  exercises  were  opened  by  District 
Commissioner  McFarland,  who  acted  as 
presiding  officer.  He  introduced  Ad- 
miral Dewey,  who  in  turn  introduced 
Barry  Bulkley,  who  read  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  He  was  followed 
by  Ambassador  Jusserand,  whose 
speech  contained  an  eloquent  tribute  to 
the  Americans  of  the  early  days. 
Brielly  he  referred  to  the  meeting  of 
127  years  ago,  in  Independence  hall  in 
Philadelphia,     He  continued: 

■•What  took  place'.'  What  words  were 
exchanged?  We  should  like  to  know 
them  to  the  minutest  particulars.  But 
oue  thing  we  know,  and  that  is  enough: 
The  men  who  came  were  insurgents; 
the  men  who  left  were  free  men." 

M.  Jusserand  then  referred  to  the 
help  which  France  so  willingly  rendered 
to  the  new  born  republic  in  Its  struggle 
for  freedom.  Congress  had  decided  that 
an  appeal  should  be  made  to  the  foreign 
nations  for  an  alliance.  Amid  the  sil- 
ence of  the  nations,  one  voice,  M.  Jusse- 
rand said,  was  heard  to  say  'Adsum.' 
The  voice  of  France.  'Here  I  am  will- 
ing and  ready  to  risk  with  you.  for  bet- 
ter or  for  worse,  all  I  have,  life  and 
treasure,  what  remains  of  my  colonies, 
and  even  that  new-built  navy  of  mine, 
the  result  of  so  many  efforts,  a  navy 
just  reconstructed  at  last,  after  eighty 
years  of  indifference  and  decay.'  He 
concluded  as  follows: 

"The  nation  whose  life  began  127 
years  ago  has  become  an  immense  one, 
and  eyes  are  more  and  more  fixed  upon 
her.  On  the  day  we  now  commemorate 
(in  a  ceremony  to  which  I  am  beyond 
words  proud  to  be  associated)  your  an- 
cestors bestowed  upon  you  gifts,  and 
framed  for  you  duties,  the  ones  and 
the  others  equally  splended.  They  be- 
stowed upon  you  that  peerless  gift,  lib- 
erty; they  left  for  you  rules  of  life, 
obligations  and  responsibilities,  which 
will  become  more  and  more  binding  as 
you  become  more  and  more  powerful. 
These  duties  we  have  in  common  witn 
you.  Endowed  with  institutions  similar 
to  yours,  pursuint'  similar  aims,  we 
Intend  to  vie  with  you,  no  longer  on  th? 
battlefield,  In  view  of  a  liberty  which 
has  been  won  forever,  but  in  const;int 
attempts  to  improve  the  condition  of 
the  many,  to  spread  the  spirit  of  bro- 
therhood between  men  and  betwe*^n 
nations;  to  remain,  in  a  word,  true  to 
the  principles  proclaimed  in  your  revo- 
lution and  in  ours. 

"The  fight  for  better  things  is  an 
endless  one;  we  shall  fight  it.  you  and 
we,  with  eyes  fixed  on  the  same  ideal, 
the  very  same  marked  out  by  our  an- 
cestors   long    ago;    and    our    fiags    wiil 


move  on,  always  toward  the  light,  anj 
while  we  follow  them,  we  shall  be 
pleased  to  remember  that,  if  their  de- 
signs are  different,  yet  they  display 
over  our  heads  the  same  colors." 

Secretary  Moody  then  made  an  ad- 
dress in  behalf  of  the  national  govern- 
ment. He  extended  a  cordial  welcome- 
to  the  French  ambassador,  and  re- 
minded his  hearers  that  without  the- 
co-operation  of  the  French  fleet  under 
De  Grasse,  the  victory  over  Cornwalhs 
at  Yorktown,  which  virtually  deter- 
mined the  independence  of  the  colonies^ 
would  never  have  been  won. 

Briefly  the  secretary  dwelt  upon  the- 
circumstances  of  our  history  which  ap- 
peal to  our  priue  as  a  people,  but  In. 
this  connection  he  said  it  is  sometime* 
wise  to  preach  as  well  as  to  give  praise^ 
If  we  would  keep  what  we  have  won; 
if  we  would  maintain  and  strengthea 
our  position  among  the  nations,  he- 
said,  we  should  purify  the  sources  of 
national  life  and  guard  well  the  quali- 
ties upon  which  our  continued  strengtl* 
as  a  nation  depends.  In  a  government 
in  which  all  the  people  equally  partici- 
pate, universal  intelligence  is  demand- 
ed. Without  it  government  by  Ihe- 
people  must  be  a  failure. 

Secretary  Moody  spoke  of  the  equal- 
ity of  all  men  before  the  law,  and  held 

that  the  Jaws  which  are  enforced 
equally  for  and  against  all  should  be 
sought  under  the  law  and  in  the  courts 
which  represent  the  majesty  of  the 
people's  will.  Any  departure  from  this 
sound  principle  in  any  part  of  the  land 
18  a  contempt  not  only  of  the  courts 
themselves,  but  of  the  people  who  have 
created  the  courts.     He  added: 

"Mob  violence  puts  every  man's- 
rights  to  the  doubtful  determination 
of  men  inflamed  by  passion  resent- 
ment and  maddened  by  the  thirst  for 
revenge,  renders  our  voice  feeble  when 
raised  against  oppression  elsewhere- 
and  displays  a  barbarity  which  shame* 
the  nation  in  the  face  of  the  world.  Let 
this  people  whose  government  has 
been  called  a  government  of  laws  ai«i 
not  of  men,  fix  upon  those  who  hold 
themselves  above  the  law  and  wiser 
than  the  law  the  seal  of  their  con- 
demnation." 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Moody  touched 
upon  the  necessity  of  honesty  in  the 
public  service.  There  is.  he  declared,, 
no  disease  of  the  body  politic  so  subtle,, 
so  powerful,  son  dangerous,  so  fatal^ 
as  the  corrupt  betrayal  of  a  publlo 
trust  whether  the  trust  be  great  or 
small.  He  could  not  but  believe,  he 
fcaid,  that  in  the  main  those  who  do 
the  people's  work  are  honest  and  true, 
but  when  the  malignant  ulcer  of  cor- 
ruption apepars  it  is  not  time  for  sur- 
lace  treatment.  The  knife  must  reacti 
under  thev  ery  poisonous  root  that 
each  mav  be  cut  out  and  cast  away. 
He  asked  that  we  not  easily  believe 
charges  which  are  made  lightly. 

"Let  them,"  the  secretary  added,  "be 
investigated  with  the  calm  impar- 
tialitv  of  a  court  of  law.  but  if  the  of- 
fense be  proved,  let  the  displeasure  of 
the  people  come  like  a 
high.      Let  not  the  . 

stayed   or  its  edicts  be   tempered   wltti 
a    misguided    mercy." 

The  remainder  of  the  program  in- 
cluded music  by  the  United  Stated 
Marine  band  and  singing  by  an  adult 
chorus,  a  chorus  of  school  children  and 
by  the  audience.  This  was  the  first 
time  a  ceremor.y  of  this  character  has> 
been  held  on  the  White  House  grounds. 
There  were  numerous  m.eetlngs  of  pa- 
tiiotic    societies    duriiig    the    day.

for  the  walkout  which  followed,  V>j 
the  drawing  of  the  fires  from  the  fur- 
naces at  the  Grant  and  Globe  smelters, 
the  risk  of  a  heavy  loss  to  the  American 
Smelting  and  Kefining  company  was 
incurred.  At  the  smelters  there  were 
eleven  furnaces  full  of  ore,  and  shcild 
they  "freeze  up"  they  will  have  to  be 
blasted  out  and  rebuilt. 

It  is  said  this  strike  is  the  first  move 
In  a  general  campaign  for  an  8-hour 
day  for  all  unions  affiliated  with  the 
Western  Federation  of  Miners,  and 
that  the  fight  will  be  made  to  a  finish.

Washington,  July  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  latest  Information  from 
Bojota,  capital  of  the  United  States  of 
Colombia,  is  much  more  favorable  to  the 
ultimate    ratification     cf    the  Colombian 

canal  treaty  tnan  any  which  ha«  been 
received  up  to  the  present  time,  although 
it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  the  con- 
vention will  secure  the  support  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Colombian  congress  with- 
out material  ajnendments,  which  will 
make  it  necessary  to  delay  the  final  pay- 
ment of  the  fifty  millions  provided  for  in 
the  agreement.

Home  Finally  Found  For  Aged 
Jonatlian  Pettit. 

Jonathan  E.  Petit,  the  old  gentleman 
who  was  found  wandering  about  foe 
streets  of  Duluth,  after  coming  from  a 
home  for  old  people  at  Little  Falls, 
Minn.,  has  finally  found  a  home  with 
his  nephew,  L.  H.  Robertson,  of  Syra- 
cuse, N.  Y.  The  old  gentleman  had 
lost  his  memory  when  he  reached  Du- 
luth, and  A.  P.  (N>ok.  superintendent  of 
the  poor,  who  bt"cair.e  Interested  In  his 
case,  had  a  difficult  time  locating  any 
of  his  relatives. 

Mr.  Petit  is  83  years  of  age,  and 
was  at  one  tim-?  a  wealthy  citizen  of 
New  York,  and  In  later  years  was  a 
prominent     citizen     of     Breckenridge, 

Minn.  , 

When  news  of  the  old  gentleman  s 
plight  reached  hs  nephew.  Mr.  Robert- 
son, the  latter  wrote  at  once  offering  a 
home  and  shelter  to  his  uncle. 


"Under  favorable  conditions."  said  A. 
B.  Loud,  who.  is  visiting  in  tlie  city  on 
his  return  from  a  two  years'  sojourn  in 
Manila,  "Americans  will  be  ab.e  to  live 
on  the  Philippine  isiands  in  auout  ten 
years. 

"Ry  favorable  conditions,  I  mean  favor- 
able homestead  laws  to  be  enacted  for 
Americans  going  to  the  islands.  The 
present  laws  are  entirely  In  favor  of  the 
Filipino,  in  tact,  it  i.s  impossible  for 
an  American  to  take  up  a  homestead 
there. 

"A  Filipino  with  a  homestead  of  two 
acres  will  make  a  living  and  not  be 
compelled  to  do  much  work.  He  can 
have  a  tew  banana,  cocoanut  and  orange 
trees  and  raise  a  little  rice  and  manage 
to  eke   out   a  comfortable    living. 

"Under  the  present  homestead  laws 
a  Filipino  may  take  up  forty  acres, 
wlilch  if  cared  for  a.s  an  American  cares 
for  a  homestead,  would  place  its  owner 
In   affluence  in   ten  ytars. 

"Anything  that  will  grow  in  a  tropical 
country  will  grow  in  the  soil  of  the 
Philippines.  On  forty  acres  an  Ameri- 
can could,  for  instance,  set  out  6OC0  cocoa- 
nut  trees.  Inside  of  eight  years  those 
trees  without  any  further  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  owner  would  easily  pay 
him  $5(.i00  per  year  in  revenue.  The  Chi- 
nese dealers  in  cocoanuts  will  pay  a  dol- 
lar apiece  for  the  product  of  one  tree 
and  do  all  the  gathering  of  the  fruit 
themselves. 

"But  on  forty  acres  an  American  could 
also  set  out  orange  or  banana  trees  and 
derive  an  additional  revenue.  All  he 
would  have  to  do  would  be  to  take  life 
easy  in  the  shade  and  let  the  other  fel- 
low do  the  work. 

"The  hot  weather  period  in  the  Phll- 
lippines  extends  over  the  months  of 
April  and  May,  and  during  that  time 
an  American  could  go  up  on  the  moun- 
tains where  he  can  get  a  small  cottage 
very  cheap  and  live  in  comfort,  for  it  is 
so  cool  in  the  higher  altitudes  on  the 
Islands  that  European  clothing  can  be 
worw   with  comfort. 

•June,  Julv  and  August  are  the  rainy 
months.  The  rest  of  the  year  and  up 
to  the  latter  part  of  the  following  March 
the  weather  is  such  that  an  American 
can   live   with   some  degree   of   comfort. 

"The  average  Filipino  is  yuite  content 
with  his  present  conditions.  He  does 
not  care  to  have  American  cuf^toms  in- 
troduced in  the  islands.  Some  of  the  na- 
tives who  have  visited  America  returned 
to  the  Islands  and  stated  that  the  Am- 
erican way  of  living  was  too  strenuous 
for  them,  that  they  could  not  see  the 
use  of  so  much  hustle  ancj.  work  when 
it  is  possible  to  live  comfortably  in  their 
country  by  doing  so  little  work. 

"The  salvation  of  the  Philippines  de- 
pends on  coolie  labor.  There  are  no  re- 
strictions placed  on  the  iinortation  of 
coolie  labor  from  China  to  the  islands. 
The  wages  paid  on  the  islandare  higher 
than  paid  in  China  and  this  is  a  gicnt 
inducement  for  the  Chinese  labor.  In 
China  coolie  labor  is  paid  about  'M  cents 
a  day  while  in  the  Philippines  the  wages 
are  about  40  cents  a  aay.  The  Chinese 
can   live   very  well    on   that   amount. 

"This  coolie  labor  is  a  great  tea  cure. 
The  Chinese  are  great  workers.  Tliey 
are  brought  up  to  work  and  thi?y  keep 
right  at  it  all  the  time.  In  Ciiina  children 
begin  working  at  the  early  agt-  of  live 
years.  While  in  Hong  i:<m'j  1  saw  <'.iil- 
dren  not  over  that  age  employed  in  manu- 
facturing giant  firecrackers.  Each  child 
had  a  certain  part  of  the  work  to  per- 
form and  it  was  astonishing  with  what 
proficiency  they  did  it.  I  remember  free- 
ing out  little  Jhiaeae  boy  employed  in 
poking  the  luses  down  in  the,  big  1  <e- 
crackers. 

"Commencing  at  this  early  age  Is  it 
no  wonder  that  by  the  time  a  Chinese 
laborer  is  15  years  old  he  is  skilled  at 
his  trade. 

"Coolie  labor  i?  so  -heap  tb^t  all  big 
contracts,  such  as  excavations,  construc- 
Uon,  etc.,  are  done  by  this  cla.-s  of  labor 
rather  than  by  means  of  machinery.  Tlie 
coolie  labor  is  far  cheaper  thii  the  cist 
of  getting  the  machinery  and  the  fuel  to 
run  it.  While  in  Hong  Kong  I  talked 
with  an  engineer  that  was  in  charge  of 
the  construction  of  an  Immenie  do-k 
costing  about  $10,000,000  and  he  .said  fill 
the  work  was  being  done  by  coolie  labor. 
I  have  seen  small  children  at  excavation 
work  carry'-ig  away  the  excavations  in 
small  ba.-«kets  hung  from  a  light  yoke, 
across  their  shoulders.  The  children  v.-ero 
walking  alom?  laughing  and  chatting'  and 
apparently   h't;'oy. 

"At  Macao,  which  is  in  Portugese  ter- 
ritory on  the  lower  coast  of  Chini,  I 
visited  a  silk  factory  where  all  the  work 
was  done  by  hand.  In  the  factory  were 
long  aisles  between  rows  of  young  Chi- 
nese girls  who  were  industriously  wind- 
ing the  silk  from  the  cocoon.  The  cocoons 
were  first  soaked  in  large  Ik)w1s  contin- 
ing  a  chemical  solution  for  softening 
them.  The  girls  would  take  them  uut, 
pit  k  up  three  or  four  of  the  delicate 
threads  with  a  small  Instrument,  di-aw 
them  through  a  small  aperture  in  a  disk, 
attach  them  to  a  spindle  and  wiiirl  it 
with  one  hand  while  they  twisted  and  fed 
the  threads  from  the  cocoon  with  the 
other  until  they  were  all  unwound,  leav- 
ing  nothing   but    the    iittle    hug. 

"Macao,  is  the  Monte  Carlo  of  the 
Chinamen.  There  are  located  big  gam- 
bling places  where  games  are  In  progress 
all  the  time.  The  Portujr-^s.-  government 
derives  from  these  gambling  establish- 
ments an  annual  revenue  o'  about  $1(I0.(KX). 
At  regular  intervals  a  big  lottery  drawing 
takes  place.  ,       ,       .        , 

Mr.  Loud  was  a  former  schoolmate  of 
William  Springstead,  a  West  Duluth  hoy 
who  entered  the  regular  army  as  hospital 
steward  and  who  has  been  serving  in 
the  Philippines  for  the  past  two  years.

INDEPENDENCE  DAY. 

There  is  no  general  public  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  in  Duluth  this  year,  which  is  cause 
for  regret.  Independence  day  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  pa.^  in  any  community  in  the  United 
States  of  America  without  reverence  being  paid  to 
the  heroic  men  who  founded  this  free  republic,  and 
an  attempt  at  least  being  made,  by  means  of  public 
exercises  in  honor  uf  the  men  and  events  commem- 
orated by  the  day,  to  renew  in  the  consciousness  of 
all  the  people  the  principles  which  are  embodied  in 
the  immortal  declaration  of  principles  which  ush- 
ered the  natioii  into  being,  and  to  fix  them  securely 
in  the  minds  of  the  rising  generation.  Of  course, 
let  there  be  everywhere,  as  John  Adams  said,  the 
ringing  of  bells,  the  firing  of  cannons  and  crackers, 
and  general  rejoicing,  but  the  observance  of  the 
day  should  not  be  confined  to  games  and  sports  and 
?  carnival  of  noise. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this  is  the  re- 
public's birthday,  that  it  is  the  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  the  doctrine  that  the  people  themselves  are 
the  source  of  all  legitimate  authority,  and  that 
governments  ought  to  be  organized  and  carried  on 
for  their  benefit,  and  not  for  that  of  rulers  and 
privileged  classes.  The  people  should  be  invited 
to  assemble  in  the  largest  hall  available  and  listen 
not  only  to  the  reading  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence— the  immortal  American  Magna  Charta 
— but  also  to  patriotic  addresses  by  the  best  ora- 
tors of  the  community  on  the  fundamental  ideas 
that  actuated  Washington,  Jefferson,  Marshall, 
Jay,  Franklin  and  Adams  and  all  those  who  unsel- 
fishly participated  in  the  struggle  that  gave  the  na- 
tion birth. 

Many  thousands  of  foreigners  are  arriving  in 
this  country  yearly.  Rut  comparatively  few  have 
any  knowledge  of  our  history  or  sympathy  with 
our  institutions,  and  no  better  use  can  be  made  of 
"the  glorious  Fourth"  than  in  stimulating  in  this 
great  foreign  population,  which  must  be  assimilat- 
ed and  .Americanized,  a  desire  to  become  acquaint- 
ed with  the  history  and  government  of  their  adopt- 
ed country  and  to  know  the  great  men  who  found- 
ed the  .\merican  republic  and  established  the  con-  I 
stitution.  It  has  been  said  that  there  can  be  no 
such  thing  as  an  old-fashioned  Fourth  in  this  new- 
fashioned  time,  because  the  conditions  are  alto- 
gether different.  This  may  be  true,  and  yet  it  does 
seem  possible  to  revive  in  our  large  cities  those 
simpk;  but  impressive  exercises  that  are  still  main- 
tained in  ?;maller  communities  and  are  effectual  in 
stirring  the  patriotism  of  the  people  and  recalling 
the  true  meaning  of  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, which  opened  a  new  era  to  man  and  became 
an  epochal  dpte  in  human  freedom.  Dululh 
should  not  let  another  Fourth  he  observt  d  in  a 
perfunctory  fashion. 


A  GALA  WEEK  AHEAD. 

The  coming  week  will  be  a  gala  period  in  Du- 
luth. The  summer  carnival  will  attract  thousands 
of  people  to  the  city  from  the  neighboring  towns, 
and  special  excursions  by  the  railroads  will  bring 
several  thousands  more  from  points  at  greater  dis- 
tances to  see  the  Zenith  City  and  enjoy  an  outing 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Superior.  The  two  theaters 
will  offer  attractions  unsurpassed  anywhere  in  the 
country  in  the  summer  season,  and  Northern 
league  ball  games  and  other  sports  will  furnish  ad- 
ditional attractions  for  the  visitors. 

The  people  of  Duluth  should  take  some  time 
from  their  ordinary  pursuits  and  do  what  they  can 
to  entertain  the  thousands  of  strangers  within  the 
city's  gates  and  make  them  feel  that  their  pres- 
ence is  desired  ai.d  welcomed.  There  should  be 
an  earnest  effort  made  to  provide  the  visitors  with 
good  accommodations  so  that  their  stay  here  may 
be  made  comfortable  and  enjoyable.  The  Commer- 
cial club  has  done  much  to  secure  lodgings  for  the 
excursionists  and  its  committees  will  do  all  within 
their  power  along  this  line,  but  there  is  need  of 
many  assistants  in  this  good  work  and  all  who 
can  spare  the  time  should  feel  it  a  pleasure  a*  well 
as  a  duty  to  aid  the  visitors  in  securing  comfortable 
stopping  places  and  directing  them  as  to  the  best 
means  of  enjoying  themselves  while  here. 

The  city  should  be  gaily  decorated.  Festival  at- 
tire should  be  put  on  in  honor  of  the  carnival  and 
the  visitors.  Let  there  be  a  liberal  display  by  the 
business  houses  and  by  private  residences  of  the 
carnival  colors — red,  yellow  and  purple.  It  v.ill 
give  the  city  a  gay  and  attractive  appearance  that 
cannot  fail  to  favorably  impress  the  crowds  who 
will  come  here  by  rail  and  water. 


THE  LIFE  SAVERS. 

For  many  years  past  there  have  been  numerous, 
but  thus  far  fruitless  attempts,  to  have  the  life 
savmg  stations  «jn  the  ocean  fully  manned  during 
the  entire  year.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  at  present 
the  suriinen  are  employed  by  the  government  from 
August  to  the  end  of  May.  On  the  great  lakes,  of 
course,  it  is  different,  the  crews  being  in  full  ser- 
vice from  the  opening  to  the  close  of  navigation, 
and  right  good  service  do  they  render  on  many  oc- 
casions. The  loss  of  the  big  new  schooner  Thomas 
in  the  First  Maine  district  a  short  time  ago  will 
do  much  to  create  a  greater  hiterest  in  the  matter 
of  keeping  the  men  on  the  full  year  round,  and  the 
demand  for  this  service  is  likely  to  become  so 
strong  that  it  will  be  granted.  Under  present  con- 
ditions, from  the  early  part  of  iMay  to  the  latter 
part  of  July,  the  surfmen  go  off  on  fishing  smacks, 
?nd  when  accidents  occur  to  vessels  during  what 
is  termed  the  "closed  season"  at  the  life-saving 
stations  the  fisherfolk  along  shore  make  up  volun- 
teer crews,  v.'hich  use  the  boats  and  apparatus  of 
the  life-saving  service. 

Thanks  to  the  indomitable  energy  and  skill  of 
Capt.  Dyer,  of  Cape  Elizabeth,  Me.,  who  got  to- 
gether the  volunteer  crew  which  rescued  the  master 
and  all  hands  of  the  \Vashingt')n  B.  Thomas,  an- 
other brave  deed  is  added  to  the  long  list  of  life- 
saving  feats  to  the  credit  of  the  First  Maine  dis- 
trict. When  the  Thomas  struck  there  was  not  a 
man  capable  of  properly  launching  .a  life-saving 
boat  and  performing  the  work  of  life-saving  within 
five  miles  of  the  site.  A  cottager  who  descried  the 
vessel  coming  on  shore  ran  to  the  nearest  tele- 
phone and  communicated  with  a  friend  nine  miles 
away,  who  summoned  Capt.  Dyer,  who  got  to- 
gether a  crew  of  volunteers  ana  a  wagon  and 
liorses.  A  lifeboat  and  the  volunteer  crew  were 
mounted  on  a  truck  and  the  horses  were  driven 
at  breakneck  speed  to  the  scene  of  the  wreck.  The 
master  of  the  vessel  had  given  up  all  hope;  his 
boats  had  been  smashed  by  the  surf,  which  was 
crushing  thick  planking  into  stuff  thin  enough  for 
toothj)icks.  The  master  .lashed  his  wife  to  a  spar 
and  then  jumped  overboard,  hoping  to  guide  his 
wife  and  himself  to  the  shore.  His  wife  was  struck 
and  killed  by  the  wreckage,  and  he  was  washed 
ashore  bruised  and  unconscious.  A  few  minutes 
afterward  the  volunteer  crew  hove  in  sight,  and 
having  among  them  a  number  of  seafaring  men,  no 
time  was  lost  in  carrying  out  the  launching  of  the 
'ife-boat.     It  was  little  short  of  a  miracle  that  such 


GER.MAN    LABOR  COLONIES. 

There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  belittle  the 
work  of  the  German  labor  colonies  and  to  cry  fail- 
ure as  the  outcome  of  the  work.  That  this  is  not 
the  case  is  evident  from  the  growth  of  the  experi- 
ment, which  has  increased  from  one  colony  in  1882, 
to  thirty-four  at  the  present  time.  The  working  re- 
sults of  the  colonies  are  the  same  as  they  always 
have  been.  Their  object  is  to  afford  every  unem- 
ployed person  who  is  able  to  work,  shelter,  food,  in 
case  of  need  also  clothing,  and,  above  everything, 
work.  They  are  places  of  refuge  for  those  who  are 
penniless  or  who  have  recently  been  discharged 
from  prison  or  for  other  reasons  have  been  cut  off 
from  the  opportunity  of  earning  their  daily  bread 
in  an  honest  way.  Since  the  principal  work  done 
is  the  reclaiming  of  waste  land,  there  is  never  lack 
of  employment  even  in  the  dead  of  winter.  Whole- 
some food  and  decent  lodgings  are  provided.  The 
only  punishment  used  for  disobedience  to  the  rules 
of  the  colonies  is  instant  dismissal.  If  anyone  is 
found  guilty  of  a  serious  misdemeanor  he  is  black- 
listed, which  means  that  the  miscreant  will  not  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  colonies  within  the  next  five 
years.  But  oiv  the  whole  the  colonists  behave  very 
welL  InAIarch  of  this  year,  for  instance,  out  of 
3554  there  were  dismissed  for  laziness  31,  and  for 
bad  conduct  76,  or  in  all  3!<  per  cent.  Considering 
that  among  the  colonists  are  many  tramps,  ex-con- 
victs and  professional  beggars,  this  is  a  surprising- 
ly small  percentage. 

In  a  recent  letter  Count  von  Massow,  chairman 
of  the  central  board  of  the  German  labor  colonies, 
says:  "It  is  calculated  that  if  it  were  not  for  the 
colonies  these  people  would  each  make  at  least  50 
cents  a  day  by  begging.  In  the  colonies  they  cost 
on  an  average  25  cents  a  day.  ISIoreover  the  work 
they  do  is  of  value  to  the  nation  at  large,  whereas 
if  left  to  roam  about  the  country  they  spend  the 
money  they  beg  on  drink,  annoy  the  public,  etc. 
Of  course,  it  is  impossible  during  the  average  stay 
of  a  person  at  the  colony,  which  is  three  months,  to 
lead  people  who  have  come  down  through  their 
own  fault,  and  who  for  the  greater  part  have  had  a 
guilty  past,  back  to  religion  and  order.  This  we 
only  succeed  in  doing  with  a  comparatively  small 
percentage,  principally  those  who  have  got  into  dis- 
tress through  no  fault  of  their  own.  With  these 
small   successes   we   must   be   content."     A   recent 


THE  JEWISH  i^TITION. 

The  very  emphatic  statcfnei^ti  by  the  Russian 
government  that  it  will  not  receive  from  the  Unit- 
ed States  government  the  Jcyvi^h  petition,  should 
be  sufficient  to  cause  President  Roosevelt  from 
proceeding  further  in  this  rriitter.  As  The  Her- 
ald has  already  stated,  it  believes  that  the  presenta- 
tion by  this  government  of  t(iis  petition  would  be 
an  unwarranted  interference  i>i  the  domestic  affairs 
of  a  friendly  foreign  nation.  It  is  noticeable  that 
this  view  is  becoming  more  general  among  the 
American  people,  now  that  the'iexcitement  occa- 
sioned by  the  disorder  in  Bessarabia  has  sub- 
sided and  the  subject  is  being  calm  y  discussed  and 
considered.  A  .Washington  dispatch  says  that 
Secretary  of  State  Hay  will  endeavor  to  induce  the 
president  to  change  his  mind  a  second  time  in  re- 
gard to  forwarding  and  thus  making  a  government 
matter  out  of  this  superfluous  petition,  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  he  will  succeed.  If  he  succeeds,  he  will 
deserve  congratulations  on  having  dissuaded  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  from  establishing  a  bad  precedent 
and  interfering  in  a  matter  thct  is  the  sole  concern 
of  Russia. 

The  petition  cannot  favorably  affect  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Jews  in  Russia.  This  is  acknowledged 
by  many  leading  Jews  in  America  and  England. 
Indeed,  the  agitation  of  the  question  and  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  petition  being  regarded  by  Russia 
in  the  nature  of  an  affront,  the  Jevs  in  the  czar's 
domains  may  find  the  conditions  M'orse  than  they 
are  now.  How  would  President  Roosevelt  and  the 
American  people  regard  the  action  of  the  czar 
if  he  sent  a  remonstrance  again5;t  the  lynching 
of  negroes  and  against  the  new  form  of  slavery  in 
Alabama  and  Georgia?  Would  it  not  arouse  indig- 
nation and  be  regarded  as  meddlesome  and  of- 
fensive interference  in  our  local  affairs?  And  how 
can  the  .\merican  government,  with  the.<;e  examples 
of  lawlessness  at  home,  presume  to  criticize  the 
Russian  authorities  and  urge  hetti;r  treatment  of 
the  Jewish  residents  of  Bessarabia? 


DIED  ON  THE  FOURTH. 

The  fact  has  been  recalle  I  that  tiirce  presi- 
dents of  the  United  States  died  on  the  Fourth  of 
July,  two  on  its  fiftieth  annivers:iry.  One  was 
Thomas  Jefferson,  who  fifty  years  before  had 
signed  the  Declaration  of  Indcper  dence,  and  the 
clher  was  John  Adams,  who  at  the  same  time  had, 
after  a  three  days'  debate,  secured  the  adoption  of 
the  Declaration.  These  two  representative  men 
were  warm  personal  friends  unitil  their  death». 
When  Jefferson  was  dying  on  that  day  which  he 
had  so  signally  helped  to  disting  lish,  his  friend 
was  also  breathing  his  last.  Adams  did  not  know 
cf  Jefferson's  illness-  and  his  la^t  words  were: 
"Thomas  Jefferson  still  survives;"  as  if  there  was 
consolation  in  the  thought.  But  his  friend  had 
already  passed  from  earth.  President  Monroe, 
whose  famous  "doctrine"  lins  kept  his  memory 
green,  also  died  on  the  Fourth  of  July  (1831).  Of 
him  Jefferson  said:  "If  his  s^iil  were  turned  inside 
out,  not  a  spot  could  be  found  on  it."  That  Mon- 
ice,  like  his  distinguished  friend  and  predecessor, 
should  pass  away  on  the  anniversary  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  country  he  served  so  faithfully,  is 
a  touching  coincidence.  Among  other  notable 
Americans  who  "passed  away  on  the  Fourth  was 
flannibal  Hamlin,  the  first  Republican  vice  pres- 
ident, v.'ho  closed  his  long  career  in  1891,  in  the  8ist 
year  of  his  age. 


TROUBLE  IN  AUSTRALIA. 

A  political  reaction  of  riiore  or  less  importance 
is  occurring  in  Australia,  due  apparently  10  too 
much  governing  on  the  part  of  the  old  regime. 
Tasmania  at  the  recent  general  election  made  a 
clean  sweep  of  all  her  old  ministers,  and  has  now 
a  cabinet  of  four  men,  supported  by  a  legislature 
of  business  men  and  young  men.  "it  is  certain 
that,  temporarily,  there  is  a  discord  of  sentiment 
betwixt  the  parliaments  and  the  general  communi- 
ty throughout  Australia,"  writes  D".  Fitchett  in  the 
Australian  Review  of  Reviews.  "The  houses  do 
not  reflect  the  mind  of  the  people.  The  electors 
are  anxious  for  simpler  forms  of  government;  less 
interference  with  private  liberty;  1  resolute  econ- 
omy in  public  finance,  and  a  suspension  of  the 
policy  of  big  loans  and  huge  public  works.  But 
the  new  conditions  need  new  men.  The  older  poli- 
ticians can  not  readily  change  their  ideals,  or  learn 
new  ways,  or  evolve  a  new  political  conscience.  So 
in  all  the  states  the  recent  election*  have  dismissed 
!  crowds  of  older  members  to  private  life,  and  the 
process  will  certainly  go  on." 

A  ministerial  defeat  in  New  South  Wales  leads 
Dr.  Fitchett  to  recall  the  facts  that  its  expenditure 
has  risen  from  £8  to  £12  per  heaci  of  the  popula- 
tion, and  its  public  debt  hzs  increased  by  £17.000,-    hours.^^  ^^^^^  ^^  ^^^^^^

Here  are  a  couple  of  views  of  the 
earlier  days  of  Duluth,  full  of  interest 
to  the  early  settlers  who  remember 
conditions  as  portrayed  in  these  pic- 
tures, and  to  later  settlers  who  only 
remember  Duluth  as  a  full-grown 
city. 

The  big  picture  dates  about  1872, 
■when  Duluth  was  at  the  height  of  its 
first  boom  and  just  before  the  panic  of 
'73  took  the  wind  out  of  its  sails.  About 
1&79  it  took  a  second  start,  and  the 
smaller  picture  shows  the  town  in  its 
second  growth. 

The  large  r-icture  shows  most  of  the 
city  at  that  time— for  it  was  then  a 
city.  Later,  when  the  panic  got  in  its 
•Jeadly  work,  and  bonds  that  had  once 
seemed  reasonable  grew  to  be  appar- 
ently worth  more  than  the  whole  city, 
it  lapsed  once  more  into  a  village. 

When  the  large  picture  was  taken, 
Duluth  was  considerable  of  a  boom 
town,  as  the  character  of  many  of  the 
buildings  .shows.  The  first  railroad  had 
lately  found  its  way  here,  and  people 
were  coming  in  rapidly.  As  stated 
above,  the  view  shows  most  of  the 
city  as  It  was  at  that  time.  There 
were  a  few  buildings  west  and  south 
of  the  area  Included  in  the  camera's 
range,  including  a  few  scattering  resi- 
dences on  Minnesota  Point,  which  were 
reached  by  a  perilous  passage  over  a 
marsh  on  an  elevated  sidewalk,  and 
then  along  a  tortuous  road  through  St. 
Croix  avenue.  Liike  avenue  was  not 
yet  opened  up. 

Superior  street  was  a  thing  of  dread 
to  teamsters,  and  old-timers  have  vivid 
recollections  of  its  nature.  It  was  com- 
posed principally  of  clay,  and  after 
every  rain  the  mud  was  hub-deep, 
and  navigation  was  practically  impos- 
sible. . 

'•And  it  seems  to  me  now,  said 
Clerk  of  Courts  J.  P.  Johnson,  in 
speaking  about  the  picture  a  few  days 
ago.  "that  it  rained  all  the  time  then, 
A  number  of  ravines  ran  down  from 
the  upper  side  of  the  street  to  the  tlat 
below,  and  not  very  long  before  this 
picture  was  taken  they  were  not  even 
filled  up  along  the  street,  but  wagon^ 
had  to  make  their  way. down  hill  and 
then  up  hill  again.  Shortly  before  this 
view  was  taken,  however,  a  narrow 
roadway  had  been  built  over  the  ra- 
vines, and  although  you  might  not  im- 
agine it  from  the  picture,  it  was  pos- 
sible for  a  wagon,  in  good  light,  to 
wind  its  way  around  and  keep  out  of 
the  ravines.  When  it  was  muddy  in 
those  days  it  was  muddy  Jndeed,  and 
It  was  impossible  to  drive  even  a  light 
wagon  along  with  a  load  without  get-

Ninth  avenue  east,  the  sidewalk  was  a 
primitive  affair,  consisting  of  two 
planks  laid  side  by  side. 

The  hill  looks  entirely  unfamiliar  to 
present-day  residents  of  Duluth.  .Sec- 
ond street  is  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city,  with  the  woods  lingering  close  by. 
The  church  up  on  the  hill  is  the  Pres- 
bvterian  church,  which  has  Just  been 
built.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  handsome  stone  structure, 
and  the  building  shown  In  the  picture 
has  been  moved  diagonally  across  the 


street,  where  it  does  duty  as  the  church 
home  of  the  German  Catholic  flock  of 
the  city. 

East  from  the  church,  on  Second 
street,  is  shown  a  white,  square  build- 
ing that  still  stands.  It  is  the  first 
house  east  of  the  J.  D.  Ray  residence, 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  Second 
street  and  Fourth  avenue  east.  Still 
further  east  is  shown  the  hill  after- 
wards known  as  Ashtabula  Heights, 
on  which  the  M.  B.  Forbes,  M.  Kelley, 
J.  D.  Ensign,  J.  F.  Killorin,  J.  R.  Carey 
and  J.  E.  Bowers  residences  now 
stand. 

The  white  house  at  the  extreme  east 
of  the  picture  is  still  standing  on  an 
eminence  at  the  corner  of  Eighth  ave- 
nue east  and  Superior  street,  and  it 
shows  its  age.  A  little  to  the  left  of 
the  centei  of  the  picture  is  a  square 
house  with  a  square  cupola.  This  is 
the  Culver  residence,  an  old  landmark, 
and  its  site  is  now  occupied  by  the 
Armory. 

There  are  few  landmarks  on  Superior 
street,  practically  everything  there 
having  been  replaced  long  since.  The 
only  buildings  now  standing  are  along 
the  eastern  blocks,  and  are  indistin- 
guishable in  the  picture. 

At  the  corner  of  First  avenue  east 
stands  the  office  of  the  Minnesotian, 
Duluth's  first  newspaper.  Capt.  T.  H. 
Pressnell,  now      deputy  clerk      of     the 


United  State's  courts  here,  was  then  a 
member  of  its  small  staff 

The  business  houses  shown  here  bring 
up  few  familiar  names  to  people  who 
have  come  within  the  past  decade  or  so. 
S  S.  Trumbull,  drugs;  Oswald  &  Roths- 
child, wholesale  liquors  and  cigars;  E. 
W.  Clark  &  Co.,  banktrs;  Asa  and 
Henry  F.  Leopold,  grocers;  Edgar 
Nash,  hardware.  These  names  may 
bring  a  flood  of  recollection  to  the  resi- 
dents of  twenty  years'  standing  or 
more,  but  to  the  vast  majority  of  the 
citizens  they  mean  nothirg. 

Shortly  after  this  picture  was  taken 
came  the  dreadful  pani<'  of  1873.  Du- 
luth had  ivnticipated  its  glowing  future 
by  issuing  a  lot  of  bonds,  and  when 
people  began  to  move  oat  of  town  in 
droves  the  Interest  soon  became  more 
than  the  to  Lai  tax  levy.  House  after 
house  Avas  deserted  and  abandoned. 
Many  tore  them  down  and  moved  the 
timbers  away.  At  last,  as  the  only 
possible  way  out  of  the  difficulty,  the 
legislature  was  induced  i;o  pass  an  act 
carving  a  village  out  of  the  city,  leav- 
ing just  a  fringe  of  city  outside  the 
village  boundaries.  The  city  officers, 
then  elected,  all  resigned,  so  the  bond- 
holders could  not  get  .«?eivice  on  them. 
Then  the  village  issued  bonds,  and  gave 
25  per  cent  on  the  value  of  the  old  city 
bond"  With  this  the  Yjondholders  were 
forced   to   be  content,   as   collection   of 


anything  like  par  value  was  wholly 
out  of  the  question;  the  community  was 
not  worth  it. 

By  and  by  the  town  rallied,  the  city 
government  came  back,  and  a  second 
growth  started,  which  led  up  to  the 
second  boom  of  the  later  '80s. 

The  smaller  picture  shows  the  same 
old  street  again,  after  the  second 
growth  had  begun  to  take  hold.  The 
view  is  taken  from  about  Second  ave- 
nue west,  and  its  most  interesting  fea- 
ture is  the  famous  old  Clark  house,  Du- 
luth's old-time  hostelry,  the  scene  of  a 
thousand  stories  of  the  old  days.  Al- 
most all  Duluthians  have  heard  of  the 
Clark  house,  but  few  of  them  have 
more  than  a  vague  idea  about  where  it 
stood.  It  was  on  the  north  side  of 
Superior  street,  about  midwity  betv.een 
First  and  Second  avenues  west,  where 
the  Metropolitan  block  now  stands. 
The  Hunter  block  is  shown  just  east  of 
it,  at  the  northeast  corner  of  First  ave- 
nue west.

New  Fiscal  Year  Com- 
mences Under    Very 
Favorable  Auspices. 

New  York,  July  4.— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
weekly  review  of  trade  says:  A  new- 
fiscal  year  has  commenced  under  more 
favorable  auspices  than  appeared  pos- 
sible a  short  time  ago,  the  improvement 
geing  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
greater  conservatism  that  was  an  out- 
growth of  unsettled  conditions.  Sea- 
sonable weather  has  also  contributed 
to  the  better  distribution  of  merchan- 
dise, besides  ^encouraging  buoyant  sen- 
timent in  the  agricultural  districts. 
Railway  earnings  and  output  of  pig 
iron  were  larger,  while  insolvencies 
were  fewer.  Earnings  of  railways  thus 
far  reported  for  June  surpass  last 
year's  by  10  per  cert  and  those  of  iSOi 
by    19.4. 

More  Inquiries  for  pig  have  appeared, 
and  although  the  actual  contracts  are 
for  comparatively  small  quantities,  the 
tone  is  distinctly  better.  Bessemer  iron 
is  not  offered  for  the  third  quarter  by 
the  association,  and  orders  accepted  for 
early  delivery  are  taken  by  middlemen 
who  have  stocks  on  hand.  The  situa- 
tion has  been  complicated  during  the 
past  week  by  the  strike  of  coal  miners 
in  Alabama,  which  threatens  to  restrict 
the  output  of  Southern  iron.  In  so  far 
as  quotations  are  concerned,  this  is 
a  strengthening  factor,  and  is  al^o 
calculated  to  bring  out  considerable 
1  business  that  is  being  held  back  in  ex- 
Ipectatioii  of  better  terms.     Steel   rails 


are  still  the  best  feature  in  the  mar-. 
Rets  for  finished  products;  fully  half- 
a  million  tons  are  now  booked  for  next 
year's  delivery,  and  many  orders  for 
1903  will  be  carried  over.  Structural 
material  moves  freely,  considering  the 
labor  situation  in  the  building  trades, 
while  there  is  notable  activity  in  bars, 
especially  for  agricultural  implements 
and  machinery  works.

It  is 
bclie\ed  that  the  movement  of  settlers 
on  to  the  farm  lands  of  the  Northwest 
this  year  will  exceed  the  estimates 
made  during  the  early  part  of  tl>e  sea- 
son. This  belief  is  biised  largely  on  the 
already  large  increase  of  business  of

The  railroads  are  having  a  hard  time 
fctraightening:  out  the  lumber  and  coal 
rates  in  Minnesota,  in  compliance  with 
the  order  of  the  state  railroad  and 
warehouse    commission    to    reduce    the

Thomas  Considine  Catches  a 


Baltimore  Is  Excited  Over 
a  Young  Man's  Sud- 
den Death. 

Baltimore,  July  6.— The  Baltimore 
police  are  wrestling  with  one  of  the 
most  mysterious  shooting  cases  that 
has  ever  been  brought  to  public  no- 
tice in  this  city.  On  the  morning  of 
Wednesday,  June  24,  the-  dead  body  of 
Mortimer  Johnson,  owner  of  t  pros- 
perous business  and  son  of  former  City 
Councilman  Joseph  G.  Johnson,  a 
wealthy  propert  yowner,  was  foimd 
lying  on  the  lloor  of  his  bedroom  in 
the  third  story  of  his  fathers  home. 
Charles  Sheeler,  man  of  all  work  about 
the  Johnson  home,  made  the  discovery 
and  his  alarm  caused  an  mvestiga- 
tion  by  detectives  and  a  coroner's  jury 
which  has  developed  nothing  to  de- 
cide whether  the  young  man  committed 
suicide  or  was  murdered,  the  verdict 
being   non-ommittal.

IS  CRUSHED 
UNDERENGINE 

Engineer   McGowan,   of 

Hinckley  Fire  Fame, 

Loses  Life. 

John  E,  McGowan,  one  of  the  oldest 
and  best  known  engineers  on  the  Du- 
luth division  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
road,  was  killed  by  the  overturning  of 
his  engine  at  Delwood  yesterday  after- 
noon. 

Engineer  McGowan  was  pulling  a  log- 
ging train,  and  b?tween  Delwood  and 
Montineda  a  sinking  rail  caused  the 
engine  to  overturr.  McGowan  and  his 
fireman  jumped,  the "  latter  escaping, 
but  the  former  bejng  caught  under  the 
locomotive.  His  head  was  driven  into 
the  earth  and  his  body  was  badly 
crushed.  The  fireman's  injuries  were 
slight. 

Engineer  McGovnn  formerly  lived  at 
the  West  End  in  this  city.  He  gained 
renown  at  the  time  of  the  Hinckley 
fire,  at  which  time  he  was  fireman  on 
the  train  which  I'ngiheer  Root  pulled 
through  a  blazing,  forgpt  and  saved  100 
lives.  While  Root  stdbd  at  the  lever, 
McGowan  stood  on  the  tender  and 
dasshed  water  over  the  burning  loco- 
motive and  its  engineer.  He  was  hand- 
somely rewarded  by  the  company  for 
his  bravery  on  the  Oceanian.

DOCTORS  TRY 

A  New  Experiment  on  Suffer- 
er From  Lockjaw. 

Cleveland,  July  6.— As  the  last  resort, 
physicians  at  Lakeside  hospital  in- 
serted the  hypodermic  needle  close  to 
the  base  of  the  brain  of  a  sufferer  from 
tetanus  and  injected  antitoxin.  The 
operation  was  a  bold  one  and  one  which 
will  attract  much  attention  among 
medical  men,  as  it  is  the  first  on  rec- 
ord. Dr.  Dudley  Allen,  of  this  city, 
performed  the  operation.  Antitoxin  has 
often  been  used  by  physicians  in  cases 
of  lockjaw,  but  has  been  injected  under 
the  skin.  It  was  found  that  the  anti- 
toxin failed  to  create  the  desired  effect 
on  account  of  the  time  It  took  to  reach 
nerve  centers   in   the  case,   which   has 


progressed  to  an  advanced  stage. 

The  patient  treated  was  in  a  serious 
condition.  The  disease  had  developed 
from  a  wound  caused  by  the  explosion 
of  a  blank  cartridge.  Sedatives  were 
administered  to  the  patient  to  quiet  the 
terrible  paroxysms,  his  skull  trepanned 
and  an  extra  long  needle  inserted.  No 
immediate  effect  was  observed,  but  the 
attending  physicians  declare  nothing 
unfavorable  has  yet  developed.

THE  PLUMBING  ORDINANCE. 

The  Herald  publishes  today  an  interesting  letter  from 
John  R.  de  VVaard,  the  architect,  on  the  plumbing  ordin- 
ance. It  has  been  contended  that  the  ordinance  cre- 
ating a  plumbing  in.spector  and  providing  rigid  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  plumbing  shall 
be  done  in  residences  and  business  blocks  has  caused  a 
large  increase  in  the  cost  of  this  work  and  that  building 
operations  have  Dcen  restricted  thereby.  Undoubtedly 
this  claim  has  some  foundation  and  Mr.  de  Waard  is  cor- 
rect in  his  contention  that  the  requirements  of  the  or- 
dinance are  excessive  and  that  much  unnecessary  ex- 
tra expense  is  caused,  while  sanitary  conditi'ins  would 
not  be  injuriously  affected  if  the  provisions  of  the  or- 
dinance were  less  rigid. 

The  ordinance  was  prepared  at  the  instance  of'  some 
journeymen  plumbers  and  rushed  through  the  council 
by  certain  aldermen  who  arc  fond  of  setting  ihetnselves 
up  as  the  friends  of  the  workingmen  and  posing  as  cham- 
pions of  union  labor.  It  is  .vident  that  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  did  not  receive  proper  consideration,  but 
it  is  not  too  late  to  rectify  the  mistake  that  was  made. 


THE  POPE'S  ILLNESS. 

The  eyes  of  the  whole  world  are  now  turned  toward 
Rome,  where  Pope  Leo  XIII  is  displaying  wonderful  vi- 
tality in  a  fight  which  is  expected  to  result  in  death. 
Senile  pneumonia,  developed  from  a  cold  contracted  last 
Friday  afternoon  while  he  was  taking  a  drive  in  the 
Vatican  grounds,  has  prostrated  the  aged  pontiff,  and  his 
condition  is  so  serious  that  his  recovery  hardly  setms 
even  a  possibility.  ''Long  life,"'  Leo  is  reported  to  have 
once  said,  "is  a  characteristic  of  the  Pecci  family;  they 
live  long,  but  death  comes  to  them  suddenly."  This  state- 
ment is  being  verified  in  his  case.  Ten  days  ago  he  was 
presiding  over  a  public  consistory  and  in  apparently  good 
health  for  a  man  of  his  advanced  years.  Now  he  is  hov- 
ering between  life  and  death,  and  only  his  remarkable 
prolonged  his  existence  during  the  past 
forty-eight  hours. 

Leo  XIII  was  93  years  old  on  March  2  last.  Twenty- 
five  years  ago  he  was  crowned  pope  on  the  balcony  of 
the  Vatican  overlooking  the  interior  of  St.  Peter's.  He 
lived  to  celebrated  his  jubilee  year  and  refute  the  papal 
warning  given  each  pope  at  his  coronation,  "Thou  shalt 
i  not  see  the  yeais  of  Peter."  According  to  tradition  the 
.25  pontificate  of  St.  J^eter  lasted  a  quarter  of  a  century.  It 
has  been  equaled  only  by  Pius  VI  and  exceeded  only  by 
Pius  IX  and  Leo  XIII:  In  recent  years  Leo  was  inclined 
to  joke  about  the  cardinals'  anticipation  of  his  early 
death.  "They  look  for  a  conclave,"  he  once  remarked  to 
a  friend;  "I  hold  a  consistory."  The  conclave  is  the 
assembly  of  cardinals  which  elects  a  pope.  The  or- 
dinary assembly  is  the  consistory.  It  is  said  that  a  por- 
trait painted  by  Thaddeus  about  twenty  years  ago,  dis- 
tressed him  because  he  looked  so  aged,  and  he  remon- 
strated gently,  "Mon  enfant,  les  rapes  in'ont  pas  d'age" 
("Popes  are  of  no  age").  Perhaps  he  may,  v.ith  his  won- 
derful vitality,  again  conquer  the  attack  of  illness.

THE  PACIFIC  CABLE. 

The  completion  tit  the  Commercial  company's  cable 
from  San  Francisco  to  the  Philippine  islands,  which  was 
duly  celebrated  by  the  president  of  the  United  Stat»s 
sending  a  message  around  the  world,  marks  the  success- 
ful conclusion  of  the  most  difficult  submarine  cable  en- 
terprise ever  attempted.  The  distance  is  more  than 
8000  miles  and  the  line  works  perfectly. 

As  early  as  1870  there  was  talk  of  an  .American  Pa- 
cific cable,  and  in  1874  the  United  States  frigate  Tusca- 
rora  surveyed  the  route  for  a  Pacific  cable  from  Califor- 
nia, via  Honolulu,  to  Japan.  1879  Cyrus  \V.  Field  ad- 
dressed himself  to  the  promotion  of  a  Pacific  cable  com- 
pany, but  nothing  more  was  done  till  the  Albatross  and 
Thetis  of  the  United  States  navy  were  commissioned  in 
1891  to  survey  the  route  between  San  Francisco  and 
Honolulu.  Three  more  years  passed  before  the  senate 
voted  $500,000  for  the  laying  of  this  section  of  a  Pacific 
cable,  but  the  bill  failed  to  pass  the  house  of  representa- 
tives. Finally,  under  the  direction  of  Rear  Admiral 
Bradford,  the  United  States  steamer  Nero  made  a  survey  I  manians, 
of  the  Pacific  for  a  route  to  connect  the  United  States 
with  the  Philippines  and  the  Asiatic  coast  by  way  of 
Hawaii,  the  Midway  Islands  and  Guam. 

Meanwhile  the  question  had  been  receiving  spasmodic 
attention  from  congress,  and  on  Feb.  10,  1890,  President 
McKinlcy  sent  a  special  message  directing  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  cstal>lishing  telegraphic  communication 
with  the  Philippines,  since  the  conditions  under  which 
the  government  maintained  telegraphic  communication 
with  its  new  possessions  were  both  anomalous  and  un 
satisfactory. 


WILL  BE  ESSENTIALLY  ENGLISH. 

Following  along  the  lines  of  ethnical  discussion  now 
so  prevalent  in  the  United  States,  and  which  has  several 
times  been  mentioned  in  these  columns.  Professor  F.  H. 
Giddings  adds  considerable  valuable  information  in  the 
July  International  Quarterly.  As  is  well  known,  the  chief 
.\merican  stock  in  colonial  days  was  English,  notwith- 
standing the  admixture  of  other  nationalities  which 
made  up  the  total.  Before  the  civil  war  the  immigration 
was  chiefly  of  English  and  Irish.  Then  began  a  great 
German  immigration,  followed  by 'a  large  arrival  of 
Scandinavians,  which  reached  its  maximum  in  the  '80s. 
During  the  last  ten  years  the  immigration  from  West- 
ern Europe  has  fallen  off,  while  that  from  Southern  and 
Eastern  Europe,  including  Italy,  Austria  and  Russia,  has 
increased.  The  question,  therefore,  is:  Will  the  Amer- 
ican people  of  the  future  be  on  the  whole  English,  or 
Celtic,  or  Teutonic,  or  Latin,  or  Slavic,  or  will  it  be  some 
new  hitherto  unheard  of  amalgam^  of  all  these  elements? 
Much  foolish  speculation  and  more  foolish  pessimism 
has  been  indulged  in  on  this  subject. 

The  various  nationalities  which  make  up  our  foreign- 
born   population   fall   naturally   into   five   ethnic   groups, 


the 


namely:  the  English-Teutonic,  including  Australi^ins, 
Danes,  English,  Finns,  Germans,  Hollanders,  Poland- 
Germans,  Norwegians  and  Swedes;  the  Celtic,  including 
the  Irish,  the  Welsh  and  the  Scotch;  the  Celto-Latin,  in- 
cluding the  Belgians,  the  French,  and  the  French  Cana- 
dians; the  Ibero  Latin,  including  the  Greeks,  the  Ital- 
ians, the  Portuguese,  and  the  Spanish;  and  the  Slav,  in- 
cluding the  Austrians,  the  Bohemians,  the  Hungarians, 
Poland-Austrians,  the  Poland-Russians,  the  Rou- 
and  the  Russians.  If  the  census  statistics  of 
nationality  be  classified  according  to  these  ethnic  group- 
ings it  will  be  found  that  in  the  North  Atlantic  division 
35.98  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born  are  of  the  English- 
Teutonic  stocks.  In  the  Sotith  Atlantic  division,  51.63  per 
cent;  in  the  North  Central  division,  71.44  per  cent;  in  the 
South  Central  division,  54.22  per  cent,  and  in  the  West- 
ern division,  57.53  per  cent  are  of  these  stocks.  In  the 
entire  United  States,  52.9  per  cent  of  the  foreign-born 
are  of  English-Teutonic  stock.

Evansvile,  Ind.,  July  6.— Race  preju- 
dice between  blacks  and  whites 
brought  on  a  reign  of  terror  here  Sun- 
day, which  was  not  ended.  All  of  last 
night  and  all  day  yesterday  armed 
mobs  threatened  the  lives  of  citizens. 
Gun  stores  were  broken  open  and  wea- 
pons and  ammunition  were  seized  by 
blacks  and  whites.  The  county  jail 
is  partly  wrecked,  an  angry  mob  of 
2000  whites  having  broken  into  it  to 
hunt  for  a  black  victim.  The  wall 
was  forced  with  a  battering  ram.  Ne- 
gro dives  were  ransacked  and  shot 
to  pieces  in  the  search  for  blacks  and 
an  armed  company  of  drilled  blacks 
marched  through  the  streets  threaten- 
ing the  lives  of  all  ^hites.  The  gov- 
ernor has  ordered  out  troops  to  pro- 
tect property  and  quell  the  disturb- 
ance, but  they  have  not  arrived.  At 
daylight  this  morning  300  armed  white 
men  have  started  for  the  powder  ma- 
gazine near  the  city  to  secure  explo- 
sives with  which  they  declare  they 
will  blow  up  the  entire  negro  colony 
of  Baptist  town,  a  suburb  of  this 
citv. 

The  trouble,  which  has  been  brew- 
ing for  some  months,  came  to  a  crisis 
Friday,  when  Lee  Brown,  a  negro, 
shot  and  killed  Patrolman  Massey, 
who  was  trying  to  arrest  him  while 
bent  on  the  murder  of  a  white  man. 
Threats  of  vengeance  were  followed 
b:-  the  surrounding  of  the  jail.  The 
nogio  was  secretly  removed  from  the 
city  yesterday  and  taken  to  Vincennes. 
Patrolman  Massey  died  in  terrible 
agony  and  yesterday  morning  the 
crowds  refused  to  credit  statements  of 
the  officials  that  the  ngro  was  not  in 
the  jail  and  became  threatening.  Twen- 
ty-live policemen  were  mobilized  in  the 
jail  and  repulsed  the  lirst  attempt  to 
force  an  entrance  after  the  gates  were 
crushed  in.  telephone  pole  was  used 
as  a  battering  ram  and  the  jail  win- 
dows gave  way.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  search  for  the  negro,  but 
reports  that  he  was  not  in  the  jail 
were  not  believed  and  after  forcing  a 
breach  the  mob  poured  into  the  corri- 
dors. Finding  its  victim  gone,  there 
was  a  cry  of  "Kill  the  niggers,"  and 
arms  were  demanded. 

A  company  of  armed  negroes,  aroused 
by  the  race  troubles,  marched  through 
the  streets  shouting  "Down  w'ith  the 
whites,"  and  threatening  death  to  all 
if  the  negro  was  lynched.  This  started 
a  rush  for  the  gun  stores  by  the  whites. 
Three  were  broken  open  and  400  rilles 
and  revolvers  with  ammunition  were 
seized. 

From  this  time  on  throughout  the 
night  there  was  continued  shooting. 
AVhat  the  fatalities  were  the  coming 
day  will  show,  but  one  negro  woman  is 
known  to  be  dead  and  a  boy  named 
Logan  was  shot  and  seriously  wound- 
ed by  a  negro.  The  mob  that  went 
through  the  streets  inhabited  by 
nebroes  did  not  stop  to  inspect  its 
work,  and  the  excitement  and  confusion 
have  prevented  houses  being  searched 
for  dead  and  wounded. 

The  mob,  after  leaving  the  jail  on 
finding  that  the  negro  Brown  was  gone, 
broke  into  the  gun  stores  of  Boettioner 
&  Kellogg,  Willerding  &  Co.  and  F.  M, 
Bush  &.  Co.,  and  after  becoming  thor- 
oughly armed,  rushed  through  the 
streets  hunting  negroes.  The  armed 
company  of  ne-groes  had  disappeared. 
All  blacks  had  fled  the  streets,  and 
when  the  rioters  failed  to  find  victims 
in  the  streets,  the  resort  of  Budd  Fruit 
was  attacked  and  shot  to  pieces. 
Whether  any  were  killed  there  is  not 
known  yet.  From  there  the  gun  stores 
of  Willerding  and  Bush  were  broken 
open  and  new  recruits  to  the  mob  were 
armed.  The  march  to  Baptist  town 
was  then  begun,  and  as  dawn  began  to 
break  the  mob  was  rushing  toward  the 
powder  magazine  near  the  city  for 
powder  with  which  to  blow  up  the 
negro  colony. 

Throughout  the  night  officials  have 
been  powerless.  The  negroes  scattered 
after  the  first  armed  display  of  re- 
sistance and  have  not  made  a  stand 
since.  They  are  flying  in  terror.  Thou- 
sands of  shots  were  fired  during  the 
night.  The  governor  was  appealed  to 
and  ordered  out  the  militia,  but  it  ha 
snot  appeared  as  yet.  Three  gun  stores 
are  demolished,  the  jail  is  partly 
wrecked,  glass  in  a  hundred  buildings 
is  broken,  and  a  spirit  of  revenge  on 
the  part  of  the  whites  and  the  sulleti 
resistance  on  the  part  of  the  blacks  if 
cornered  is  manifest.  The  governor 
has  been  appealed  to  a  second  time  and 
is  expected  to  take  action  today  to 
avoid  further  bloodshed. 

At  6:30  this  morning  Capt.  Brenk  of 
the  police  force  reported  that  there 
was  little  possibility  of  peace.  The 
crowd  of  negroes  that  started  the  trou- 
ble last  night  is  thought  to  have  been 
organiezd  at  Bud  Fruit's  place.  The 
captain  said  that  there  is  little  doubt 
in  his  mind  but  that  Fruit  incited  the 
negroes  to  go  to  the  defense  of  Brown, 
who  the  mob  thought  was  confined  in 
.lail. 

The  polke  department  is  anticipating 
other  outbrfaks  today.  The  armed 
force  of  negroes  is  still  at  large, 
though  scattered,  and  is  defying  the 
officers.  No  arrests  have  been  made, 
but  the  police  have  been  instructed 
to  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
corral  the  band. 

No  deaths  have  been  reported,  but 
several  are  known  to  have  sustained 
serious  injuries,  and  a  number  of 
negroes  are  missing. 

The  mob  that  moved  on  Baptisttown 
early  this  morning  riddled  the  dives 
with  bullets,  and  it  is  thought  a  few- 
were  killed  and  several  injured.  The 
mob  made  a  futile  attempt  to  get  into 
the  powder  magazine.  It  was  divided 
into  smcall  groups,  and  the  members 
are  still  armed  and  marching  through 
the   streets. 

The  company  of  militia  which  was 
ordered  on  the  scene  by  Governor  Dur- 
bin  has  not  arrived,  and  an  investiga- 
tion will  follow  the  failure  of  the  cap- 
tain of  the  company  to  respond  to  the 
.call  of  the  state  and  city  authorities. 
Capt.  Brenk  says  the  police  department 
is  powerless  if  another  outbreak  occurs, 
which  he  is  fearing.

BIG  JOKE  ON 
EDUCATORS 


Hope  of  Money  For  Col- 
leges Lured  Them 
to  Chicago. 

Cincinnati,  July  6.— Enticed  by  letters 
purporting  to  announce  Andrew  Car- 
negie's purpose  to  give  substantial  fi- 
nancial aid  to  the  colleges  of  eKntucky, 

a  score  or  more  ?ducators  of  that  state, 
representing  seven  institutions,  eagerly 
came  to  this  city  only  to  discover  that 
they  had  been  the  victims  of  a  remark- 
able hoax. 

The  letter  which  each  had  received 
was  signed  "A.  A.  Frank,"  and  a.sked 
the  educators  to  meet  him  at  the  Grand 
hotel  here  and  receive  the  money  which 
Carnegie  had  decided  to  give  each  col- 
lege. The  hour  set  was  12  o'clock,  and 
it  was  suggest* d  that  the  professors 
bring  attorneys  and  members  of  their 
boards  of  trustees  with  them. 

Among  those  rt'ho  arrived  in  person 
were  Rev.  W.  C.  Roberts,  president  of 
Central  university,  and  Meesrs.  Hum- 
phreys, Blanton,  Blayny.  Welsh  and 
Cheak,  of  the  trustees;  Burris  A.  Jen- 
kins, president  of  Kentucky  university, 
and  Messrs.  Cox  and  Vance,  Dr.  Best, 
of  Millersburg  Military  academy;  Dr. 
Hughes,  of  Holliness  college,  Fillmore; 
Dr.  Weber,  of  Kentucky  Wesleyan; 
John  W.  Yerkejt,  commissioner  of  the 
internal  revenue,  and  other  notables. 

All  these  gathered  at  the  hotel,  but 
no  one  came  and  no  "A.  A.  Frank." 
Inquiries  showed  that  he  was  unknown 
to  the  hotel  people.  Then  the  whisper 
went  round  that  there  was  no  such 
person  as  "Mr.  Frank."  Heads  were 
then  put  together,  and  to  give  time  to 
talk  the  matter  over  and 
excuse  for  having  come 
luncheon  was  proposed. 

During  the  meal  a  plan  of  dissemblinfr 
was  formed.  A  meeting  was  called  to 
organize  a  "state  intercollegiate-  a.sso- 
ciation  to  advance  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion." Then  the  meeting  adjourned 
and  the  members;  dispersed.  Some  were 
too  angry  to  discuss  the  hoax.  Others 
were  disposed  to  laugh.  All  admitted  in 
private  that  it  was  the  meanest  joke 
ever  perpetrated  on  a  hopeful  company 
of  educators. 

Investigation  Hho#s  that  the  author 
of  the  hoax  is  a  clergyman  and  the 
head  of  one  of  Kentucky's  educational 
institutions.  He  is  believed  to  be  tem- 
porarily unbalanced,  and  there  is  no 
likelihood  of  any  action  against

PLEA  FOR  OLD 
AMERICANISM 

Ex-Scnator  Townc's  Ad- 
dress at  Tammany  Hall. 

Chief  Speech  at  Fourth 
of  July  Celebration. 


New  York,  July  6. — A  letter  from 
Grover  Cleveland,  the  first  in  ten 
years,  not  a  mention  of  Richi-rd  Cio- 
ker.  a  savage  attack  on  President 
Koosevelt  by  David  B.  Hill,  and  a  pro- 
gram designed  to  mark  the  reunion  of 
the  Biyan  and  Cleveland  forces  dis- 
tin§-ui«bed  Charles  F.  Murphy's  first 
Tammany   Fourth  of  July  celebration. 

Mr.  Murphy  failed  to  prevent  a  noisy 
outbieuk  when  the  name  of  Brj-an 
w.ts  metnioned,  wl>ich  was  in  market 
contrast  to  the  rec(>i.tiori  of  Mr.  Cleve- 
land's letter  imr  ly  precednig  it. 
A  few  hisses  i,.  with  the  ap- 
plause for  Mr.  Cleveland's  name.  The 
audience  broke  into  wUd  cheering  after 
the  reading  of  the  Cleveland  lett3i", 
•when  :?ecrelary  Thomas  F.  Smith  be- 
gan reading 

•■Lincoln,  Neb. — "  When  the  Cleve- 
land cheering  began  to  die  out  some 
one  cried;  "Three  cheers  for  Bryan," 
and  the  wigwam  rang  with  them. 

It  was  one  of  the  noisiest  of  Tam- 
many's Fourth  of  Ju»y  celebrations. 
The  stage  was  crowded  with  orators. 
and  every  speech  contaln&d  a  predic- 
tion of  Tammany  victory  next  fall. 
These  predictions  keyed  the  audience 
lip  to  the  wildest  i«itch  of  enthusiasm, 
and  in  spite  of  the  siuffy  hall  and  the 
heat,  the  audience  remained  during 
three    hours    of    continuous    oratory. 

Former  Senator  Charles  A.  Towne, 
of  Minnesota,  was  the  hero  of  the  day. 
He  and  Senator  Joseph  W.  Bailey,  of 
Texas,  were  scheduled  to  make  the 
"long  talks,"  but  Mr.  Towne's  speech 
Wiis  the  principal  one.  After  he  had 
Spoken  for  more  than  an  hour  on  'Im- 
perialism" as  a  flagrant  violation  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  Leader 
Murphy,  himseif  jumping  to  his  feet, 
Jed  ill  the-  cheering.  Mr.  Towne  said: 

It  is  a  high  privilege  to  have  a  part 
In  the?e  exercises.  We  are  here  to 
commemorate  the  most  important  and 
the  most  interesting  political  event  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  One  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  years  ago  today  this 
ration  was  born,  and  we  are  met  to 
renew  about  the  altar  of  a  common 
c-iti'/cenship  our  obligation  of  fealty  and 
reverence  to  those  eternal  principles 
of  liberty  upon  which  our  American 
ji  public    was    founded. 

The  organiziition  under  whose  aus- 
pices this  celebration  is  held  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  that  provision  in 
its  regulations  which  requires,  as  .\ 
part  of  the  program,  the  reading  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence-.  Once 
a  year  is  not  too  often  tor  the  citizen 
to  review  that  eloquent  and  convinc- 
ing proclamation  of  the  true  basis  of 
v\l  just  government.  The  nation  came 
^nto  existt^nce  in  asserting  them.  Only 
as  it  has  attempted  to  realize  them 
v.llh  more  and  more  fidelity  has  it 
grown  great.  In  the  hour  when  it 
shall  either  weakly  forget  or  deliber- 
ately betray  them  its  greatness  will 
begin   inevitably  to  pass  away. 

Those  principles  were  systematized 
and  applied  in  the  constitution  of  the 
United  Slates,  which  an  eminent  jurist 
has  called  the  body  whereof  fne  De«c- 
laration  of  Independence  is  the  soul. 
I'or  more  than  a  century  they  in- 
formed the  policy  and  shaped  the 
destiny  of  the  government.  They  kept 
l)right  and  burning  the  fires  of  pa- 
triotism. They  gave  high  and  worthy 
stimulus  to  the  national  imagination. 
They  inspired  our  literature.  They 
furnished  the  noblest  ideals  to  the  con- 
ttimplation  of  the  young.  They  wrought 
them.selves  into  the  very  fibre  of 
AmC'rican  citizenship  and  character. 
They  were  consciously  the  foundation 
o  fa  self-restraineil  but  vigorous  democ- 
racy. They  joined  freedom  and  re- 
Bpoiisibility.  They  caused  liberty'  to 
se-;m  the  natural  inheritance  of  all 
men.  They  made  social  justice  an  in- 
stinct. Opi>ortunity  was  the  unchal- 
lenued  birthright  of  every  American 
citizen. 


The  reaction  of  these  doc- 
trines and  of  the  institutions 
produced  by  them,  upon  the 
world  at  large,  has  been  the 
most  widespread  and  potent 
secular  force  mankind  has 
felt  since  the  fall  ,of  the  Ro- 
man empire. 


These  doctrines  and  institutions 
have  written  more  than  4<>0  political 
constitutions  in  various  parts  of  the 
world.  Their  influence  is  plainly 
seen  in  every  country  where,  within 
the  last  10  years  there  has  been 
achieved  an  extension  of  religious  li- 
berty, of  popular  education,  of  free- 
dom of  the  press,  of  trial  by  jury. 
They  have  rationalized  diplomacy. 
They  have  codified  the  laws.  They 
have  mitigated  the  usages  of  war. 
They    have    unified    Italy.    They    have 

(Confederated  the  state.^  of  Ger- 
many. They  have  four  times  refoimed 
the  English  pariament.  They*  have 
madi»  possible  Canadian  autonomy  and 
Au.stralian  federattion.  They  have 
given    representative    chambers       and 

ministerial  responsibility  to  nearly 
every  government  in  Europe.  They 
have  constitutionalized  Japan.  They 
have  established,  we  devoutly  trust,  a 
permanent  republic  in  France.  They 
have  dedicated  the  Western  hemis- 
phere to  the  righteous  experiment  of 
I  elf-government  forever.  They  have 
dignified  labor.  They  have  ennobled 
manhood.  They  have  serve^l  notice 
of  dissolution  on  every

I  This,  then,  shall  be  my  text,  a  plea 
for  the  old  Americanism.      In  the  brief 

I  lime  during  which  I  shall  ask  your 
attention,  I  shall  remaind  you  that 
this  nation  was  founded  upou  prin- 
ciples which,  however  familiar  now, 
were  absolutely  novel  when  proclaimed. 
1  shall  maintain  that  in  the  practical 
working  out  of  those  principles  lie  our 
manifest  dutj'  and  glory;  that  under 
the  control  of  forces  now  dominant  in 
our  politics  we  are  falsifying  our 
principles,  neglecting  our  duty  and 
imperiling  our  glory;  that  disaster  may 
be  averted  and  the  public  welfare  sub- 
served only  by  a  rigorous  application 
of  our  historic  and  accepted  doctrines 
to  present  economic,  industrial  and  po- 
litical problems;  that  the  Democratic 
party,  meeting  at  once  obligation  and 
opportunity,  should  take  its  stand  "up- 
on the  ancient  ways"  and  call  upon 
the  American  people  to  restore  the 
faith     of   our   fathc-rs. 

"We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evi- 
dent; that  all  men  are  created  equal; 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator 
with  certain  unalienable  rights,  among 
v.hich  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness:  that  to  secure  these 
rights  governments  are  instituted 
among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed." 
Thu.s  did  our  fathers,  on  that  memor- 
able Fourth  day  of  July,  1776.  proclaim 
to  the  world  the  political  philosophy  of 
the  new-born  nation.  Familiarity  may 
somewhat  have  dulled  to  our  apprecia- 
tion these  noble  sentences.  They  were 
startling  enough  when  first  set  forth. 
Their  sentim.ents  had  formed  the  songs 
of  many  of  the  poets,  and  the  dreams 
of  som.e  of  the  philosophers;  but  never 
before  had  they  been  authoritatively 
announced  as  the  basis  of  an  actual 
state. 


It  was  the  supreme  fortune 
of  the  American  people  to  start 
with  a  charter  of  liberty 
broader  than  that  which  other 
peoples  had  dared  to  prescribe 
to  themselves  as  the  goal  of 
their  struggles. 


Other  institutions  rested  on  the  de- 
position of  power  in  the  hands  of  one 
or  of  a  few.  By  ours  it  was  from  the 
first  declared  to  belong  to  the  many. 
In  other  governments  the  people  have 
striven  to  secure  concessions.  In  the 
United  States  their  task  has  been  and 
IS  to  maintain  their  original  rights. 

Much  mistaken  discussion  has  been 
had  upO!i  the  nature  of  the  equality 
thus  proclaimed  by  the  Declaration  to 
be  the  common  property  of  all  men. 
This  is  not  the  time  for  a  prolonged 
consideration  of  the  subject,  but  it 
seems  clear  that  the  framers  of  the  in- 
strument intended  the  statement  to 
apply  to  the  rights  to  life,  to  liberty 
and  to  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  The 
same  hand  that  formulated  the  Declar- 
ation of  Independence  afterward 
penned  the  following  sentence,  which 
may  De  regarded  as  a  commentary  on 
the  passage,  and  which  has  become  an 
honored  and  luminous  Democratic 
maxim,  "Equal  rights  for  all.  special 
piivileges  to  none."  Thus  may  evtry 
true  Democrat  today  harmonize  patriot- 
ism and  partisanship  in  doing  rever- 
ence to  the  memory  of  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, the  author  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  and  the  founder  of  the 
Democratic  party. 

By  making  the  consent  of  the  gov- 
erned the  source  of  the  just  powers  of 
all  government,  our  fathers  declared 
the  inviolability  of  the  nation  as  such. 
Every  people  has  its  own  individuality. 
Its  own  peculiar  dispositions.  Inherited 
traits  and  instincts,  its  own  mission 
and  destiny,  its  cJwn  responsibility. 
Th3  national  life  is  sacred.  It  must  be 
self-diroclorv.  No  inimical  and  im- 
posed authority  can  finally  benefit  it. 
As  every  individual  has  an  inherent 
right  to  be  free  from  t'ne  oppression  of 
any  other  individual,  so  every  nation 
has>  the  inherent  right  to  be  free  from 
the  Oppression  of  any  other  nation. 
cRal  national  progress  and  happiness 
are  possible  in  no  other  way. 

Abraham  Lincoln  said  that  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  was  not  so 
much  history  as  prophecy;  not  so  much 
a  statement  of  what  had  been  or  was, 
as  of  what  ought  to  be;  that  it  set  up 
an  ideal  standard  toward  which  it  was 
our  purpose  and  duty  to  press  with 
ever  closer  and  closer  realization. 
What  a  sublime  ideal  I  What  could  be 
better  calculated  than  such  a  motto  to 
liberalifez  the  life  of  a  people,  to  develop 
its  humanity,  to  equip  it  for  a  benefi- 
cent influence  on  the  world?  Such  a 
purpose  has  indeed  animated  this  na- 
tion until  ver>'  recently.  I  cannot  yet 
persuade  myself  that  it  has  consciously 
.abdicated  that  purpose.  After  cherish- 
ing the  sacred  doctrines  of  the  Ameri- 
can revolution  for  a  century  and  a 
quarter;  after  sacrificing  unnumbered 
lives  and  uncounted  treasure  in  the 
greatest  of  all  civil  wars  to  expiate  the 
one  violence  our  fathers  did  to  their 
own  principles  in  handing  down  to 
their  successors  the  institution  of 
slavery;  it  cannot  be  possible  that,  al- 
most in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  the 
American  people  have  definitely  for- 
sworn their  allegiance  to  the  cause  of 
liberty.

eYt  nothing  less  than  this 
is  involved  in  a  final  and  pur- 
posed approval  of  the  policy 
of  the  party  in  power  in  le- 
gard  to  the  Philippine  islands. 


How  opposed  that  policy  is  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  our  institu- 
tions, how  abhorrent  to  traditional 
American  sentiment,  will  clearly  ap- 
pear from  the  briefest  possible  re- 
hearsal of  historic  facts.  A  short  five 
years  ago  the  United  States  gave  an 
unprecedented  example  of  national 
chivalry.  We  went  to  war,  not  for 
booty  o"-  aggrandisement,  not  even  for 
the  enforcement  of  any  right  of  our 
own,  but  to  win  liberty  for  a  neighbor- 


ing people.  We  preceded  hostilities 
with  a  notice  to  all  the  world  that  we 
proposed  to  claim  nothing  for  ourselves 
but  that  we  would  hand  over  to  the 
people  of  Cuba  the  possession  and  gov- 
ernment of  their  own  country  as  soon 
as  the  power  of  .'^pain  should  have  been 
destroyed  and  peace  should  be  estab- 
lished in  the  island.  C*ur  presence  in 
the  Philippins  was  purely  as  an  inci- 
dent to  the  prosecution  of  the  war  for 
the  liberation  of  Cuba,  and  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  maxim  of  war  to  seek  an 
enemy's  means  of  offense  wherever  it 
may  be  found  and  destroy  it.  At  the 
same  instant  of  time  Spanish  tyranny 
was  intolerable  in  two  hemispheres. 
Against  it  Cubans  were  in  armed  re- 
volt at  our  very  doors.  Against  it  Fili- 
pinos were  in  armed  revolt  half  way 
round  the  world.  Each  sought  their 
national  independence,  and  we  knew  it. 
Each  welcomed  us  with  open  arms,  be- 
cause we  joined  against  a  common 
enemj'.  Each  became  our  ally  in  hon- 
est intention  and  in  fact.  Fellow  citi- 
zens, when  the  inquisition  of  after  ages 
shall  arraign  us  at -the  bar  of  history, 
what  reason,  justification  or  excuse 
that  we  can  now  transmit  to  that  far- 
off  time,  may  plead  for  us?  Who  shall 
answer  the  questions:  "Why  was  a 
war  for  the  freedom  of  one  people 
changed  into  a  war  for  the  subjugation 
of  another  people?"  "You  accepted  the 
services  of  the  Filipinos  in  conquering 
the  Spanish,  you  gave  them  arms  and 
ammunition,  you  put  them  in  your 
trenches,  you  let  them  fight  for  you. 
bleed  for  you.  die  for  you,  you  knew 
they  thought  your  object  to  be  the  in- 
dependence of  Cuba;  they  knew  you 
knew  their  object  to  be  the  indepen- 
dnce  of  the  Phillppln  islands;  why. 
when  the  fleet  of  your  common  enemy 
was  sunk  deep  in  Manila  bay,  did  you 
turn  your  guns  on  your  allies  aiid  sub- 
stitute your  own  for  Spanish  rule  when 
they  were  equally  opposed  to  both . 
"In  August,  1S98,  you  signed  a  solemn 
compact,  the  peace  protocol,  by  the 
third  article  of  which  you  bound 
yourselves  to  occupy  and  hoia 
the  city,  bay  and  harbor  of  Manila

We  must  not  prove  recreant  to  the 
trust  transmitted  to  us  by  our  fathers. 
We  must  not  turn  our  backs  upon  the 
most  inspiring  memories  of  all  time. 
We  must  not  substitute  for  the  old 
American  ideals  the  tawdry  and  bar- 
baric standards  of  outworn  civiliza- 
tions. We  must  not  barter  the  moral 
leadership  of  mankind  and  the  spon- 
sorship of  human  freedom  for  an 
ienoDle  precedence  in  the  ranks  of  cor- 
rupt and   despotic  nations. 

This  crime  against  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  has  necessitated  a  fic- 
tional modification  of  the  constitution 
more  fundamental  than  any  ever  made 
in  it  by  specific  amendment,  and  one 
that,  in  my  opinion,  never  could  have 
been  made  by  amendment  as  constitu- 
tionally provided.  In  this  connection 
the  statement  of  a  few  constitutional 
principles  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  have 

never  been  controverted  until  very 
rec«»ntly,  will  be  serviceable.  The  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  is  a  writ- 
ten grant  of  power.  It  derives  its 
existence  solely  from  the  people.  It 
alone  created  the  government  and  its 

three  departments.  All  the  powers 
possessed  by  congre.ss.  the  president 
and  the  supreme  court  come  from  the 

people,  and  are  enumerated  in  the 
instrument.  No  power  not  specifically 
granted  by  it  or  necessarily  inferred 
a.3  proper  to  enable  the  granted  power 

to  be  exercised  has  any  existence. 
While  the  government  thus  created  is 
sovereign  within  its  sphere,  yet  the 
vast  residual  sovereignty,  that  ultimate 
and  absolute  power  which  it  Is  said 
must  in  every  system  exist  somewhere, 
resides  in  the  people. 


!  The  exigencies  of  the  present  na- 
tional program  have  given  rise  to  much 

■  loose,  false  and  dangerous  doctrine.  It 
has  been  contended,  for  example,  that 
a  colonial  policy  is  permissible  be- 
cause other  naticms  h.ave  practiced  it 
and  do  practice  it;  that  it  is  absurd 
that  the  United  Stales  cannot  do  what 
any  other  great  government  may  do; 
that   the  so-called    "Little   Americans" 

j  would  tie  the  hands  6f  the  govern- 
ment, and  more  to  similar  effect.  In 
addition  to  the  fact  that  this  argument 
is  a  mere  begging  of  the  question,  let 
it  particularly  be  remarked  that  it  fails 
to  distinguish  beiween   the  people  and

■  that  it  has  sulttd  the  people  not  to 
confer  upon  the  government.  The  peo- 
ple formed  a  written  constitution  of 
delegated  and  restricted  powers  for  the 

I  very  reason  that  the.v  did  not  want  the 
government  to  be  abl»»  to  do  what  cer- 
tain other  governments  may  do.     The 
'  people  possess  as  much  sovereignty  as 
i  exists   in   any   other   system,    but   whe- 
I  ther  or  not  it  shall  be  exercised  in  cer- 
'  tain    particulars    not   provided    for    de- 
!  pends   upon    whe  .her   the    people   shall 
confer  it  on   their  constitutionally   ap- 
pointed   agents    by    suitable      amend- 
ment.

'me  to   speak  of  the  lavish   expediture  of 

'  hundretis  of  millions  of  money,  the  futile 
loss  of  thousands  of  lives,  the  ill-health 
and  insanity  vi.sitcd  by  the  climate  .and 
the  service  upon  so  many  officers  and 
men;  the  pitiful  commerce  that  we  might 
have  got   in   larger  measure  by  peaceful 
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methods;  the  devastation  of  territory;  the 
concorship  of  tiie  press;  the  smotiiered 
corruption;  the  harsh  laws;  the  exercise 
of  autocratic  legislative,  judicial  and 
executive  powers  by  appointive  officers; 
the  cruelties  practised  in  tne  military  ad- 
ministration, the  excuse  for  wliich.  that 
they  are  necessary  and  unavoidable  in  all 
wars  against  so-called  inferior  races,  con- 
stitutes the  strongest  indictment  against 
the  policy,  and  proves  that  the  worst 
1  enemies  of  the  American  soldier  are  the 
men  who  pose  as  his  champions  while 
compelling  him  to  undertake  a  duty  whose 
discharge  must,  according  to  their  own 
statements.  Inevitably  degrade  him. 

But  not  all  these  considerations  deter 
those  responsible  for  the  conditions  from 
indulging  in  dreams  of  conquest  and  of 
empire  of  much  more  portentous  propor- 
tions. The  present  chief  executive,  when 
a  candidate  for  vice  president  in  1900.  was 
accustomed  to  declare  with  much  heat 
and  paiision  that  the  United  States  nrust 
under  no  circumstances  fail  to  do  "its 
parts  in  the  world's  work,"  and  what  he 
meant  by  the  "world's  work"  was 
evidenced  by  his  citations  of  Its  perform- 
ance by  France  in  Algiers,  by  England  in 
the  Soudan,  and  by  Russia  in  Turkestan— 
truly  an  alluring  program  for  the  cham- 
pions of  human  liberty.  That  his  opinions 
have  not  changed  is  apparent  in  the 
I  following  extract  from  the  president's 
[speech  in  San  Franci.sco  in  May:  "The 
'inevitable  march  of  events  gave  us  the 
control  of  the  Philippines  at  a  time  so 
opportune  that  it  may  without  Irreverence 
be  held  providential.  Unless  we  show  our- 
selves weak,  unless  we  show  ourselves  de- 
generate sons  of  the  sires  from  whose 
loins  we  sprang,  we  must  go  on  with  the 
work  that  we  have  begun.  I  earnestly 
hoi>e  that  this  work  may  always  be 
peaceful  in  character."

Yet  hi.4"  Mohammedan' persu»;.sion  is  so 
absolute  that  although  he  would  much 
prefer  the  policy  of  land-robbing  aud 
conquest  should  be  peaceful,  he  plainly 
lets  It  appear  that  he  could  view  with 
equanimity  the  prospect  of  more  rapine 
and  slaughter  provided  he  had  for  it  an 
equally   clear  case  of  Providential   man- 

This  new  policy  of  colonialism  is  trying 
to  masquerade  in  the  borrowed  garments 
of  democracy.  It  ha-s  labeled  it.self  "ex- 
pansion;" but  the  disguise  is  transparent. 
The  new  policy  Is  not  expan.sion.  Expan- 
sion is  the  natural  and  healthful  growth 
of  .an  organism.  The  imperialistic  process 
of  enlargement  is  by  the  extrantous  graft- 
ing of  alien  and  unsympathetic  tissue  be- 
tween which  and  the  parent  life  there  can 
never  be  any  organic  relation.  It  wa.^  un- 
der the  auspices  of  the  Democratic  party 
that  the  boundary  lines  of  our  infant 
republic  were  extended  to  the  West,  the 
Southwest  and  the  Northwest,  until  they 
embraced  the  continent  from  the  British 
possessions  to  Mexico  and  from  ocean  to 
ocean.  And  it  is  a  claim  by  that  party 
to  the  deathless  memory  of  all  after  time 
that  every  foot  of  this  almost  illimitable 
domain  came  under  our  liberties  at  <hi' 
same  Instant  that  it  came  under  our 
flag  The  Democratic  party  has  never 
given  the  nation  a  colony,  but  it  has  pre- 
.sented  to  the  country  more  than  seventy- 
two  per  cent  of  its  3.025.«)00  square  miles 
of  contiguous  territory.  It  has  never 
cteated  a  "dependency."  but  it  has  .fur- 
nished the  raw  material  for  thirty-two  of 
our  fortv-five  States  and  for  four  "Terri- 
tories pledged  to  statehood  in  the  Lnion. 
where,  indeed,  they  would  De  today  if 
the  Democratic  party  could  have  had  its 
wav  or  if  It-s  Republican  party  nad  kept 
its'oromises  solemnly  made  in  national 
convention.  The  Democratic  party  has 
never  coerced  the  allegiance  of  one  ."ub- 
i^t  "  but  it  has  extende*  the  guarantees 
of  the  Constitution  to  many  milhons  of 
citizens  of  the  republic.  ^„„^„       „, 

But  fellow  citizens,  this  danger  of 
commitment  to  an  indefinite  program  of 
conquest  is  not  the  only.  nor.  perhaps, 
the  chief,  harmful  consequence  of  colon- 
ialism The  reflex  action  of  colonial 
methods  of  government  on  the  institu- 
JVons  at  home  when  those  institutions  are 
of  a  republican  form,  is  certain  and  pro- 
found. The  eminent  historian.  Bryce 
in  describing  the  process  whereby  the 
Roman  republic  was  gradually  and  subtly 
changed  into  an  empire  long  before  it  be- 
came such  in  name,  attributes  the  ori- 
cin  of  imperial  methods  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  colonies,  whence  these 
methods  found  their  way  back  to  the 
Central  government.  Says  he:  Re- 
pubhcan  forms  had  never  been  known  in 
the  provinces  at  all.  and  the  aspect 
which  the  Imperial  administration  had 
originally  assumed  there  soon  re^  e"! 
on  its  position  at  the  capital.  So  mu»t 
it  do  in  our  case  if  only  the  process  be 
permitted     to    continue     long    enough.

The  complexity  of  the  procedure  nec- 
es.sary  in  free  governments;  the  publi- 
city and  discussion  incident  to  it:  the  nice 
observance  of  law  required  when  its  en- 
forcement Is  immediately  under  the 
watchful  eve  of  a  sovereign  citizenship; 
the  silent  restraint  of  a  trained  public 
sentiment;  these  things  are  incongru- 
ous with  the  secrecy,  speed  and  irres- 
ponsibilitv  characteristic  of  the  rule  of 
nations  "over  their  dependencies.  And 
since    it    is    not    in    human    nature    long 


to  preserve  in  harmonious  action  two 
absolutely  opposite  dispositions  and 
habits,  it  is  inevitable  that  one  must 
gradually  prevail  until  it  displaces  llie 
other.  Since  also  it  is  the  universal  ten- 
dency of  human  nature  to  be  corrupted 
by  the  pos.session  of  irresponsible  power, 
it  follows,  and  history  confirms  the  gen- 
earilization,  that  in  all  such  ca->-es  it  is 
the  tyrannical  and  despotic  element  that 
grows  at  the  expense  of  the  democratic 
one.  It  may  be  taken  as  a  conclusion  as 
certain  as  any  fact  of  human  experience 
that  no  government  by  the  same  men 
can  be  absolute  in  one  hemispliere  and 
remain  free  in  the  other;  that  no  con- 
gress can  continue  scrupulously  to  re- 
gard the  restraints  of  the  constitution  in 
legislating  for  eighty  millions  of  people 
while  it  habitually  disregards  those  re- 
straints in  legislating  for  ten  millions  of 
people;  that  no  autocrat  of-  the  Philip- 
pines can  poissibly  realize  the  ideal  of  a 
constitutional  president  of  the  United 
States. 

The  tendencies,  that,  under  the  party 
in  power,  have  led  to  a  repudiation  of 
the  Declaration  of  Indepndance  and  to 
a  partial  imperialization  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  have  natu- 
rally produced  a  corresponding  revolu- 
tion in  the  traditions  and  maxims  of  the 
government.  The  Jeffersonian  formula 
already  quoted:  "Equal  rights  for  all. 
special  privileges  to  none,"  wherein  are 
all  the  law  and  the  prophets  of  just  gov 
crnment,  is  in  direct  contradiction  with 
the  precepts  that  today  seem  to  inspire 
the  making  and  administration  of  the 
laws.  We  behold  on  every  side  a  verit- 
able carnival  of  special  privilege.  The 
Industrial  monopolies  are  given  the  privi- 
lege of  writing  their  own  tariff  schedules. 
The  banks  are  given  the  privilege  of  con- 
trolling the  money  of  the  country.  The 
railroads  are  permitted  to  regulate  in- 
terstate commerce.  Wealth  largely  es- 
capes its  proper  proportion  of  the  bur- 
den of  taxation.  Great  trusts  levy  trib- 
ute on  states  and  the  country  at  large 
in  open  violation  of  the  law.s,  and  their 
managers  brazenly  offend  against  the 
criminal  statutes  without  pro.secution.  It 
Is  almost  •  though  the  government  had 
been  put  into  commission  with  instruc- 
tions to  treat  it  as  an  asset  of  confeder- 
ated privilege. 

Fellow  citizens,  fundamentally  all  these 
wrongs  I  have  summarized  are  of  the 
same  origin.  The  repeal  of  the  Decla- 
ration of  Independence,  the  assault  upon 
the  constitution,  and  the  surrender  of 
legislation  and  administration  into  the 
hands  of  beneficiaries,  are  the  differ- 
ent expressions  of  a  drift  away  from 
our  early  Ideals,  and  away  from  genuine 
democracy  and  genuine  rej-ublicanism. 
They  are  Imperialistic.  These  tendencies 
are  strong  and  profound.  There  is  In 
America  torlay  a  surprising  amount  of 
.•seutiment  really  inimical  to  republican 
institutions.  We  see  it  evidenced  in  the 
frequent  references  to  tlie  necessity  of 
a  "strong  government;"  In  the  suppres- 
sion of  debate  in  the  house  of  renreson- 
tatives  and  the  proposals  to  enforce  a 
cloture  in  the  senate:  in  the  magnifica- 
tion of  the  pre.sidential  office;  in  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  military  spirit  and 
the  development  of  "the  army"  into  an 
5nstitution;  in  the  voluntary  self-ex- 
ratriation  of  certain  classes  of  citizens; 
in  the  growing  appeal  that  titles,  order? 
and  decorations  make  to  large  numlters 
of  both  men  and  women:  in  omlcal  ref- 
erences in  supposed  select  circles  to  the 
once  honored  commonplaces  of  Ameri- 
can patriotism:  in  the  accentuation  of  so- 
cial distinctions  and  their  increasing  in- 
clination toward  a  political  algnment 
and  expression:  in  the  disposition  to  ac- 
cept a.s  a  finality  a  social  and  industrial 
system  wherein  a  few  men  shall  be  able 
to  accumulate  unsless  wealth  by  favor- 
itism of  the  laws  in  the  liope  that  their 
wealth  might  move  them  to  distribute  to 
some  people  in  charity  what  other  people 
contribute    from   necessity. 

Consistency    with    these    considerations, 
the    party   in   power    regards    the    posses- 
sion of  office  as  its  natural   prerogative. 
The  Incumbents  grow  to  believe  that  they 
cannot    be    driven    out.      There    results    a 
sense    of    ownership    as    vested    in    the 
party   and    of   tenancy   In   the   individual, 
i  based    on    loyalty    to    the    party    and    ex- 
j  pressed    in    an    almost    feudal    petit-ser- 
j  geantry    to    the    party    chieftains.      The 
j  Inevitable    result    of    this    proprietorship 
I  and  ab.sence  of  popular  respon.sibility  has 
I  followed.     Public   office   tends   to   become 
i  an   private  opportunity.     The  moral    tur- 
!  pitude    of   exploiting    the    government    is 
j  partially   obscured  bv   the  common   spec- 
tacle   of    vast    fortunes    directly    created 
I  in  private  hands  by  the  operation  o.'  spe- 
I  cial    privileges    caused    or    sanctioned    by 
the  laws.

Yet  it  ought  not  to  challenge  credulity. 
It  is  the  natural  result  of  long-continued 
irresponsible  nower.  There  is  no  way  to 
tell  bow  widespread  it  is  in  that  "and 
other  branches  of  the  public  service  other- 
wise than  by  a  general  change  in  the  per- 
.connel  of  the  government  at  the  na- 
tional plections  of  19il4.  "Eternal  vigil- 
ance Is  the  price  of  liberty." 

Thus,  my  friends,  the  government  of 
our  fathers  calls  for  rescue.  Cicero  said  to 
the  Romans:  "If  your  country  were  to 
i  plead  with  you,  ought  she  not  to  have 
her  wish?"  So  today  we  must  ask  our- 
selves, all  citizens  should  ask  themselves, 
whether  our  country  shall  not  be  able  In 
her  extremity  to  rely  upon  the  affection 
and  devotion  of  her  children.  We  must 
re-erect  her  ancient  altars.    We  must  set 


up   again   the   memorials   of   the   old-tlma 
faith  as  they  were  before  pride  and  groe«l 
had  overturned  them.    The  half-obliterat- 
ed  legends   of   our   storied   past    must   be 
re-written  on  the  walls  of  the  temple  of 
liberty.      The    genius    of    the    Declaration 
of    Independence    must    be    re-invoked    In 
s[(irit  and  m  truth.    The  ritual  of  the  Con- 
stitution must  be  restored  in  all  its  pris- 
tine  purity.     Think   not  that  in  doing  ao 
we  shall  sacrifice  either  Interest  or  glory. 
Let  us  treat  the  Flliyinos  as  we  treated 
the   Cubans,   in   the  spirit    of  the   declar- 
ation   in    the    last    Democratic    national 
platform.    We  shall  profit  more  from  their 
friendship  and  gratitude  than  we  possibly 
can  from  their  enforced  subjection.    We  do 
not  need  to  own  people  in  order  to  trade 
with  them.     We  have  no  use  for  colonies. 
Let  us  confidently  seek  the  commerce  of 
the  world  upon  a  basis  of  friendship  and

This  result  will   come 
gradually  and  in  good  time,  and  in  a  way 
I  to  justify  and  glorify  the  traditions  of  the 
1  Republic.

tween  those  who  are  openly  or  secretly 
out  of  sympathy  with  the  great  docyme 
of  "equal  rights  to  all,  special  privileges 
to  none."  and  those  who  sincerely  feel 
that  onlv  In  that  principle  rests  the  poss- 
ibility of  achievelng  the  general  welfare 
without  injustice  to  any.  The  contest  Is 
as  told  In  history,  and  as  relentless  as 
time.  All  the  great  crises  in  the  politics 
of  nations  have  only  presented  different 
aspects  of  our  struggle;  the  struggle 
between  the  Few  ani  the  Many.  I  be- 
lieve that  If  the  Few  could  see  their  own 
1  real  and  final  interest  they  would  find  It 
I  to  be  involved  in  the  success  of  the 
I  Manv:  but  until  they  do  see  it,  the 
struggle  must  go  on.  Our  institutions 
were  at  birth  solemnly  dedicated  to  the 
Many.

GRAIN   GOSSIP. 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  The  recent  m- 
cidents  in  wheat  have  been  the  break  m 
tile  Northwestern  drought,  which  had 
created  a  sudden  alarm  among  the  specu- 
lators, and  tlie  collapse  of  tne  July  bull 
deal  at  Si.  Louis.  By  far  the  most  im- 
portant circumstance  was  the  appear- 
ance of  rain  in  the  Northwest.  The  wheat 
crop  up  there  reached  perilously  near 
the  danger  line  becau.se  of  the  lack  of 
moisture.  The  rains  in  the  spring-wheat 
states  began  last  Sunday,  and  they  con- 
tinued during  the  week,  jecoming  each 
day   more   general   and   heavier. 

It  is  exptcted  wheat  speculators  hav- 
ing luid  their  fears  in  regard  to  the 
Northwest  quieted,  will  now  turn  toward 
the  Southwest.  The  Kansas  harvest  will 
be  under  way.  and  the  movement  will  be 
started  from  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  The 
chief  consideration  as  to  the  weather 
will  be  the  sort  of  conditions  for  the 
Southwestern  harvester.  Those  grain 
people  who  operate  through  the  South- 
west, Kansas  and  Oklahoma  are  unani- 
mous they  have  a  great  yield  to  handle, 
much  in  excess  of  last  year's.  This  week 
will  go  far  toward  confirming  or  upset- 
ting the  expectation.  Bad  wealhrr 
through  Kansas  in  the  next  few  days 
would  have  a  pronounced  effect  on  the 
market,    and    good    weather    will    not    be 

without    its    influence.

The  London  Statist  makes  a  very  bull- 
ish presentation  of  the  wheal  situation 
from  its  poin'v  of  view:  "At  the  present 
moment,  for  the  first  time  on  record, 
the  quantity  of  wheat  afloat  for  the  con- 
tinent exceeds  that  of  the  P^nlted  King- 
dom. The  unprecedented  demand  for 
Germanv.  Belgium.  Italy  and  France  is 
one  of  the  features  of  the  present  season; 
another  feature  being  the  extraordinary 
demand  from  Australia.  Asia.  China,  etc.. 
which  will  amount  this  season  to  tK>.(KXi.OCO 
bus.  whereas  a  few  years  ago  30,000,000 
was  sufficient.  I-'rance's  official  report 
states  that  the  promise  for  this  seasr»n 
is  far  worse  than  for  last  year,  and  it 
is  to  be  feared  that  PYance  may  have 
to  import  rather  largely  next  season.  It 
is.  in  fact,  suggested  that  ranee  will 
have  to  import  SO.OOO.OC'O  bus.  which  is  the 
largest  amount  since  IWW.  Germany's 
report  is  by  no  means  so  favorable  as 
last  vear.  and  the  same  mav  be  said  of 
Austria,  Hungary.  Italy  and  Spain.  In 
Russia  last  year's  wheat  crop  was  a 
record  one.  The  conditions  this  year 
have,been  unfavorable,  and  it  is  pra'-tl- 
oally  certain  that  the  yield  will  be  C(m- 
siderablv  less  than  last  year.  From  pres- 
ent indications  the  Kuropean  crop  is 
likely  to  be  at  be--t  ie«.fH>"»  bus  less  than 
last  year,  which  will  account  for  the  bril- 
liant prospects  in  America  not  depressing 
the  market.  Notwithstanding  the  world's 
large  production  last  year,  the  require- 
ments, as  we  have  shown,  have  been  so 
great  that  the  world's  visible  is  only 
about  lt;.0(Ki.COO  bus  larger  thar  the  sm  ill- 
est  on  record.

The  undertone  of 
the  market  continues  strong  and  no  great 
selling  pressure  develops  at  any  time.

Oats— The  oats  market  continues  strong.

other  the  extreme  unction,  assisted  by 
the  grand  penitentiary.  Pope  Leo 
feebly  recited  the  confession  of  faith,  as 
formulated  by  the  council  of  Trent, 
and  finally  the  words  of  absolution  and 
the  formula  of  indulgtnce  In  articulo 
mortus  were  solemnly  jironounced  by 
the  grand  penitentiary.  The  heads  of 
the  great  religious  orders  who  were 
present  granted  the  pope  the  special 
indulgences  which  they  have  the  pri- 
vilege of  conferring.  Then  came  th? 
touching  prayers  for  a  parting  ,soul 
and  part  of  the  gospel,  the  Lord's  pas- 
sion. As  the  last  words  died  away,  all 
fell  on  their  knees.  The  pontiff,  raiding 
his  almost  transparent-  fingers,  with  a 
feeble  effort,  pronounced  in  scarcely 
audible  words  his  benediction  on  the 
sacred  college  and  on  all  present  and 
then  sank  back  on  Ihe  pillows.  There 
was  scarcely  a  tearless  eye  in  the 
whole  assemblage;  the  sobs  of  the 
pope's  relatives  were  plainly  heard. 
Deep  silence  fell,  only  broken  now  and 
again  by  a  murmured  prayer  or  a 
pious  ejaculation. 

In  the  portion  of  the  loggia  of  Ra- 
phael adjoining  the  papal  apartments 
were  the  families  of  Count  Riccardo 
Peccl  and  Count  Moroni,  the  pope's 
nephews.

Not  in  250  years  has  the  ancient  vil- 
lage of  Fond  du  Lac  had  such  a  valiant 
gaiigr  of  stienuous  visitors. 

The  sixth  annual  newsboys'  picnic 
was  cut  loose  up  there  today  with  a 
blaze  of  gorgeous  doings. 

Two  and  a  half  centuries  ago,  accord- 
ing to  the  dream  boolt.  tribes  of  Indians 
frazzled  each  other  to  a  finish  in  that 
picturesque  and  romantic  precinct  of 
the  Kighth  ward.  According  to  history 
the  Duluth  Indians  had  everything 
their  own  way  until  the  ninth  inning,

On  that  occasion  the  romantic  vil- 
lage nestled  a  little  closer  to  the  wood- 
ed hills  and.  according  to  a  recent  re- 
liable red-in.k-feature-story  historian — 
•Old  Fond  du  L.ac  has  slumbered 
peueefully  .contentedly  and  pleasantly 
during  the  intervening  years." 

But  this  same  old  F\>nd  du  Lac  woke 
up  this  morning.  Some  500  newsboys 
noisily  disembarked  from  the  steamer 
News'.wy  filling  the  ambient  atmo- 
sphere and  ancient  landscape  with  5o0 
loud  and  violent  expressions  of  joy. 

The  youngsters  did  not  take  time  to 
notjie  suih  things  as  scenic  beauty 
or  pav  muth  attention  to  the  history  of 
the  old  Hcttlemeut,  except  when  hunt- 
iug  Indian  arrow  heads  that  were 
dropped  when  the  Duluths  and  West 
Superiors  were  pa.ssing  them  around 
upoji  that  memorable  occasion.

SIMILAR  TO 
JOHNSTOWN 

Is   the   Great  Calamity 

at  Oakford  Park, 

Pa. 

Pittiiburg.  July  G.— The  calamity  at 
Oakford  Park,  though  in  a  much  smaller 
scale  so  far  as  los  sof  life  is  concerned. 
Is  similar  in  its  cause  to  that  of  the 
great  J.>lmstown  flood  of  fourteen  years 
ago.  In  that  ciuse  as  in  this,  a  dam 
whose  waters  were  swollen  by  a  sudden 
flood  following  on  a  perioti  of  rainv 
weatlier  hur.st  and  wrought  ruin  and 
great  destruction  of  life.  It  was  on 
May  31,  18x0,  that  the  dam  on  the  south 
fork  o  fthe  Conemaugh  river  broke  and 
its  waters  were  precipiuited  upon  the 
country  ijelow.  In  the  path  of  the 
waters  was  a  number  of  small  communi- 
ties and  a  large  portion  of  the  borough 
of  Johnstown.  The  lake  formed  by  the 
dam  was  about  two  and  one  half  "miles 
long  l)y  one  and  a  half  mile  wide.

Steeleville,  Mo.,  July  6.— The  street 
fight  in  Steeleville  Saturday,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  death  of  Robert  Starks 
and  the  serious;  wouoding  of  Sheriif 
Taff  and  others  hf^g  heen  followed  by 
(.he  death  of  Hersehel  Starks,  son  of 
Robert  Starks,  who  was  shot  through 
the  abdomen  by  ctne  of  the  sherilT's 
posse  in  attempti+vg  to  arrest  the 
young  man.  At  the  c'oroner's  Inquest 
over  the  body  of  the  second  victim  of 
tne  tragedy,  it  dejfeloped  that  young 
Starks  was  the  originator  of  the  diffl- 


In  Permian  times,  which  was  about 
midday  in  the  great  geological  past, 
there  liveji  many  strange  and  weird 
creatures  belonging  to  the  vast  rep- 
tilian class.  The  fo.ssil  sunlight,  which 
we  call  coal,  was  just  forming  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  no  mammal  had  yet  trol' 
upon  this  earth,  says  the  Philadelphia 
Record. 

The  comparatively  brief  period  of  the 
world's  history  embraced  by  the  Per- 
mian and  Trias  saw  .some  remarkable 
changes    among    back-boned    animals, 
not    only    of    our    continent,    but    else- 
where; it  saw  the  disappearance  of  the 
great    frog    and    salamander-like    am- 
phibians, and  the  coming  of  dinosaurs 
and  marine  reptiles.    Turtles  made  their 
I  appearance,  and  the  strange,  mammal- 
like reptiles,  the  anomodonts,  ran  their 
,  course,    passed    across    the   stage     and 
i  went  out  of  existence.    Most  important 
j  of    all    events    that    took    place    in    the 
!  Triassic    period    was      the      advent    of 
j  mammals,    and.    while    these    were    no 
i  larger  than  rats,  and  seem  to  have  had 
many   features   in   common    with   their 
anomodont  associates,  tney  marked  the 
I  coming  of  the  highest  of  all  group.';  of 
animals.     No  period  of  time,  before  or 
since,    has    witnessed   such   a   complete 
revolution  in  the  life  of  the  globe.    The 
vegetation,    too,    was    changing:     those 
,  giant,    overgrown    mosses,    which     had 
waned   in   the  carboniferous,   ractically 
;  disappeared    with    the    Permian,    while 
ferns  andcycads  increased  and  cotiifeis 
appeared  in  numbers.     The  world  had 
changed,   our   continent   had   increased 
in    size,    and    the    close    of    the    Trias 
looked  upon  a   new  landscape  peopled 
by  a  new  race  of  beings. 

Mr.  Case,  of  the  state  normal  schooi, 
Milwaukee,  Wis.,  has  patiently  recon- 
structed one  of  these  primitive  actors 
of  the  stage,  long  since  forgotten,  for 
our  delectation.  Head  down  and  tail 
exposed  is  the  way  that  anomodont 
known  as  "embolophorus  dollovianus" 
was  discovered.  The  strata  was  slight- 
ly Inclined  and  composed  of  peculiarly 
refractory  cement  of  iron  and  sand, 
which  made  the  extraction  of  the  bones 
a  matter  of  extreme  difflculty  and  pa- 
tience. 


INDIANA'S  ELM  "PEELER." 


The  term  "elm  peeler,"  according  to 
the  old  masters  of  the  Hoosier  lan- 
guage, signifies  a  slur.  Up  Peru  way 
it  stands  for  money  and  lots  of  it.  If 
you  don't  believe  it,  ask  A.  L.  Hiller. 
the  "elm  peeler,  '  of  Peru.  He  knows, 
says   the    Indianapolis    News. 

The  "elm  peeler"  is  the  lienefactor 
of  mankind.  He  is  the  Hoosier  medi- 
cine man,  and  is  not  to  be  spoken  of 
disparagingly.  Perhaps  that  testi- 
monial you  recently  wrote  for  a  Chi- 
cago patent  medicine  contained  Hil- 
ler's  "peel."  Of  course,  you  were 
cured  by  the  second  bottle  and  could 
not  keep  house  without  it."  Hiller  may 
have  produced  the  strongest  curative 
element  in  the  bottle.  So  hats  off  to 
the   "elm   peeler." 

Twelve  years  ago  Hiller  began  peel- 
ing elm  trees  in  the  forests  surround- 
ing Peru.  His  sale  of  the  medicine 
freighted  "peel"  was  light  at  first,  but 
gradually  chemists  began  to  realize 
that  elm  peel  was  curative,  and  Hil- 
ler's  business  increased  with  the  yeai-s. 
Now  he  cannot  get  it  fast  enough. 

Most  of  Hiller's  product  of  the  forest 
goes  to  a  Chicago  medicine  manufac- 
turing company  and  he  gets  JJVa  cents 
a  pound  for  his  product.  Recently, 
with  five  assistants,  Mr.  Hiller  gath- 
ered 7200  pounds  of  elm  peel,  receiving 
$684  for  thes  hipment.  It  required  fif- 
teen days  to  gather  the  lot. 

The  season  for  peeling  elm  trees  is 
from  April  10  to  June  1.  Hiller  and 
his  "elm  peelers"  go  to  the  woods 
and  camp  during  the  peeling  season. 
Fre^juently  they  work  from  fifteen  to 
eighteen  hours  a  day— in  other  wordo, 
they  "make  peel  while  the  sun  shines." 
The  peel  has  to  be  gathered  while  the 
sap   is   going   up. 

The  trees  must  be  ten  or  more  inches 
in  diameter  before  they  are  felled  and 
peeled.  The  elms  are  sawed  near  the 
bottom  and  then  rolled  to  a  spot  con- 
venient for  peeling.  The  rough  outside 
covering  is  llie  nreinoved  and  thCn 
a  large  knife  is  used  to  dissect  tlie 
"slippery"  part  of  the  elm.  There 
the  peeler  has  the  "slippery  elm"  ao 
dear  to  the  heart  of  every  boy.  The 
boy  who  does  not  know  when  the 
"slippery  elm  season"  is  on  is  a  ju- 
venile  dyspeptic. 

After  the  tree  has  been  peeled  the 
logs  are  abandoned  and  are  later  cut 
into  stove  wood.  Elm  Peeler  Hil'.er  in- 
sists that  unless  the  planting  of  elms 
is  made  an  extensive  industry  by  the 
farmers  that  the  elm  will  be  extinct, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  have  them  for 
the  medicine  they  contain.  Hiller  has 
just  felled  20  Otrees  in  the  Armstrong 
grove   near   this  city. 

UNLUCKY  ENGINE'S  RECORD. 
The  erratic  an  dunfortunate  engine 
No.  100,  owned  by  the  Chicago  &  East- 
ern Illinois  railroad,  has  been  rebuili. 
and  after  several  years  in  the  scrap 
pile  is  on  the  rails  again,  says  the 
Chicago  Inter-Ocean. 
Engine  No.  100  has,  perhaps,  the 
worst  rec;ord  of  any  locomotive  in 
the  country.  On  Oct.  15,  1891,  it 
crashed  into  the  roundhouse  at  Crett, 
111.,  kiling  three  members  of  the  In- 
ter-Ocean staff  and  the  engine  driver. 
The  accident  which  caused  the  deatn 
of  the  three  young  newspaper  men  oc- 
cuned  without  the  slightest  warning. 
Two  of  the  young  men,  Frederick  W. 
Henry,  of  Versailles,  Ky.,  and  Frank 
A  McCatTerty,  of  Philadelphia,  an  art- 
ist, were  returning  from  Terre  Haute, 
Ind.,  where  they  had  ridden  in  an  en- 
gine cab  to  secure  material  for  "A 
Midnight  Ride,"  as  torj-  fate  decreed 
never  should  be  written.  They  v.er^ 
riding  in  a  coach  when  Leonard  Dane 
Washburn,  a  felow  men.ber  of  the 
staff,  who  had  b^en  spending  his  vaca- 
tion with  his  mother,  joined  them  at 
C  li  ilcii,  Ir.il. 

At  Danville  engine  No.  100  took  tne 
train,  and  before  reaching  Crete  the 
three  young  men  mounted  the  engine, 
so  that  Washburn  might  have  the  ex- 
perience of  riding  in  the  caii.  A  switch 
had  been  left  open.  The  fast  passen- 
ger carshed  Into  the  roundhouse,  kill- 
ing the  engineer,  James  Clark,  and  the 
three  young  men.  Frank  Lafferty,  the 
fireman,  was  so  badly  injured  that  for 
weeks  he  hung  between  life  and  dtath. 
In  18d6  No.  100  carried  a  passenger 
train  into  the  rear  of  a  freight  at 
Hinsdale,  111.,  and  in  1900  went  over 
an  emliamkment  at  Cyprus,  111.,  on 
each  occasion  adding  to  its  list  of  vic- 
tims. It  was  in  other  acideuts.  but  lor

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SOLDIERS  FIRE  INTO 

A  MOB,  KILLING  SIX 

Race  War  at  Evansvillc 
Results  Seriously. 

More  Troops  Are  Ruslied 
to  Scene  of  Trouble. 


Evansville,  Ind..  July  ".—Six  shot 
dead  and  twenty-five  injured,  four 
fatally,  is  the  outrome  of  the  race 
riots  that  have  ca'ised  a  reign  of  terror 
here  for  four  da>8. 

At  10:30  last  night  the  Evansville 
company  of  Indiana  National  Guard, 
assisted  by  200  special  deputy  sheriffs 
sworn  in  during  tiie  day,  while  guard- 
ing the  county  jaii  In  which  were  six- 
teen negro  prisoners,  poured  a  deadly 
volley  of  buckshot  and  bullets  into  a 
crowd  of  several  thousand  people  led 
by  a  hundred  lioters  armed  and  des- 
perr^te,  which  was  pressing  them  back 
amid  jeers,  threats  and  curses,  ac- 
conijianitd  by  stones  and  missiles. 

When  the  s^moke  of  the  volley  cleared 
thirty-one  wounded  and  dead  lay  on 
the  pavenneni.  There  is  a  contention 
as  to  who  fired  first — the  soldiers  or 
the  rioters.  That  the  troops  were  fired 
on  is  proved  b.v  the  fact  that  of  the 
fallen,  four  were  niembers  of  the  com- 
pany.    Their  wounds  were  slight.

William  Reete,  slight  wound  in  lace; 
G.  H.  Coci:,  slightly  wounded;  Nelson 
Jagues,  shot  in  face;  Charles  Smith, 
slightly  hurt  about  the  head. 

The  crowd,  angered  by  the  presence 
of  the  soldiers  guarding  the  prisoners, 
was  shouting  its  determination  again 
to  blow  (pen  the  jail  and  get  the 
negroes.  For  a  ^aif  hour  the  crush  of 
the  mob  against  the  line  of  soldiers 
had  grown  worse.  The  soldiers  warntd. 
citizens  begged  the  crowd  to  disperse, 
and  the  city  officials  back  of  the  lin*> 
of  sr Idlers  consulted  with  the  com- 
panys  captain.  There  were  many  per- 
sonal encounters  as  the  rioters  pressed 
the  line. 

A  stone  was  tl.rown,  a  soldier  fell,  u 
bayonjt  was  thnist  into  the  side  of  a 
cursing  rioter  and  the  order  to  fire 
was  given.  After  the  shooting  the 
mob  scattered  and  disappeared.  The 
dead  and  wounded  were  taken  to 
homes  and  hospitals  and  the  line  cf 
soldierv  was  reformed.  All  night  the 
troops  stood  around  the  jail  with  ready 
weapons,  while  inside  the  negro  pri- 
soners prayed  for  meny  and  protec- 
tion. 

At  2  o'clock  this  morning,  under  or- 
ders from  nover.Mor  Durbin,  the  Vin- 
cennes  company  of  militia  arrived  and 
relieved  the  Evansville  troops.  There 
was  no  demonstration  when  the  relief 
troops  arrived.  There  was  still  seveial 
hundred  persons  on  the  streets,  but  no 
attack  was  made  and  the  incoming 
troops  were  not  disturbed. 

Negroes  <ire  leaving  the  city  in  large 
numbers,  many  vowing  they  will  never 
return.  Dozens  of  negro  families  are 
camped  in  the  country.  Officials  be- 
lieve there  will  be  no  further  outbreak, 
althoiig  there  is  great  tension  and  the 
utmost   vigilance  will  be  maintained. 

The  New  Albany  and  Terre  Haute 
companies  of  militia  have  been  ordered 
under  arms  by  the  governor  and  are 
ready  to  start  for  this  city  at  once.

Vincennes,  Ind..  July  7.— Lee  Brown, 
the  negro  who  was  in  jail  here  for 
safe  keeping  after  he  killed  Policeman 
Massey  at  Evansville,  was  today  taken 
to  the  state  prison  at  Jefft-rsonville  for 
belter  jirotection  against  the  mob. 
Brown's  removal  caused  great  relief 
here,  where  the  worst  was  expected  to- 
night. 


T'^rre  Haute,  Ind.,  July  7.— Company 
B,  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-ninth 
Indiana  regiment  of  the  State  Guarda, 
of  this  city,  left  this  morning  for  Evans- 
ville. Capt.  Dudley  and  Lieut.  Wymer 
are  in  command. 


Cincinnati,  July  7.— The  Times-Star 
correspondent  at  Evansville  wires 
thus: 

All  during  tl>e  evening  the  spirit  of 
evil  seemed  to  hang  over  the  mob  about 
the  jail.  Why  the  people  should  have 
gathered  there  is  a  mystery.  They 
knew  that  the  prisoner,  Robert  Lee.  to 
whose  act  the  murder  of  Patrolman 
Louis  Mfissey  may  be  ascribed,  and 
all  cf  the  traeic  chain  of  events  that 
have  occurred,  was  in  custody  at  Vin- 
cennes. and  that  no  vengenace  could 
be  wreaked  upon  him.  About  9  o'clock 
about  a  thousand  persons  were  con- 
gregated about  the  jail.  By  10  these 
had  dwindled  to  about  700.  Company 
A,  of  the  First  regiment  I.  N.  G.,  re- 
cruited in  Evansville,  was  on  guard. 
The  crowd  seemed  to  have  assembled 
solely  from  curiosity.  Many  in  its 
ranks  were  boys.  Trouble  began  soon 
after  nightfall,  when  the  soldiers  were 
made  the  butt  of  jibes  and  jeer.-*. 
Gradually,  as  if  the  tide  of  sentiment 
were  setting  into  fierce  anger,  stirred 
by  more  brutal  taunts  and  acts,  the 
crowd  began  to  prens  in  inch  by  inch 
upon   the  militiamen,   wno  formed  the 

guard  line  upon  the  street.  Soon 
sticks  and  stones  were  being  hurled, 
while  every  moment  the  crowd  presseo 
closer.  A  r<\ere  clash  came  when  a 
soldier,  after  ordering  back  the  crowd 
and  receiving  jeers  in  reply,  bayoneted 
a  man.  In  vain  did  the  soldiery  try  lo 
hold  their  ground  by  physical  force. 
But  a  moment  before  ti.e  firing  began, 
to  the  spectators  it  seemed  that  the 
mob  held  but  the  object  of  harrass- 
ing  the  militia,  and  meditated  no  fur- 
ther trouble.  Then  came  the  crisis.  A 
shower  of  stones  and  sticks  was  hurled 
by  a  jeering,  howling  crowd  of  men 
and  boys.  Then  the  mob  surged  for- 
ward. Suddenly  the  soldiers,  hard 
pressed  and  overpowered  by  numbers, 
gave  way  and  plunged  within  the  court 
house  indosure.  The  sharp  detonation 
of  a  ri:le  as  the  soldier  pointed  his 
piece  in  the  air  followed. 

The  signal  of  carnage  had  begun. 
Wounded  rioteis  and  onlookers  tried 
to  escape.  On  Division  street,  lying 
between  her  grief  stricken  father  and 
mother,  the  little  Allman  girl  was 
lying  dead,  with  her  breast  torn  away 
with  a  buckshot  charge.  She  had 
be-n  cut  driving  with  her  paients.  In 
th'>  yard  of  the  court  house  wounded 
rioters  lay  and  back  of  the  line  of  sol- 
diers two  of  the  militiamen  had  fallen. 
"When  firing  had  ceased.  Capt.  Blume 
reformed  his  men  and  gave  tohem  or- 
deis,  fearing  that  another  charge 
would  be  made,  but  the  mob  scattered. 
Manv  women  were  in  the  mob,  led 
there  seemingly  by   curiosity. 

Ccl.  McClung,  who  was  sent 
last  night  by  Governor  Durbin, 
given  full  authority  to  summon 
militarv  aid  he  regarded  necessary,  but 
he  did  "not  ask  for  reinforcements  for 
Companv  E.  until  after  the  rioting.  At- 
torney Frank  B.  Posey,  a  well-  known 
local  orator,  addressed  the  mob  and 
pleaded  that  it  disperse,  but  his  ef- 
orts    were    in    vain. 

It  is  believed  that  one  of  the  un- 
known viciims  was  H.  E.  Johnson,  an 
employe  of  Wallace's  circus,  and  who 
lived  at  20  West  Maryland  street,  In- 
dianapolis.

GRAFT  THE 
BEAM 

Professor  Conway  Mac- 
Mil  Ian  Says  "Profession- 
alism" Is  a  Mote. 


Minneapolis,  July  7.— Professor  Conway 
MacMillaii  of  the  state  university  Is  im- 
pelled by  the  charges  of  graft  in  Twin 
City  interscholastic  athletics  to  take  up 
tlic  cudgels  against  the  amateur  code  of 
American  oUege.  Professor  MacMillan 
has  long  maintained  that  the  raies  de- 
fining amateurs  were  wrong  both  in 
principle  and  in  practice.  Discussing  the 
charges  of  graft  in  the  high  schools, 
I^otessor    MacMillan    said: 

"In  connection  with  the  annual  report 
of  Dr.  E.  V'.  Robin.son  of  St.  Paul,  who 
called  attention  to  a  great  evil  in  sciiol- 
astic  athletics,  I  am  impelled  to  say  a 
few  words.  The  evil  is  not  always  lim- 
ited to  tiie  nigh  sclnjols.  it  Jias  been 
well  known  that  in  some  instances  even 
college  afid  university  athletics  have  not 
been  free  from  dishonesty  and  graft." 
"All  right-minded  men  will  condemn 
!  this   .s«jrl   of  thing. 

"Yet  it  must  be  rememl>ered  that  im- 
perfect liuman  nature  is  prone  to  err  and 
honesty,  among  the  young,  is  not  neces- 
sarily more  universtil  than  among  the 
middle-aged  or  old.  If  there  Is  crooked 
financial  management  in  municipalities, 
business  and  professions,  so  may  there 
also  Ik*  dishonesty  and  manipulation  in 
tlie  affairs  of  athletics  in  the  school. 

"In  my  opinion  the  bad  ethics  of  ama- 
teurism is  partly  responsible  for  the  ser- 
ious conditi.iiis  which  exist  in  American 
sport.  In  this  view  pcrha|>s  1  shall  have 
few  to  support  and  many  to  criticize  me. 
but  there  are  possibly  not  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  in  Minnesota  wiio.  by  reason 
ot  long  experience  and  caieful  study  of 
the  conditions,  are  better  <iualified  to 
speak  and  i>erhaps  it  is  a  duty  to  em- 
plia.size  what  1   believe  to  be  rigikt. 

"It  is  wrong  to  steal,  to  lie,  to  defraud, 

to  decieve.    It  is  nut  wrong  to  take  pay 

for    one's    services.    Tlie    boy    who    rots 

the   box   office   in   an  athletic   association 

is    laying    the    foundation    for    a    life    of 

viciousness    and      crime.    TUe     boy      who 

pitcties   good   uall    for  a   country   nine   at 

$5    or    $ly    a    game     is    perhaps       earning 

money  for  the  support  of  liimself  or  iiia 

family. 

"Tliere  is   a  tremendous   difference   be- 

i  tween  the    two.     Must   sensible   men    will 

i  agree   with    me. 

"But  what  are  the  facts?  The  boys  in 
:  the  liigh  schools  are  led  to  believe  that 
I  seveiest  condemnation  awaits  ont.v  the 
I  'professional.'  'Is  it  true,'  one  is  asked, 
j  'have  you  ever  u.sed  your  athletic  .skill 
•for  gain".'  If  you  have,  >'<ju  can  not  play 
I  with  us.  We  are  gentlemen  amateurs. 
;  Tliere  is  no  reform  possible  for  .vou.  You 
are  without  the  pale.  It  is  said  tliat  once 
you  ran  a  race.  There  was  a  $5  purse.

"Tiie  days  ol  expensive  hired  coaches, 
big  gate  receipts,  excessive  expenditure 
fur  training,  must,  in  the  nature  of 
things,  be  transitory.  A  saner  spii'it 
must  make  itself  felt  and  1  believe  it  will. 
Meanwhile,  why  should  not  the  men  who 
are  particularly  interested  In  th<  man- 
agement of  interscholastic  .atlil  tics  for- 
get their  mad  anxiety  to  today  to  the 
opinion  of  the  English  "gentleman  ama- 
teur" and  focus  their  attention  jpon  the 
development  of  simple,  American,  manly 
sport,  upon  a  simple.  American  basis  of 
common  honesty  and  progressive  excel- 
lence? 

"One  way  towards  reform  is  .to  wipe 
out  the  amateur  code.  Is  not  the  honest 
man  of  more  importance  to  America  than 
the  'pure  amateur?"  Yet  tlie  boy  who  lie.i 
and  steals  and  deceives  and  defrauds 
mav  bold  his  place  upon  the  team.  He 
may  be  forgiven  all  that.  The  boy  who 
h.'i.s  "used  Ins  athletic  skill  for  gain'  can 
never  be  forgiven.  What  sort  of  a 
wretched  and  snobbish  ideal  is  that  to 
hold  before  the  voung?

Dnluth  today  is  well  Mrithin  the  scope 
of  a  hoi  wave  which  is  sweeping  over 
the  entire  Northwest. 

The  mercury  in  the  thermometer  at 
the  local  weather  ofKce  in  the  federal 
building  climbed  to  the  figure  90  today 
shortly  after  noon.  This  is  the  highest 
temperature  that  has  been  reported  in 
Duluth  since  July,  1901.  In  that  month 
a  temperature  of  98  degrees  was  re- 
ported. That  is  the  highest  tempera- 
ture, with  one  exception,  that  is  re- 
corded in  the  books  of  the  weather 
office,  which  extends  back  for  a  periixi 
of  thirty-three  years.  Today  was  with- 
in 8  degrees  of  that  temperature. 

"Temperatures  of  90  degrees  are  very 
unusual  in  Duluth,"  said  H.  W.  Rich- 
ardson, of  the  local  bureau.  "They  are 
recorded  once  every  few  years,  but 
they  are  so  very  infrequent  as  to  bo 
noteworthy  events. 

"Duluth,  however,  has  not  been  suf- 
feiinjf  like  the  country  to  the  west. 
Temperatures  of  90  and  over  are  com- 
mon throughout  the  Dakotas.  Pierre  i» 
sweltering  under  a  tempeiature  of  104, 
and  other  places  are  running  her  close 
for  second  place.

In  Canal  Treaty  Before 

Acceptable  to  the 

Colombians. 

New  iO'i-.  July  7. — Senor  Pedro 
Valez,  a  member  of  the  Colombian  con- 
gress from  Cartagena,  and  a  brother 
of  Gen.  Luise  Valez,  ex-governor  of 
Bolivia,  has  arrived  In  this  city  by  way 
of  Cul>a.  He  is  al.so  a  nei»hew  of  Presi- 
dent Joaquin  Valez  of  the  Colombian 
.senate,  one  of  the  strongest  opponents 
to  the  Panama  canal  treaty.  He  will 
return  to  Colombia  next  week  to  take 
hisj  place  on  the  committee  on  whose 
report  probably  will  depend  the  fate  of 
the  treaty.  He  does  not  expect  a  de- 
cision before  the  end  of  August,  as  con- 
gi-ess  must  give  the  measure  careful 
consideration. 

"The  country  i-^  goncral,"  he  said, 
"is  strongly  opposed  to  the  treaty.  The 
people  object  to  the  permanent  ces.sion 
of  .a  part  of  our  territory  to  the  United 
States.  Then,  too.  they  think  that  this 
county  has  not  been  generous  enough 
in  the  matter  of  indemnity  and  rental. 

"t)f  cour.se.  the  ITnlted  .States  is  the 
only  government  which  can  build  the 
canal.  The  fortilication  of  the  canal 
practically  is  equal  to  the  doubling  of 
this  nation's  navy.  In  return  for  this 
great  advantage  Colombia  wants  some- 
thing of  more  permanent  good  than  the 
mere  money  consideration. 

"We  realize,  though,  that  Colombia 
will  be  benefited  by  the  increased  ship- 
ping facilities  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atlantic,  and  the  value  of  land  will  be 
enhanced.  It  will  al.so  revive  some  of 
our  dormant  industries  and  give  em- 
ployment   to    thousands. 

"With  some  modilications  to  be  agreed 
to  by  both  sides,  and  with  mutual  good 
will,  I  think  that  the  treaty  can  be 
made  acceptable,  for  we  Colombians  ap- 
preciate the  ^lece-ssity  for  the  canal  and 
the  great  good  it  will  do. 

"I  doubt  that  President  Marroquin 
will  use  any  executive  pressure  to  se- 
cure the  pa.ssage  of  the  treaty,  but  will 
leave  it  entirely  to  the  legislature."

We  have 
tried  every  expedient.  Usually,  when 
the  lions  are  a  bit  off  their  feed,  we 
can  bring  them  around  by  suspending 
a  chunk  of  raw  l.eef  over  their  heads 
so  that  the  blood  will  drip  down  over 
their  noses.  This  almost  invariable 
awakens  their  latent  appetite.  There  is 
nothing  the  matter  wih  Barnum  that 
I  can  discover,  excem  sulk.  His  con- 
sort.

THE  TRANSFER  QUESTION. 

The  many  conii>Kiints  nuidc  against  the  street  rail- 
way company  for  refusing  to  issue  transfers  from  extra 
cars  have  resulted  in  the  passage  by  the  city  council 
ot  an  order  requiring  that  transfers  be  given  on  all  cars, 
whether  extra  or  regular.  This  is  a  good  move,  and  it 
is  strange  that  nothing  has  heretofore  been  done  to 
correct  the  evil.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  transfers 
should  no^  be  issued  from  aify  car,  and  the  refusal  to  is- 
sue them  from  extra  cars  looks  like  a  deliberate  atteinpt 
to  compel  the  public  to  pay  tv.o  fares. 

A  very  flagrant  example  of  this  practice  was  fur- 
nished recently  on  circus  day,  when  thousands  of  people 
found  that  the  cars  on  which  they  were  returning  home 
ran  no  further  than  Third  avenue  east,  and  that  the 
conductc»rs  had  orders  not  to  issue  any  transfers.  There 
was  much  condemnation  of  the  company  for  this,  and  the 
order  caused  great  inconvenience  to  many  people  who 
went  to  the  circus  with  only  sufficient  money  to  pay  a 
single  fare  each  way,  being  afraid  that  if  they  took  larger 
amounts  they  might  be  robbed  in  the  crowd  at  the  cir- 
cus grounds.  The  result  was  that  many  women  and 
children  were  compelled  to  borrow  from  acquaintances 
or  walk  home. 

The  city  authorities  should  strictly  enforce  fhe  res- 
olution passed  by  the  council  and  insist  upon  the  issuance 
of  transfers  from  every  car  that  is  run. 


RAILROADS  AND   IMMIGRATION. 

That  the  railroads  of  the  country  are  intensely  inter- 
ested in  immigration  is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  Second 
to  the  nation  alone,  is  its  importance  to  them.  They  look 
not  only  upon  the  increased  volimie  of  traffic,  but  to  the 
more  abundant  supply  of  labor  which  they  obtain.  For 
several  years  past  a  large  number  of  immigrants,  possi* 
bly  a  large  majority  of  the  males,  have  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  the  great  railroad  corporations.  The  Railway 
Age  discusses  the  inpouring  of  population  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  special  interests  it  serves.  During  last 
May  145,000  foreign  immigrants  arrived  in  the  United 
States,  an  increase  of  17  per  cent  over  the  large  record  of 
1902,  and  it  is  thf  belief  of  the  immigrant  bureau  that  the 
arrivals  for  the  twelve  months  ending  with  June  will  foot 
up  almost  1,000,000.  It  is  certain  that  the  number  vvvil 
far  exceed  that  in  any  previous  year,  even  that  of  1882, 
when  789.000  new  inhabitants  arrived  in  the  United 
States  from  abroad.  Looking  at  the  transportation  side 
of  this  movement,  it  is  noted  that  to  carry  1,000,000  peo- 
ple, SO  to  the  car,  would  require  20,000  passenger  cars, 
besides  many  thousand  baggage  and  freight  cars  for 
their  belongings.  Some  of  these  newcomers  remain  in 
the  seaboard  regions  where  they  land,  but  the  great  ma- 
jority go  West  and  add  to  the  forces  which  are  already 
shaping  the  new  lands,  socially  and  politically^  into  for- 
eign and  uncertain  ways. 

With  every  shipload  and  carload  of  foreign  immi- 
grants the  labor  question  grows  more  difficult.  This 
phase  of  the  probW^m  is  not  of  special  moment  to  the  rail- 
way interests.  Construction  work  in  the  United  States  is 
done  largely  by  foreign  labor,  but  it  is  generally  so  new, 
untrained  and  ignorant  as  to  be  outside  what  is  properly 
regarded  as  the  labor  question.  But  the  foreigners  soon 
acquire  the  American  genius  for  organization,  and  then 
their  comparative  innocence  of  American  ways  makes 
them  a  greater  menace  to  industrial  stability.  The  rail- 
way and  other  powerful  interests  in  the  United  States 
are  naturally  in  favor  of  stimulating  the  immigration  of 
all  classes,  and  the  same  situation  exists  in  Canada.  That 
a  great  influx  of  people  of  lower  political  ideals,  lower 
standards  of  living  and  generally  lower  intelligence  must 
affect  the  common  level  of  the  industrial  classes  is  a  truth 
which  is  left  largely  for  the  consideration  of  the  classes 
directly  interested.

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 

The  demand  for  municipal  ov.nership  of  public  util- 
ities comes  when  private  cc>rporations  cease  to  render 
good  service  for  a  reasonable  compensation.  As  long  as 
the  public  is  well  .served  by  private  interests  there  is  but 
little  agitation  for  public  control.  It  is  when  the  service 
is  poor  and  the  welfare  of  the  people  neglected  that  the 
demand  for  municipal  control  secures  an  attentive  hear- 
ing. Thus  far  the  most  rapid  advance  has  been  made  in 
the  control  of  the  water  service  of  the  cities.  Gas,  elec- 
tric light,  power  and  street  railway  companies  have  felt 
impelled  by  the  possible  loss  of  patronage  to  serve  the 
public  well.  I'.ut  water  companies,  secure  in  their  mon- 
opolies, have  been  tempted  to  adopt  lines  of  policy  lead- 
ing inevitably  to  public  ownership. 

The  recent  acquisition  of  the  waterworks  by  the  city 
of  Memphis,  Tenn..  leaves  only  nine  cities  in  the  United 
States  of  over  100.000  population  supplied  by  private 
water  companies.  The  nine  cities,  in  order  of  their  pop- 
ulation in  1900,  are:  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans,  Indi- 
anapolis. Denver,  New  Haven.  Paterson,  St.  Joseph,  Om- 
aha and  Scranton.  Two  of  these.  New  Orleans  and  Om- 
aha, are  already  committed  to  municipal  ownership,  and 
for  years  thete  has  been  a  strong  movement  in  that  di- 
rection at  San  Francisco.  Agitation  to  the  same  end  was 
also  very  much  in  evidence  at  Indianapolis  and  Denver 
a  few  years  ago.  The  cities  of  100,000  population  or 
over  numbered  38  in  1900,  of  which  29  now  own  their 
waterworks.  In  the  same  year  there  were  97  cities  with 
populations  ranging  from  100.000  to  30.000,  and  of  those 
nearly  70  ov.n  waterworks,  while  a  number  of  others  are 
making  more  or  less  rapid  progress  tov/ards  municipal 
ownership. 

In  commenting  on  these  statistics  the  Engineering 
News  says  that,  unless  the  tide  turns,  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  years  hence  v/ill  show  but  few  cities  of  30,000  popu- 
lation supplied  with  water  by  private  companies.  The  ex- 
perience in  Canada  is  similar  to  that  of  the  United  States, 


THE  SHIPPING    INDUSTRY. 

It  seems  evident  that  the  shipping  industry  of  the 
United  States  is  suffering  from  an  overproduction  of 
vessels.  The  daily  records  of  shipping  show  that  there 
are  more  ships  than  cargoes  and  still  there  has  been  a 
pronounced  falling  off  in  the  const-ruction  of  ships  in  the 
carrying  trade  for  the  last  year  or  so.  The  business  got 
an  unnatural  impetus  two  or  three  years  ago,,  when  the 
withdrawal  of  nearly  all  the  British  vessels  for  service  as 
transports  in  the  shipment  of  troops  and  supplies  to 
South  Africa,  opened  up  a  big  field  for  other  crafts.  The 
tremendous  demand  for  transportation  facilities  at  that 
titne  induced  inany  persons  to  embark  in  the  business  of 
building  ships.  At  about  the  time  they  were  finished  and 
put  into  the  trade,  the  war  in  South  Africa  ended  and  all 
the  British  steamers  were  again  returned  to  the  shipping 
business.  The  natural  result  was  a  surplus  of  ships  and 
freight  rates  took  a  big  tumble. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  1535  vessels,  of 
456.076  gross  tons,  were  built  in  the  United  States  and 
officially  numbered,  compared  with  1657  vessels,  of  473.- 
981  sross  tons  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Returns  of 
vessels  under  construction  at  the  present  time  indicate 
for  the  new  fiscal  year  just  begun  an  output  below  that 
of  the  year  recently  ended.  The  world's  shipbuilding 
reached  its  highest  point  in  1901.  The  diminished  out- 
put since  then  has  been  less  noticeable  in  the  United 
States  than  abroad.  Thus,  Lloyd's  latest  returns  show 
that  on  March  31,  1903,  i"  the  United  Kingdom,  425 
vessels  of  974,686  tons  were  under  construction,  com- 
pared with  431  vessels  of  1,240,344  tons  for  the  same  day 
in  1902.  The  principal  decrease  in  the  United  States  for 
the  past  yCir  has  been  in  steel  steamers,  b'jilt  for  the 
great  lakes,  which  numbered  41  of  131.000  tons,  com- 
pared with  52  of  161,000  tons  for  the  fisca.  year  1901-2. 
The  only  item  of  considerable  increase  has  been  the 
cheaper  forms  of  construction— unrigged  cat.al  boats, 
barges,  etc.,  nuinbering  320,  of  79,000  tons,  compared 
with  297  of  57.000  tons  for  the  previous  year. 

While  the  outlook  for  shipping  is  not  favorable  at 
present,  it  will  take  but  a  few  years  for  conditions  to 
adjust  themselves,  when  all  will  be  well  for  the  owners 
of  ocean  tonnage.

While  some  difficulties  may  arise  from  the  proposed 
alliance  in  a  possible  attempt  to  despoil  citizens  of  for- 
eign countries,  who  may  be  residents  of  one  of  the 
three  countries,  still  more  benefits  are  likely  to  accrue 
than  the  few  evils  that  may  appear.

Legislation. 


Manufacturers  Complain 

of  the  Differences  In 

State  Laws.

Herald.)— A  meeting  of  the  Association 
Of  Manufacturers  and  Di^lrlbutor.s  of 
VooA  Products  will  ba  held  at  the  Man- 
hattan hotel  in  New  York  on  July  13  for 
tlhe  purpo.stf  of  cansidering  the  method 
of  obtaining  additional  pure  food  legisla- 
itioii  by  congress.  An  active  campaign 
fwra-5  w;>ged  i-erore  tlie  fifty-seventli  con- 
gress   toward    this    end    and    although    It 

fwa.s  fi  und  Impossible  to  reconcile  the  di- 
Vi.-:  i;:!:,<  viows  ol  tlie  advo'ittes  ot"  the 
3(I.i:ri  and  Coriid.-*  bills,  the  Hepburn  bill, 
(Will 'h  the  late  Keprt-.-eniative  liro.sin.s. 
Of  Pt-nnsylvania.  origlnr-lly  lathert^d.  wss 
pa-s^^fd  by  the  hou.se  but  failed  in  the 
senate.  Some  of  tho-se  interested  main- 
tained that  the  d>'r>artm«'iu  of  agricul- 
ture should  be  given  the  power  to  p.iss 
upon  the  purity  of  foods  manufactured 
In  the  I'liiteJ  States  a.s  well  as  tliose 
imti  Tteil  and  to  regulate  lnter.stale  com- 
m.  .  ■  '  in  the  .same  according  to  the  law. 
but  a  comprom.se  was  effected  by  which 
the  bureau  of  cliemi.stry.  of  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture,  w;us  autli-nized  to 
'analyze  .ill  brands  of  fi.xjd  im{>.)rted  inti 
the  United  States  and  to  decide  which  of 
BUch  food  .s'hould  b.^  denied  entry  l>e- 
cause  of  adulterants  in  their  composition. 
The  bureau  l.s  also  authorized  to  certify 
to  the  purity  of  fooils  manufactured  lu 
this  Country  and  designed  for  the  exiwrt 
trade,  it  Iviiij;-  l>e!i -ved  that  .such  cer- 
tlficjten  will  go  far  toward  .satisfying 
foreign  governments.  Interest  in  "  the 
general  su'^ject  of  pure  fo'>.l  iegislatl  n 
ha-s  been  stimulated  by  the  fact  that 
this  law  went  into  operation  on  July  1. 
and  by  the  exter..sive  expeiimeats  which 
have  he»n  conducted  recently  bv  Dr. 
Hirvey  Wiley,  chief  of  tiie  bureau  of 
chemistry  at  the  "government  l>f>ardlng 
house."  for  the  purpose  of  definitely  as- 
certiiiiing  the  effect  of  adulterant.s  and 
preservatived  in  common  us^  upon  the 
human  .sy.-item.  C.)nse-4uentlv,  there  is 
a  lively  curiosity  a.s  t  >  the  effect  of  the 
Op-ration  of  the  new  law  and  the  step.s 
whieh  will  be  tak-^n  to  secure  .supple- 
mental legi.-flation  at  the  c>ming  session 
of  ongress  will  be  followed  closely  and

The  mannrf.u'turerd  contend  that  at 
I>r.--  nt  they  hav«  gr.'-it  difficulty  in 
la^l,•!i!•g  and  branding  their  products  to 
confiirm  to  the  vaiious  state  hiw.s.

The  manufacturers  .say  they  have  no 
objection  whatever  to  labeling  their 
g(M3ds  "compound."  "adulterated"  or  in 
"any  other  manner  to  suit  the  taste  of 
congress,  but  they  are  .very  desirous  of 
having  a  law  which  will  permit  the  use 
of  one  label  In  all  the  states  so  they 
will  not  constantly  be  in  hot  water  with 
the  different  state  health  authorltie>'. 
They  believe  that  if  congress  swould 
enact  the  Hepburn  bill  or  one  simnir 
to  it  they  could  then  per.suade  the  vari- 
ous state  legislatures  to  legislate  In  con- 
formity to  t*ie  national  law  and  a  uni- 
f.)rmitv  of  food  laws  could  be  secured.

ing Porcupines,  But 
Unwritten  Law. 

i  "A  note  in.  a  Duluth  paper- not  The 
Herald."  said  a  wood.sman  thus  morning. 

I  "remind.?  me  of  one  of  the  most  per- 
sistent errors  about  the  game  laws.    The 

item  in  question  reported  the  presence  on 

'  Superior  street  of  a  porcupine,   and  said 

'  that    tiie    crowd    that    pestered    the    poor 

,  brute   was  afraid  to   kill  it  because  it  is 

against  the  law. 

"Innumerable  people  Imagine  that  there 
is  a  law  on  the  statute  books  against 
killing  porcupines,  but  there  is  not.  There 
is,  however,  an  unwritten  law  among  peo- 
ple that  frequent  the  woods,  that  is 
stronger  than  any  game  law  that  was 
I  ever  framed,  and  that  is  that  a  ixirou- 
I  pine  must  not  be  killed  wantonly;  mu.st 
not  be  killed,  indeed,  unless  it  is  a  lajt 
resort    for  food. 

"There  is   good  sense   and  good   rea.son 
oack   of   this   unwritten   law.   <us   many    a 
man    who    has    been    on    short    commons 
'  In  the  woods  can  testify.     The  porcupine 
'  is    the    only    animal    of    the    forests    that 
can  be  killed   by  an   unarmed  man.   The 
beast   is  not   gifted   with   any  of  the   de- 
vices  for  seeking  safety   that  other   ani- 
I  m  lis    are    blessed    with,    and    if    anyone 
wants  to  kill  one  he  can  do  it  easily— if 
he  has  the  heart.     The  porcupine  cannot 
.  run.  except  in  tlie  slowest  and  most  un- 
gainl.V    manner,    and    anybody    can    chase 
land   capture   him,   slaughtering  him  with 
a   club.     So   often   when    men   are   lost  in 
the  woods  without  firearms  and  the  grub 
runs   out    they    kill    a   porcupine  and    eit 
its    flesh.

Consists  of  Highly  Pitched 

Turning  Fort,  Charged 

With  Electricity. 


B.  F.  Gilbert,  of  this  city,  who 
owns  a  pleastint  summer  home  near 
the  bridge  over  the  Cloquet  river,  is 
about  to  make  a  test  of  the  new  pro- 
cess claimed  to  be  effective  of  killing 
mosquitoe.s,  through  the  medium 
of  music  and  electrlctiy.  One  of  the 
serious  drawbacks  of  the  Cloquet  river 
locality,  in  fact  the  only  one,  is  the 
presence    of    mosciuitoes     during       the 

warm  weather  months  in  numbcTS 
that  practically  precludes  all  idea  of 
I  oji'fort. 

The  usual  scheme  of  smudges,  etc., 
have  been  tried  to  get  rid  of  the  little 
pests,  but  with  no  avail,  or,  if  relief 
was  had,  it  was  only  tempciary. 

Ever  "rince  the  scheme  has  been  ad- 
vocated of  killing  mosouitoes  by 
rneana  of  music  and  elec-tricity,  Mr. 
Gilbert  has  been  experimenting  with 
an  apparatus  which  he  expects  soon 
to  put  in  operation  at  his  cottage  at 
the  river  to  get  rid  of  the  little  pe?ts. 
lie  has  been  working  on  the  device  so 
quietly  that  few  of  his  friends  had 
any  ir,kling  as  to  what  he  was  manu- 
facturing. 

Mr.  Gilbert  had  no  plans  to  go  vy  in 
constructing  the  mosquito-killing  ap- 
paratus and  he  has  been  working 
along  the  general  lines  described  in  a 
recent  magazine  article  relative  to  the 
I'lccess. 

Brietiy  described,  the  machine  which 
is  to  lure  the  mosquito  to  his  death 
consists  of  a  huge  tuning  fork  inside 
a  framework  covered  with  wire  screen- 
ing, which  Is  to  be  heavily  charged 
with  electricity  from  a  number  of  dry 
batteries. 

Mr.  Gilbert  has  not  had  time  to  ex- 
periment with  the  tuning  fork  to  see 
if  :t  is  of  the  high  pitch  which  is 
claimed  to  paralyze  the  light-winged 
toiTnents,  but  as  the  tuning  fork  is 
detachable  he  expocts  to  experiment 
until  he  gets  a  fork  of  the  proper 
pitch. 

The  apparatus  will  probably  be 
moved  out  to  the  river  next  Sunday 
and  a  trial   made  of  its   practicability. 

Other  Duluthians  who  have  been  ac- 
customed to  fishing  at  the  river  are 
hoping  that  Mr.  Gilbert's  mosquito- 
killing  device  will  prove  successful, 
that  in  such  a  case  a  stock  company 
could  be  readily  formed  to  buy  a 
&mall  launch  and  carry  the  apparatus 
up  and  down  the  river  a  few  times 
before  the  fishing  parties  go  out  to  kill 
off  all  the  mosquitoes  that  might  be 
iying  in  wait  for  the  fishermen.

BREAKS  JAIL 

William    Rudolph    Goes 

Through  the  Skylight 

at  St.  Louis. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  July  7.— Vv'illiam 
Rudolph  of  Union,  Mo.,  who  has  been 
confined  in  the  city  jail  for  several 
months  on  a  charge  of  prticipating  in 
the  robbery  of  the  bank  ;it  Union  last 
winter,  and  of  killing  Detective  Schu- 
macher, yesterday  escaped  from  jail 
through  a  skylight  and  he  is  still  at 
large.  Shortly  before  his  escape  Ru- 
dolph was  let  out  of  his  cell  to  be 
shaved.  The  exercise  corridor  at  the 
time  contained  about  twenty  prisoners. 
The  guards  were  engaged  in  locking  up 

the  prisoners  for  the  night  when 
as  Rudolph  pjissed  through  the  east 
end  of  the  exercise  corridor  a  fight 
broke  out  among  the  prisoners  in  the 
west  end.  Most  of  the  guards  ran  to 
separate  the  fighting  prisoners  and 
Rudolph  quickly  ran  up  three  flights 
of  stairs,  jumped  to  the  top  of  the 
cells  and  in  a  flash  had  swung  him- 
self by  the  aid  of  an  iron  girder  to  the 
skylight.  He  forced  the  skylight  and 
went  out  on  the  roof,  sixty  feet  from 
the  ground.  Rudolph  grasped  an  elec- 
tric light  wire  that  extended  to  the 
ground  and  slid  down  fifty  feet.  Then 
the  wire  snapped  and  he  fell.  Regain- 
ing his  feet,  he  ran  through  Sergeant 
Dawson's  residence  out  to  the  street 
and   away. 

Rudolph  effected  his  escape  before 
he  was  missed.  Matron  Wilhelm  saw 
a  man  in  the  trusswork  near  the  loos- 
ened skylight  and  gave  the  alarm. 
The  man  proved  to  be  John  Burke, 
charged  with  burglary.  This  led  to 
the  discovery  of  the  condition  of  the 
skylight  and  soon  after  Rudolph  was 
missed.

Cannon  sat  on  his  park-like  veranda 
trying  to  ensnare  an  occasional  puff  of 
cool  air.  To  him  this  question  was 
jiut:  "What  have  you  to  say  as  to  the 
necessity  of  legislation  concerning  in- 
crease of  the  currency?' 

"I  do  not  care  at  this  time  to  enter 

upon    a    discussion    of    the    currency 

(luestion,"    Mr.    Cannon    answered^.  '•It 

sejms  to  me  that  .so  ft.r  as  the  cur- 
rency is  concerned  the  country  is  in 
veo'  good  condition  at  this  time.  In 
the  last  year  the  increase  in  the  cui- 
rency  lias,  in  round  numbers,  amount- 
ed to  more  than  $12(),0u(t,000,  of  which 
amount  ?57, 000,000  lias  been  the  in- 
crease in  national  bank  circulation. 

"No  country  ever  nad  a  better  cur- 
lency  than  we  now  iiave,  and  we  have 
more  of  it  than  ever  before.  In  addition 
to  this,  at  the  pres-ent  price  of  gov- 
ernment 2  per  cent  bonds,  there  is.  In 
round  numbers,  a  profit  of  15  per  cent 
on  national  bond  circulation.  But 
without  any  legislation  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  vo'um^;  of  currency 
should  not  increase  i«i  the  ne.xt  twelve 
months  as  much^lf  not  more  than  it 
has  increased  ivi  ttie  last  twelve 
months,  if  the  business  of  the  country 
calls  for  it. 

•'Commercial  paper  is  accommodated 
at  an  interest  rate  from  5  to  6  per 
cent  all  over  the  (juntry.  There  is 
no  difficulty  in  pia<  ing  loans  on  farm 
lands  and  other  rval  estate  at  from 
V/z  to  5  per  cent  init^resl,  and  in  some 
instances  at  a  less  r.;te.  I  must  confess 
that  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  see 
lions  in  the  path- in  either  the  produc- 
ing, the  financial  or  the  commercial 
world." 

•'Have  you  noticed."  Mr.  Cannon  was 
asked,  •"the,  statenn  nts  n  some  East- 
ern journals  in  whi  h  you  are  reported 
as  saying  there  sh  lil  be  no  financial 
legislation  by  the  h^use  of  representa- 
tives? What  have  you  to  say  in  that 
connection?" 

"Yes,  I  have  nciiced  something  of 
the  kind  and  have  not  believed  it  nec- 
essary to  pay  atteiition  to  it,"  he  an- 
swered. "The  congress  legislates  on 
questions  by  a  co.istitiitional  major- 
ity. No  man  has  the  power  to  pre- 
vent the  majority  from  working  Its 
will,  and  any  one  a  tempting  the  exer- 
cise of  such  powt»r  voulc  write  himself 
down  worse  than  a:    ass  and  a  knave." 

The  speaker  woul  1  not  authorize  an- 
other word  on  any  pha.se  of  the  cur- 
rency question  or  proposed  legislation 
thereon. 

Never  given  to  long  interviews  or 
statements  on  any  quest  on,  he  seemed 
to  regret  his  inability  to  put  these 
succintly  stated  views  on  the  cur- 
rency into  even  smaller  compass.  In 
a  desultory  chat  he  expressed  more 
emphatically  than  has  been  quoted  his 
refusal  to  be  drawn  into  controversial 
or  academic  discussion  of  the  cui- 
rency.  It  is  gathered  from  conver- 
sation with  him  that  he  thinks  there 
is  crankism  among  the  extreme  advo- 
cates of  currency  law  change  in  the 
East  as  well  as  among  the  silver  shout- 
ers  and  fiatists  of  the  West,  and  that 
piobably  the  only  result  of  a  detailed 
and  technical  discussion  of  the  cur- 
rency question— a  treatise  of  1000  or  of 
10,000  words— would  be  to  excite  the 
feverish  money  cranks  at  both  ends 
of  the  question  and  disgust  the  re- 
mainder of  the  people. 

Mr.  Cannon  is,  apijarently,  not  wor- 
ried by  fear  of  a  shortage  of  money 
to  move  the  crops.  He.  it  may  be  as- 
sumed, fairly  represents  the  compo- 
site mind  of  the  Middle'  West,,  where 
financial  operations  relate  almost  ex- 
clusively to  raising  crops  and  making 
things    to   trade    for   them. 

This  Middle  Western  mind  has  diffi- 
culty in  understdudlng  why  "moving 
the  crors"  in  October  'hould  depend 
upon  whether  the  bulls  or  the  bears 
have  the  upper  hold  in  the  stock  ex- 
change pit  in  May  or  Jvme  or  July. 

Here  where  Mj.  Cannon  lives  and 
moves  and  forma  his  conclusions,  the 
belief  is  general  ithat  stocks  are  now 
selling  for  aboui  all  anybody  would 
pay  for  them  on  an  nvestment  as 
distinguished  froin  5pe<ulative  basis. 
A  twin  belief.  In'  view  of  the  experi- 
ence of  the  last  fexy  yea  rs,  is  that  leg- 
islation to  swell  in  marked  degree  the 
volume  of  currency  would  be  legisla- 
tion in  the  Interest  of  moving  the 
crops  and  generally  safe  and  legiti- 
mate busin€«!S. 

Mr.  Cannon  is  plainly  annoyed  by 
the  way  he  has  been  represented  in 
some  Eastern  journals  as  being  ready 
t  ouse  the  speakership  power  soon  to 
be  his  to  "block"  currency  legisla- 
tion. While  he  believ?.=5,  as  he  has 
stated,  that  such  legis  ation  is  un- 
necessary, he  resents  the  assumption 
that  he  intends  to  be  a  dictator  or 
presumes  to  speak  for  the  other  385 
members  of  the  natiosial  house  of  rep- 
resentatives whenever  tnis  or  a  simi- 
lar point  is  touched. 

Mr.  Cannon  Insists  that  the  speaker 
is  only  one  member  of  "he  house,  and 
as  speaker  is  the  servant  of  the  house- 
utterly  powerless  and  useless  without 
a  majority  at  his  back.  Experience 
in  Washington  has  taught  him  that 
reports  such  as  this  are  sometimes  set 
afloat  by  persons  haviag  ulterior  mo- 
tives. This  one,  for  example,  may 
have  originated  with  somebody  who 
has  a  scheme  ICCO  miles  removed  from 
cuiTency  to  work  through  congress, 
and  who  wants  to  get  the  speaker-to- 
be  into  such  a  snare  or  "a  fight  on  the 
one  question  that  he  wii:  need  to  make 
terms  on  another  (luestion.  Mr.  Can- 
non's feelings  on  this  report  seem  to 
relate  more  to  what  tl  e  people  may 
think  of  it  than  to  any  credence  his 
fellow-members  may  give  it.  He  does 
not  fear  belief  in  it  by  any  man  v.ho 
has  served  with  Wm  in  the  national 
'ioi.se. 

Mr.  Cannon  exr>e<*fi»  congress  will  be 
railed  in  extrao#f}n%ry  session  about 
Nov.  9  to  take  jup' the  Cuban  reci- 
procity question.!  That  will  give  him 
about  a  month  as  speaker  in  whicl<  to 
make  up  the  house  committees  an*- get 
ready  for  the  regular  session  in  De- 
cember. Nothing  is  likely  to  ln^  done. 
No  effort  will  be  made  to  touch  the 
tariff  at  the  re»ilar  session,  ho  be- 
lieves, because  thire  will  not  be  enough 
time  for  that,  siflce  tariff  revision  al- 
ways means  mu*h  trouble  in  reconcil- 
ing   conflicting   interests.

By    Explosion    In    Factory

which    wrecked    a    factory    in    South 

Chicago  avenue,  where  caps  for  toy 
pistols  were  manufactured.  The  three 
persons  killed  were  mangled  so  that 
only  part  of  their  bodies  were  found. 
The  dead: 

THOMAS    HAZLEHURST, 
CHARLES     HAZELHURST, 
IRVING    SANFORD. 
Sanford    was    killed    while    loading 
I  bundles    of    explosives      on    a      wagon 
!  outside  of  the  building. 
'     Noble    Higgins,     who     was    standing 
I  outside    of    the    building,     was    fatally 
'  injured.     The     others    injured    suffered 
severe   burns  and   bruises  but  all   will 
recover. 

The  explosion  was  caused  by  con- 
cussion, according  to  the  management 
of  the  factory.  It  is  believed  that  one 
of  the  men  dropped  a  bundle  of  caps, 
w'nich  were  uncut  and  on  broad  sheets 
of  papers.  The  explosion  broke  all  the 
windows  for  blocks  in  the  vicinity. 
The  factory  was  a  two-story  frame 
building.    The  financial  loss  is  small.

Thf  communication  recites  that  Profes- 
sor Flather  is  in  the  habit  of  traveling 
about  the  country  "to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent." soliciting:  consulting  rngineerinp 
buslne.as  while  at  the  same  time  holding 
a  "permanent  and  lucrative  position  at 
the   University." 

By  devoting  con.^iderable  time  to  pri- 
vate practice,  say  the  objectors.  Profes- 
sor Flather  has  been  in  a  po-ition  to  do 
such  work  without  incurring  the  expen- 
ses to  which  regular  engineers  are  sub- 
pected,  such  as  office  rent  and  draughts- 
men's salaries.  "As  he  has  done  a  grt-at 
amount  of  private  practive  within  the 
last  few  years,"  tiie  communication  con- 
tinues, "he  must  of  necessity  infringe 
verv  striously  on  the  time  he  is  supposed 
to  give  to  the  interests  of  the  State  uni- 
versitv."  In  conclusion,  the  board  js 
asked  to  prevail  upon  Professor  Flather 
In  the  future  to  desist  from  "doing  fur- 
ther private  consulting  engineering 
work."  ^  , 

When  acquainted  with  the  nature  of 
the  communication  Professor  Flather 
remarked  that  it  looked  like  pretty  small 
business  on  the  part  of  the  engineers. 
Thoy  wished  him  to  keep  close  to  the 
narrow  confines  of  the  classroom 
throughout  the  year.  "I  wou!d  prefer 
he  said  "not  to  be  interviewed  on  the 
j  .subject  at  this  time.  I  objec*  "-  h.-^-'- 
;  ing  into  print  before  I  have  Peen  nodrted 
\  about  this  communication  through  regu- 
lar official  channels.  I  wi'J  .say  that  I 
have  been  doing  some  ont.=7<3e  work  with 
the  tacit  consent  of  the_board  of  regents. 
When  I  beard  that  some  objection  was 
being  made  to  my  turning  my  hand  to 
advantage  outside.  1  took  the  matter  up 
with  thp  bonrd  and  was  given  to  undfr- 
stand  that  I  could  continue  mv  outside 
work  so  long  as  it  did  not  interfere  with 
mv  class  work.  I  think  the  students  and 
other  instructors  in  my  department  will 
testify  that  my  work  has  been  in  nowise 
slighted.  "What  outside  work  T  have  beon 
asked  to  look  after  has  been  done  ninstlv 
in  the  summer  months  when  there  is 
practic.allv  no  demand  for  my  services 
at  the  universitv.  It  Is  a  fnct  that  to  be 
a  successful  instructor  in  this  line,  as  in 
any  other  scientific  or  professional  de- 
partment, the  profpc«or  must  to  a  larare 
extent  combine  practice  with  theory.  My 
outside  practice  at  the  university.  Sure- 
Iv  I  cou'd  not  be  expected  to  do  out- 
side work  for  nothing:  in  order  to  get 
the  practice."

Great  Attentions  Bestowed 

In  Paris  on  Pardoned 

Murderess. 


The  Woman  Confessed  to 

Her  Share  of  the 

Killing. 


Paris.  July  7.— Gabrielle  Bompard.  the 
pradoned  niurderes.^,  is  receiving  no 
tniich  attention  from  promin?nt  per- 
Boii!>  that  the  matter  has  been  a  public 
Bcandal,  A  big  breakfast  at  a  leading 
hotel,  attended  by  many  men  much  in 
the  public  eye,  where  there  vva.s  wine, 
music  and  adulition  for  the  pretty, 
■weet-faced  niurdere.ss,  caps  the  climax 
to  a  series  of  entertainments  provided 
for  this  heartless  wanton,  a  Zolaesque 
creiture  from  the  lowest  depths  of 
Parisian  vice. 

Michael  Eyraud,  who.  with  Gabrielle 
Bomptrd,  strangled  to  de>th  the  plea- 
suic-.s  -'king  M.  Gouffe,  for  purpose  of 
robbery,  expiated  his  crime  under  the 
guillotine  knife. 

The  woman  who  deserted  him  in  New 
York  when  he  became  penniless  for 
another  man.  witli  whom  .siie  returned 
to  thii  city,  and  who  subsequently,  for 
a  re  »son  never  explained,  informed  on 
him.  iias  been  pardoned  after  serving 
only  twelve  years  of  a  20-year  sentence, 
and  IS  having  the  gayest  time  of  all  her 
v,i  ked  lifti. 

The  spectacle  of  men  called  honest  at 
the  feet  of  a  confessed  strangler  and 
\*oman  of  shame  involves  Santos-Du- 
mont.  Jacques  Duhr.  M.  Letellier,  pro- 
prietor of  the  Journal,  and  other  equal- 
ly widely  known  persons,  who  are  now 
Bf'eking  to  meet  the  popular  criticism 
by  declaring  that  their  attentionj,  in- 
cluding the  big  and  wild  breakfast, 
were    quite   impromptu. 

The  newspap»^rs  contain  cartoons  on 
the  subject,  showing  society  peopl^j 
telephoning  to  each  other,  saying:  "Do 
come  to  my  r>  o'clock  ten.  Gabrielle 
Bompard  will  be  there.  She  is  too  sweet 
lor   anything." 

Thirteen  years  ago  this  June,  Eyraud, 
hunted  and  desperate  in  a  cell  in  a  pri- 
son in  Havana,  told  the  writer  of  this 
dispatch  how  he  and  (}abrielle  Bom- 
pard, then  a  beautiful  girl  of  20,  had 
killed  Gi>uffe. 

The  fugitive  criminal  knew  that  he 
would  surely  lose  his  head,  and  he 
knew.  too.  that  hid  he  not  been  be- 
trayed by  the  woman  he  would  never 
have  bt-en  punished.  He  told  his  atro- 
cious story   freely. 

••Gabrielle.'  said  he,  "was  a  wonder 
even  to  me.  i>he  cooly  removed  the 
silken  cord  of  her  wr  ipi>er.  which  she 
passed  to  me  in  my  hiding  place,  and  I 
made  a  noose  in  it.  Th>^n  she  drew 
Gouffe  underneath  the  bar  en  which 
was  suspended  the  portiere  behind 
which  I  was  concealed.  Gouffe  was 
too  much  occupied  with  the  blandish- 
ments of  Gabrielle  to  notice  me. 

"The  iilken  cord  had  l)een  thrown 
over  the  poriiere  bar  and  i>.is.s.Hi 
through  a  block  and  tackle,  and.  while 
I  kept  one  end  of  it.  Gabrielle  slipiie'd 
the  noose  around  the  nec'K  of  Gouffe. 
Then,  as  I  drew  the  cord  tight,  she. 
with  her  little  hands,  pressed  down  on 
Gouffe's  body  so  that  he  would  strangle 
quicker." 

Eyraud  continued,  telling  of  how  they 
Bpent  the  night  in  the  room  with  the 
corpse,  a!id  afterward  managed  to  rid 
tiiem.selves  of  it  by  taking  it  to  Lyons 
Vilh  them  in  a  trunk  as  baggage,  and 
throwing  it  into  a  ditch,  after  removing 


It  from  the  trunk. 

Now,  despite  the  ghastly  and  cruel 
criine,  Gabrielle  is  out  of  prison  and  is 
being  feted  and  feiusted  to  her  heart's 
content.  The  breakfast  in  her  hnor 
which  created  such  a  stir  was  given  by 
M.  Letellier,  who  secured  her  pardon. 
It  was  at  the  beautiful  Cafe  d'Armeno- 
ville,  in  the  Bois  de  Boulogne.  There 
the  freed  strangler  was  toasted  and 
flattered  by  journalists  and  the  other 
guests.  Her  face  was  flushed  and  her 
eyes  danced  with  excitement.  From  the 
pretty,  girlish  creature  of  the  days  of 
the  murder,  Gabrielle  has  developed  a 
matronly  air,  but  she  is  still  good-look- 
intr. 

At  the  breakfast  Rantos-Dumont  bent 
over  her  and  invited  her  to  go  on  a  trip 
in  his  airship. 

"I  would  trust  myself  to  go  to  the 
ends  of  the  world  with  you,"  she  replied 
gayly. 

The  Tigzane  orchestra  played  ravish- 
ing airs,  champagne  corks  popped,  and 
Gitbrielle  Bompard  said  that  she  was 
finding  much  in  life  that  was  worth 
living  for. 

Mr.  Gouffe  was  a  process  server  and  a 
devotee  of  dubious  pleasures.  He  dis- 
appeared on  July  26.  18S9.  His  body 
was  fc'jnd  on  Aug.  13,  near  Millery,  in 
the  department  of  Ilhone,  in  a  ditch.  It 
was  not  identified  for  some  time  and 
was  buried  with  the  pauper  dead.  It 
happened  that  an  official  had  tied  a 
piece  of  a  certain  kind  of  cord  about  the 
legs  of  the  man.  and  this  cord  served 
to  identify  the  body  as  the  one  found  in 
the  ditch  when  it  was  sought  upon  the 
belief  that  it  was  that  of  Gouffe. 

Simultaneously  with  the  disappear- 
ance of  Gouffe,  Eyraud.  one  of  his  fa- 
miliars, also  disappeared.  It  was  known 
later  that  Eyraud  and  Gabrielle  wera 
casting  about  for  some  time  for  a  vic- 
tim with  money,  considering  .several 
men,  and  finally  settling  on  Gouffe.  The 
police  discovered  nothing  of  importance, 
and  .so  the  matter  died  out  in  public 
and  police  interest. 

The  matter  rested  until  January,  1890, 
when  Gabrielle  Bompard  suddenly  made 
a  confession  to  the  police.  She  gave  all 
of  the  details  of  the  ghastly  slaying  of 
Gouffe,  and  the  ^olice  set  to  work  to 
And  their  man.  Gabrielle,  it  was  dis- 
cove.ed.  had  de.serted  Eyraud  in  Amer- 
ica, and  made  the  confession  soon  after 
returning  to  Paris.  Why  she  made 
the  confession,  pl.acing  herself  in  such 
a  dangerous  position.  Paris  has  never 
been  able  to  tell,  but  it  is  declared  that 
her  new  protector  feared  Eyraud,  want- 
ed to  get  him  out  of  the  way.  and  be- 
lieved that  Gabrielle  could  save  her  own 
neck  by  surrendering  Eyraud. 

Eyraud  was  arrested  a  few  months 
later,  having  wandered  in  many  coun- 
tries, haunted  by  his  crime,  and  bitter 
at  the  deceit  of  his  partner  In  murder. 
He  lived  for  a  while  in  ajiartments  in 
Waverly  place.  New  York,  and  never 
went  to  bed  in  the  weeks  that  he  was 
there,  pacing  the  floor  all  of  every 
night. 

Eyraud  and  Gabrielle  were  tried  at 
the  same  time.  The  trial  was  a  sensa- 
tion. The  feminine  wealth  and  beauty 
of  Paris  went  to  look  at  the  pretty  mur- 
deress and  to  see  her  parry  words  with 
the  man  she  had  betrayed,  as  is  done  in 
the   peculiar   French   courts. 

The  girl  conducted  herself  gayly  and 
without  a  suggestion  that  she  had  the 
least  moral  sense.  She  had  a  narrow 
escape  from  the  guillotine,  upon  which 
Eyraud  lost  his  head  on  Feb.  3,  1891.

Mr.  Druce  arrived  in  this  country 
from  Australia  about  five  weeks  ago. 
In  the  course  of  an  interview  he  de- 
tailed his  claim,  his  relation  to  the 
former  famous  claimant,  Mrs.  Druce. 
and  his  present  plans. 

'•My  claim,"  .said  Mr.  Druce,  ";is 
that  I  am  the  rightful  claimant  to  the 
title  and  the  estates  of  the  late  fifth 
duke  of  Portland,  who,  from  1835  to 
1864,  masqueraded  under  the  name  of 
Thomas  Charles  Druce  of  the  Baker 
street  bazaar. 

"My  father  was  George  Druce.  who 
went  to  Australia  about  1S51.  and  wixs 
there  married  to  my  mother.  Mary 
Hollamby.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Charles  Druce  by  his  first  marriage 
in  1S16  with  Elizabeth  Crickmer,  my 
grandmother. 

"My  claim  arises  from  the  allegation 
that  old  Mr.  Druce  was  in  reality  not 
Druce  at  all,  but  the  late  fifth  duke 
of  Portland.  That  is  the  whole  ground 
of  the  contention.  If  Druce  was  the 
duke  of  Portland,  then  I,  as  his  grand- 
son, must  be  entitled  to  succeed  to  his 
estates. 

'•I  admit  that  the  duke  of  Portland 
died  and  was  buried  in  1879,  and  I  am 
therefore  desirous  of  obtaining  a.n 
order  to  exhume  the  coffin  in  High- 
gate  cemetery  which  was  buried  on 
December  28,  1S64,  and  said  to  contain 
the  remains  of  my  late  grandfather, 
Thomas  Charles  Druce.  That  exhum- 
ation, when  effected,  wZll  completely 
dispose  of  my  claims  one  way  or  the 
other.

5.  Peculiar  habits  of  secretiveness. 

6.  Other  points  of  resemblance  in 
minor  matters. 

'•From  a  careful  and  exhausive  in- 
quiry extending  over  some  five  weeks, 
I  am  pleased,"  continued  Mr.  Druce, 
"to  learn  'rom  my  advisers  that  these 
peculiarities  can  be  traced  by  evidence 
which  will  be  acceptable  to  the  courts, 
and  that  nothing  has  been  discovered 
which  would  be  in  any  way  incon- 
sistent with  what  I  was  led  to  believe 
would  be  available." 

The  part  played  by  the  former  claim- 
ant,   Mis.    Druce.    was    thus    explained  i 
the  new  claimant: 

'The  allegation,"  he  said,  "that  old 
Mr.  Druce  was  the  duke  of  Portland, 
and,  of  course,  did  not  die  in  1S64,  was 
originally  made  by  Mrs.  Anna  Maria 
Druce.  the  widow  of  the  late  Walter 
Thomas  Druce,  who,  she  alleged,  was 
the  only  legitimate  son  of  old  Mr.

For  the  second  time  in  the  past  two 
or  three  years  the  South  Shore  rail- 
road has  voluntarily  reduced  its  pass- 
enger rates. 

Yesterday  another  new  rate  went  into 
effect  which  reduces  fares  to  Michigan 
points  reached  by  this  road,  directly 
and  traffic  arrangement,  in  some  cases, 
as  much  as  20  per  cent. 

The  circulars  issued  by  General  Pass- 
enger Agent  Hibbard  reached  here  to- 
day and  General  Agent  Martin  Adson 
IS  engaged  in  rearranging  schedules  to 
provide   for   this   now   price  on    tickets. 

The  rate  is  from  Duluth  and  Superior 
to  points  in  Michigan,  via  Mackinaw 
City.  It  Is  a  permanent  rate  and  will 
result  in  much  lieavier  travel  through 
(Dujutu  to  the  poiints  East,  from  the 
countiy  west  of  here,  as  well  as  from 
Duluth. 

it  is  so  seldom  that  railroads  reduce 
whole  rate  schedules,  even  when  pub- 
lic pressure  is  brought  to  bear,  that 
the  voluntary  reduction  of  fares,  when 
business  is  ris  big  as  it  is  now  on  this 
I'oad,  that  it  is  a  mater  worthy 
more  than  piissing  comment. 

An   illustration  of  some  of  the 
that    were    in    effect    before    the 
reduction     serves    to    show     to 
extent    the    passenger   rates   have 
cheapened  over  this  road  within  recent 
•tim(|.    For    instance    the    original    fare 
to    Detroit     was    $18.75;     for    the    P4 
couple  of  years  it  has  been  $16.32 
under  the  new  schedule  it  is  $14.25,  or 
a    reduction    of   $4. .50    from    thefirst.     It 
will   cost  $15.15   to   get   to   Port   Huron, 
•where    it    formerly    would    relieve    a 
traveler  of  $16.37   and   originally  $18.15. 
The  new  rate  to  Bav  City  and  Saginaw 
is  $13,  reduced  from  $15  and  $16.47. 

This  new  schedule  lias  been  pre- 
pared on  a  basis  of  short  mileage,  the 
route  oonsidereiV  air  line,  being  to 
Manitowac,  across  to  Ludington  and 
into  Michigan.  The  mileage  across 
that  way  is  uhorter  than  over  the 
.South  Shore  road,  but  the  time  into 
those  pl'^fes  Is  far  shorter  over  the 
South  Shore  than  going  by  the  air 
line.  The  South  Shore  is  giving  Du- 
luth the  service  and. the  cheapest  rate, 
considering  the  mileage.

SEARCHING  FOR  BODIES 

Supposed  to  Be  In  the  Debris 
at  Jeannette. 

Jeannette,  Pa.,  July  7.— The  search 
for  bodies  of  those  lost  in  the  flood 
disaster,  was  resumed  at  daylight  and 
will  be  pushed  vigorously.  Many 
strangers  were  in  town  again  today 
and  spent  the  time  watching  the  search 
ers,  and  insjiecting  the  destruction 
wrought  by  the  flood.  I'reparations  are 
being  made  for  the  burial  of  the  vic- 
tims. There  were  two  funerals  this 
morning.  Interments  will  be  arranged 
to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  under- 
takers who  have  themselves  suffered 
severely  by  the  flood  in  some  instances 
having  been  practically  put  ovU  of 
business  by  the  loss  of  horses  and 
carriages. 

So  far  today  no  bodies  have  been 
found  but  it  is  believed  a  number  will 
be  found  in  the  debris  along  the  Penn- 
sylvania tracks.  Coroner  Wynne  esti- 
mates the  number  of  dead  at  twenty- 
live  and  says  it  certainly  will  not  ex- 
ceed fifty.

cure his  release  through  a  writ  of  ha}>eas 
corpus  and   failed.

attorney  and   a   hearing  was   held   before 

Judge  Ensign  this  murnins.  in  district 
court.     At  the  coiiclui^ion   of  tiie   hearing 

ihf  court  nr.lL'r«-J  Carlson  iremanded 
'ba4-k   to  lilt-  car.'  of  tlT-  sheriff. 

Thft  infornjdt.ion  again-<t  Carlson,  who 
Is  a  young  rnSn  aV»oiit  'j2  years  of  age, 
la    that    he    .'«tole   |i)   from    tlie    pocket    of 


one,  John  Smith,  his  companion,  while  in 
a  .saloon  at  Virginia,  both  men  being 
intoxicated. 

Tiie  warrant  for  his  arre.st  was  i.ssued 
bv  a  ju.stice  of  peace  in  Mountain  Iron, 
before  wliom  the  hearing  was  held,  wlien 
Carlson  was  bound  over  to  the  next  grand 
jury. 

Carlson's  attorney  urged  that  the  ju.^tice 
of  peace  in  Mountain  Iron  had  no  juri.s- 
diction  in  the  city  of  Virginia,  which 
h;is  a  municipal  court  operative  under 
a    special    act    of    legislature. 

County  Attorney  McClintock  did  not 
appear  in  the  state's  behalf  this  morn- 
ing so  that  the  only  argument  made  was 
by   Carl.son's  attorney. 

Julge  Knsign,  however,  in  denying  the 
ord^^r  for  the  release  of  Carlson,  said 
that  tlie  special  act  under  which  jurisdic- 
tion was  given  the  municipal  court  at 
Virginia  was  not  to  be  construed  as  in- 
terfering with  the  juri.sdiction  of  a  jus- 
tice of  peace  elected  under  general  laws. 

One  of  the  peculiar  features  about  the 
law  is  that  wiiile  a  ju.stice  of  peace  In  a 
city  which  has  a  municipal  court  cannot 
have  jurisdiction  over  certain  crimes,  a 
justice  of  peace  a»\ywhero  In  the  county 
in  which  the  city  is  located  may  have 
jurisdiction  over  them,  issue  a  warrant. 
conJuet  a  hearing  and  bind  over  to  thff 
grand  jury. 

The  state  did  not  make  any  appearance 
thi.-*  morning  on  the  ground  that  ther 
was  not  enougli  evidence  bi-fore  the  jus- 
tice court  to  warrant  the  binding  over  of 
Carlson  to  the  next  grand  jury.  As  the 
matter  now  stands,  even  It  Carlson 
should  be  likely  to  be  released  by  the 
grand  jury  he  will  have  to  remain  in 
the  county  jail  until  that  body  meet.=»  in 
September,  unles.-^  some  of  his  friends 
come  to  his  assistance  and  put  up  bail.

St.  Paul.  July  7.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Minnesota  Bankers'  as- 
sociation began  its  annual  meeting 
here  today  and  after  the  members  were 
called  to  order  by  President  Crookston, 
Judge  J.  W.  Lusk  delivered  an  address 
of  welcome,  in  which  he  sounded  a  note 
cf  warning  that  good  times  are  likely 
to  come  to  an  end.  In  welcoming  the 
members  he  said: 

"There  never  was  a  better  time  for 
bankers  to  look  a  little  out  than  now. 
We  can  see  as  others  cannot,  the  ear- 
marks and  signs  of  trouble.  When  in 
Chicago  a  short  time  ago  I  learned 
that  the  country  bank  balances  at  that 
point  had  decreased  $10,OuO,000.  All 
the  country  banks  make  similar  re- 
ports of  their  correspondents.  The 
banks  of  Iowa,  for  example,  are  tread- 
ing on  dangerous  ground.  The  majority 
of  the  country  banks  in  this  state  are 
tied  up  for  money,  and  their  balances 
are  lower  than  for  a  long  time.  Many 
bankers  have  been  carried  away  by 
the  Idea  of  prosperity  and  have  in- 
vested and  speculated  until  they  wish 
they  rad  not  done  so.  Hardly  a  day 
passes  in  this  city  but  we  learn  of 
some  country  bank  in  trouble.  Sev- 
eral have  closed  their  doors  in  the 
last  three  or  four  months,  and  others 
are  waking  up  to  the  danger  of  being 
compelled  to  close." 

President  Crookston,  in  his  annual 
address,  said  that  the  communities  of 
this  state  were  over-supplied  with 
banks,  and  there  would  soon  be  an  era 
of  bank  consolidation.  Hardly  any 
available  point  was  without  its  bank. 
He  followed  the  conservative  line  o£ 
talk  of  Judge  Lusk.  and  urged  that  it 
was  better  to  forego  some  profit  rath-.r 
than  risk  safety.  In  speaking  of  asset 
currency,  he  said  that  he  noticed  a 
disposition  not  to  let  the  subject  be 
freely  discussed  at
